The Powder may be taken in three or four Spoonfuls of any 
Liquor that is not acid: If the Decoctiom is made in 4 Copper 
B 4 Veſſel,

Dr. Hales, after ſeveral Trials of the different Ingredients of 
Stephens's Medicines, found that the diſſolving Power of them lay 
in the Lime.

But Hales rightly conjectured that Lime-Water alone was 
likely to have a good Effect in diflolving the Stone; which put

* To make Lime-Mater with Oiſter or Cockle Shells, the Proportion 
is ſeven or eight Pints of Water to a Pound of calcined Shells; the Shells 
will calcine in any Fite, provided it be hot enough; and the Cockle and 
Oiſter Shells with much leſs Trouble than Egg Shells. If they are brittle 


and white, they are ſufficiently burnt ; but if grey, they-mult be put 
into the Fire again. If you pour cold Water on the Shell Lime, little

If the Lime-Water occaſtons Coſtiveneſs, it will be neceſſary 
now and then to take a Purgative; the moſt proper are Alges, 
Manna, Rhuvarb, Sena or Jalap. | 

Such as have a Ste in the Bladder, ſhould, while they 
are taking the Medicines, bave four- Ounces or upwards 
of Tepid-Shell Lime- Mater injected into the Bladder every 
Day, and retain it as long as they can without Pain, 
and ſhould evacuate their Urine immediately before In- 
jection. | 

Were it not for the Trouble of introducing the Catheter, an 
Injection might be made at leaſt twice a Day, and if a flexible 
Catheter * were always kept in the Bladder, it might be done 
at Pleaſure, and the Diſſolution of the largeſt Stone quickly 
procured. | 

That the Injection of the Bladder may be more ſafe, and at- 

tended wich leſs Uneaſineſs, a Dram of Starch may be boiled in 
fix or ſeven Qunces of Lime-Water, and juſt be brought to boil 
over the Fire. The fourth Part of the Yolk of an Egg, being 
mixed with fix Ounces of Lime-Water, does not weaken its Vir- 
tues any more than the Starch, and may be occaſionally uſed in 
its Stead, 
Such as have no Stone in the Bladder, but are frequently 
troubled with Fits of the Gravel in the Kidneys, may probably 
prevent them, by drinking every Morning a Pint of Shell Lime- 
Water, two or three Hours before Breakfaſt; and though it 
may be too ſmall a Quantity to diſſolve the Stone, yet it may 
prevent any new Concretions. , 

For a few Years paſt: ſeveral German Phyſicians, and parti- 
cularly Baron VAN SWETTRN and Dr. DE HAEx, principal Pro- 
feſſor of Phyſie in the Univerſity of Vienna, have greatly extolled

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The Ua Urſi, or, the Agęalo rape, Tourneſort. Inſtit. Rei. Her- 
bur. is in the Opinion of Linnæus, one Species of the Arbutus ; 
namely, what he calls the Arbutus caukbus procumbentibus Faliis - 
integerrimis; and Galen's Deſcription agrees perfectly with it. It 
is a low Shrub, growing near the Earth ; rare, and hardly to be 
ſound, but in cold Places, among perpetual Snow. It is ga- 
thered very plentifully in Auſtria upon one of the Alps called 
Gans, and likewiſe in Styria near thoſe called the Snowy Alps, 
ſix Leagues from Marrienſtein. Every Part of this Shrub, eſpe- 
cially the Bark and Leaves, is to the Taſte as bitter and aſtrin- 
gent as the Cortex Peruvianus. The Simplers who ſeek for it are 
warned to take particular Care that they'do not gather Bilberry, 
or Vitis Idea it. its Stead, as they are very much alike. The true 
Characteriſtics of the Va Ur are, that its Flower has ten Sta- 
mina, whereas that of the Bilberry has but eight. A Berry of 
the Uva Ur/i has only five Seeds, the Bilberry contains twenty. 

Ds Hax ſays, that this Plant never failed to affect a per- 
fect Cure upon all thoſe Patients who were aMicted with obſti- 
nate, inveterate Diſcharges of Matter (that would yield to no 
other Medicines) from the Urinary Organs, whether the Kid- 
neys, Ureters, Bladder, Urethra, Scrotum or Perinæum, where 
there was no Appearance of any lurking venereal Contamination, 
. orevenwherea Stone could not be ſuſpected to occaſion the Suppu- 
ration. It was always in ſuch Caſes ſucceſsfully adminiſtered. 
That thoſe wha laboured under the ſad Affliction of the Stone, 
or Stones, in the urinary Parts, obtained conſtant Relief from it, 
and continued to enjoy that Relief, even when they no longer per- 
ſevered in the Uſe of the Medicine, without perceiving any far- 
ther Inconvenience in voiding or retaining their Urine.

In the Spring and October, when there is a re- 
markable Change of the Air, from hot to cold, or from cold to 
hot, and the Wind ſuddenly ſhifts to the oppoſite Point of the 
Compaſs. Hors. It chiefly attacks Perſons in the Flower of their 
Ape, after violent Exerciſe, or a great Heat of the Body from 
any other Cauſe, and then being too ſuddenly cooled. Syp. But 
ſpares neither Man nor Woman, old nor young.

Dr. JaMEs has wrote a Treatiſe to prove the Efficacy of 
Mercurial Preparations, as well in the Rheumatiſm as in the Cour, 
which is ſupported with very good Authorities. 

And Huxnam ſays, that the obſtinate Rheumatic Pains, 
which remained after the epidemical Fever of 1737, would yield 
to Mercurial Cathartics; but he preferred to every thing elſe what 
he calls the Eſſence of Antimony*, which is nothing elſe but 
emetic Mine made with Glaſs of Antimeny, with the Addition of 
a little ſpicy Stomachic. This, given to xx or xxx Drops, ope- 
rates by gentle Sweats, and purges in a larger Doſe very mildly. 
He recommends it as a moſt excellent Medicine in an ob/{inate 
Rheumat:ſm. 

HorrMAx likewiſe recommends Mercurials and Antimonaals 
in particular Caſes, that is, when a violent and obſtinate Pain af- 
flicts the lower Parts of the Body, about the Offa Iſchij and 
the Os Coccigis, and the Patient is of a robuſt Conſtitution, then 
the more powerful Chemical Medicines may be made uſe of, 
ſuch as Mercurius Dulcis, the Solar Precipitate rightly prepared,

You have therefore a Medicine communicated, eaſy to be prepared, 
and yet of ſuperlative Efficacy; whether your Intention is to oper Ob- 
firuftions, to purge the Prime Vie, or deterge the moſt intimate Receſſts 
of the Bedy, Nothing can be a more certain or ſafe Sudorific, for it 
eats but very little; whence it may be given ſucceſifully in Fevers, 
chiefly the ſlow and intermittent: As al/o in many chronical Diſeaſes ; 
but moſt eſpecially in an OBSTINATE RHEUMAT35M. | 
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the Medicinal Regulus of Artimony, to which a Decoction of the. 
Sudorific Woods may be added. From fuch Medicines as theſe 
great Relief may be expected. 

CHEYNE ſays the hot and inflammatory Rheumatifms have all 
the Symptoms of the Gent, and like it change from Place to 
Place, and, by over violent Evacuations, may be tranſlated upon 
the noble Organs; and by the Way it may not be amiſs to ob- 
ferve, that exceſſive Bleedings and other vialent Evacuations con- 
ſtantly bring on a Heic or a Drepſy on the Patient in this 
Caſe; Diſeaſes of a much more daugerous Nature in themſelves, 
and far more difficult to be cured, than the original one. And 
therefore in this Diſeaſe only premiſing ſo — Bleeding as will 


prevent a Fever and Mortification, and ſomewhat abate the Pain 


(which gentle Doſes of Calemel and Gum Guatacum will do

But if it 
was attended with inflammatory Swelling of the Joints, Sweat- 
ing was improper, and the Cure was only to be obtained by re- 
peated and almoſt daily Bleedings, However it is to be carefully re- 
marked, that thoſe were afflicted with it who were beſt able to 
bear theſe Evacuations ; and in this Diſeaſe he thinks frequent 
Bleedings weaken the Body leſs than in any other.

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For the fir/? fourteen Days the Urine is higher- coloured, and

Nature being at length oppreſſed with the Diſeaſe and old 
Age, the Fits begin to grow more mild, and, inſtead of the uſual 
Pain, there is a Kind of Sickneſs, with a Pain in the Belly, a 
ſpontaneous Wearineſs, and ſometimes a Diſpoſition to fall into a 
Diarrhea ; which Symptoms vaniſh as often as the Pain returns 
to the Joints.

Nor will Emetics or Catbarties yield ſo much Relief as is com- 
monly thought, becauſe they often raiſe a Diſturbance in the 
nervous Fluid, diminiſh the other Fluids, and weaken the ex- 
pulſive Faculty, But much greater Benefit may be expected 
from Sudorifics rightly adminiſtered, 

Nothing is more fatal than to hinder the Gouty Matter, now 
grown mature, and remaining unexpelled, as well as uncor- 
rected by proper Medicines, from falling on the uſual Parts, 
which indeed cauſe great Pain, but no Danger. If it invades 
the Brain, it will . occaſion Apoplexies, Palſies, a Delirium, Weak- 
nefſes, Dozing, Tremors, or untverſal | Convulſions ; If it attacks 
the Jungs, it produces an Aſthma, a Cough or a Suffecatien. If 
the Interco/lals and Pleura, a convulſive Pleuriſy : It the abdemi - 
na! Viſcera, Nauſeas, Anxieties, Iamiting, Beiching, Gripings, or 
Spaſms of the Viſcera. It is almoſt incredible how many Dilea- 
ſes it creates, which are ſuddenly martal; or at leaſt not to be 
cured but by reviving the Fit of the Gout, which bad been di- 
ſturbed, and rendering it as ſevere as poſſible. 

Theſe laſt mentioned Evils happen from injudicious Applica- 
tions of Narcotics, Refrigerants, Aftringents,.or Incraſſants; or from 
Medicines which cauſe. a Revulſian from the diteaſed Part, or 
from debilitating, evacuating, or ſuffocating Remedies. Hence 
Bleeding, Purging upwards or downwards, Plaiſlers, Pultices,

To abate the exceſſrve Pain in the Part affefed, if there be an ab- 
ſolute Neceſſity, Opiates may be given internally, and the Pa- 
tient may drink plentifully of hot Whey, or any other Liquor 
of the like Nature. External Emollients and Anodynes may be 
uſed laid on pretty hot, or the Part affected may be beat with 
Nettles; or it may be anointed with terebinthinated Balſam of 
Sulphur, or Tow may be burned thereon *®.

Though there is nothing of any Moment to be done in the 
Fit, yet it will be proper to abſtain from Fleſh for ſome Days, 
and to live upon Water-Gruel, or ſuch-like Diet, but no longer 
than the Stomach is averſe to Fleſh, for fear of bringing on a 
Diſturbance of the Animal Spirits; but then great Care ſhould 
be taken in the Diet, both as to Quantity and Quality.

PITCAIRN aſſerts that the Gout may be. cured in the ſame 
Manner as the Lues Venerea, by a Salivation and a Decoction 
of the Woods; and CHEYNE allows that a full free Salivation 
will cure the Gout for ſeveral Years, but then it ſhatters the 
Conſtitution ſo much, that the future Fits become worle for it. 
But, however, this is no Objection againſt a common Mercurial 
Courſe, which Dr. JAuks, after repeated Trials, has found 
very efficacious in the Cure of the Gout, of which the ſeveral 
Cates, publiſhed in his Treatiſe of the Gout, are a ſufficierit

USGRAVE, to bring the Gout back from the noble Parts to 
the Joints, had a great Opinion of the Alcobol Martis, which is 
-nothing but Filings of Steel reduced to an impalpable Powder, by 
turning it into the Ruſt with Urine, then levigating it, and mix- 
Ing it with a large Quantity of Water, that is, about a Gallon 
to two Pounds and an half of Filings. After it has ſtood a Quar- 
ter of an Hour, the upper Part of the Water is to be poured off, 
and evaporated to a Dryneſs. The Powder at the Bottom is to 
be put into a Paper in the Form of a Sugar-Loaf, and waſhed by 
gradually pouring in hot Water till it is freed from the Urinous 
Salts. With regard to the remaining groſs Powder, the ſame Pro- 
ceſs is to be repeated over again.

He recommends 
Garlick in Summer, and Steel and Peruvian Bark in Winter. 
When the Stomach is attacked, he lets Blood at the Ancles, and 
applies Epiſþa/tics of different kinds to the Feet, and then endea- 
vours to procure a general Sweat, When the Pain is very vio- 
lent, he blunts it by applying a Cloth dipped in Liguid Laudanum, 
and exhorts the Patient to uſe Exerciſe after this. 

After all we muſt not forget the Gout Powders of the Duke of 
Portland, which I ſhall relate in his own Words: | 

Take the Roots of Round Birthwort and Gentian ; the Leaves 
and Tops of. Ground-Pine, Germander, and Centaury, of each 
equal Weights. They are all to be dried, powdered, and ſifted: 
then mix them well together. You are to take a Dram of this 
Powder every Morning faſting, in a Cup of Wine and Water, 
Broth, Tea, or any other Vehicle, faſting an Hour and Half 
after it, Continue this for three Months without Interruption. 
Then diminiſh the Doſe one Fourth three Months longer; then 
half a Dram for ſeven Months more. After the firſt Year ic 
will be ſufficient to take half a Dram every other Day. As this 
operates inſenſibly, it will be perhaps two Years before you re- 
ceive any great Benefit; ſo you muſt not be diſcouraged, if at 
firſt you do not perceive any great Amendment: It works flow, 
but ſure. It does not confine the Patient to any particular Diet,

The Regimen of BoERHAAVER and OSTERDYKE for the ra- 
dical Cure of the Gout has made a great Noiſe, and has cer- 
tainly anſwered the Intention, in ſome Caſes, though it has 
failed in others. 

Theſe Gentlemen hold, that the Gout is not to be abſa- 
Iutely cured but by a Milk-Diet, which, in Twelve Months, 

will 
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will alter the whole Maſs of Blood; and, in order thereto 
the following DireRians muſt be ſtrictly obſerved. 

1. The Patient muſt not taſte any Liquor belides a Mixture 
of one-third of Milk and two-thirds of Water, and ſo drink 
it as often as Occaſion and Appetite may ſerve : a little Tea 
or Coffee may be ſometimes permitted with the Milk. 

2. At Dinner he muſt not eat anything but what is made

Baglivi obſerves, that if nothing elſe will do, in Pains of the 
external Parts, Recourſe muſt be had to Caufiics, particularly 
the Leaves of Ranunculus, or a Mixture of Quick-Lime and ſoft 
Soap, which are beneficial in the Hip-Gout. 

Etmuller-likewiſe affirms, that the Leaves of Ranumculus, being 
bruiſed and applied to the Region of the Loins for fix Hours or 
more, will raife Bliſters, which being cut as uſual, diſcharge a 

Serum, and quite remove the Pains of the Sciatica. 

Allen alſo declares, that he knew a Quack in Nerthamptonſpire, 
who cured the Sciatica with Ranunculus Flammeus minor [ Spear- 
wort] by ſtamping the Leaves, and applying them a little below 
the Knee, which bliſtered the Part, and cured the Diſtemper. 
This he has often tried himſelf with the like good Succeſs. L

It is a Sign the Gonorrhcea is cured, if, upon compreſſing the 
Penis, a Drop or two of thin limpid Liquor, like the White of 
an Egg, is diſcharged. HoFF. 
The Regimen, during the Time of the Cure, requires the Pa- 
tient to abſtain from all oily Food, and he muſt alſo avoid every 
Thing which by its acrimonious Quality ſtimulates to Venery ; 
| ſuch as Spices, bulbous Roots, Fleſh, Eggs, Fiſh, and fermented 

Liquors; for the Inflation of the Penis retards the Cure. This is 
of the utmoſt 8 ee and therefore all wenerecal Incitements, 
ſuch as wanton Pictures, amorous Dalliance with Women, ob- 
ſcene Books, and whatever elſe inflames the Fancy, ſhould be 
ſhunned like Death, 

Water and Whey are the beſt Drink, and Seeds and Sum- 
mer-Fruits the beſt Aliment. 

All poſſible Care muſt be taken that Cold never reaches the 
Penis, and that it be kept always moiſt, left the Pores contract- 
ing repel the Flux of Matter. An emollient and ſomewhat anti- 
ſeptic Cataplaſm will be beneficial, BoR. | 

In the Cure, Sydenham's Method of purging the Patient, till the 
Symptoms were abated, is now juſtly laid aſide. Turner's laſt 
Method which he made uſe of himſelf, is as follows :

The mercurial Water is common River-W ater, in two Quarts 
of which, four Ounces of Quickſilver have been boiled to a 
Quart.

And now, as I ſee Occaſion, I continue the Pills for a Week 
or ten Nays more, but at Night only, And in the Morning I 
give the Quantity of a Nutmeg of the following EleQary :

The Patient muſt drink a Draught of the Apozem as well af- 
ter the Electary as after the Pill.

But when the Quantity grows leſs, and the Colour whiter, 
and feels more tenacious, I lay aſide the Pill, and keep him to 
the Electary ſome Days longer Night and Morning. If it 
purges. too much, I leave out the Falap, and ſubſtitute Rhubarb z 
when it proves tedious, I give the. Terebinth. Cott. by way of 
farther agglutinating and drying the Geet, 

When the Cordee and Dyſury are very ſtubborn, or the Run- 
ning more virulent than ordinary, I order the Genitals to be 
ſmeared every Night quite up to the Groin with the weaker blue 
Ointment, and give the Pill without the Argent. viv. early in the 
Morning in a larger Doſe, or a Draught of the Infuſum Senne. 

This Method will ſucceed in three Weeks, or a Month's 
Time; but, if the Patient is ungovernable, it may be above as 
long again. 'T URNER. | 

In the Place of Mercurials given internally, 4/ruc directs the 
Uſe of crude Quickſilver as in the common Un#tion, to be rubbed 
upon the Parts, as about the Body of the Penis, eſpecially under 
the Urethra to the Perinæum, and ſo up to the Pubes and Telticles ; 
by which the Mercury, infinuating itſelf through the Pores into 
the Lymphatic Veſſels, is inſtantly conveyed to the Glandules, and 
ſubdues the Poiſon lodged therein ; taking away all the Symptoms, 
without any Diſturbance to the Primæ Viæ, the Stomach, and

'- is. He Turner 
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Turner approves of this Method in all local Afe#ions, ſuch ag 
Chancres, a Phimoſis and Paraphimoſis from a venereal Taint : As 
alſo when there is a Calliſity in the urinary Paſſage, or an Indura- 
tion of the Teſticles, particularly their Epididymes, left after the 
Hernia humoralis, and the like. Nor does he diſapprove of it in 
common Claps during the Courſe of the Purgation, with the above 
Electary of Mel. Virgin. Jalap, &c. that fo there may be no Dan- 
ger of the Infection getting into the Blood. | 

If there is no Diſcharge of virulent Matter from the Penis, it 
is called Gonorrhœa ſicca, or a dry Clap, the Symptoms of which 
are a Dyſury or Difficulty of making Water, and after, from the 
Increaſe of the Infammation and TumefaCtion, an Jſchury or 
total Suppreſſion of Urine. 

In the Cure of the dry Clap, Afrruc adviſes plentiful Bleeding in 
the Beginning, to take off the Tenſian, and to abate the Inflam- 
mation; as alſo emcllient Decoctions of Mallotos, Linſeed, &c.. in 
Milk, to foment the Parts; but perhaps it might be better to 
make a Pruitice of theſe Ingredients, after Boerhazve's Method, to 
lay to the Parts affected; or, which is beſt of all, to uſe them 
one after the other, | 
He likewiſe adviſes lenient Clyſters, cooling Emulſions and Pti- 
fans with Sal Prunella and Anodynes between whiles. During 
the Continuance of the Inflammation, no Mercurials muſt be 
uſed; and if the Symptoms increaſe, threatening an Abſceſs out- 
wardly in the Perinæum, it is to be forwarded as much as poſ- 
hble by /uperative Peultices, and the Matter diſcharged. 


Of the Cure of the SYMPTOMS. ; 
I. Of the Hernia HumMoRALIs, or Swelling of the Teſticles. 


Aſtruc, in the Cure, recommends frequent Bleeding and an 
antip hologiſtic Regimen, and fomenting the Parts with a Decoc- 
tion of Mallotu Roots and Linſeed; or Milk pretty warm; or an 
Anedyne Cataplaſm of Lilly Roots, with Leaves of Henbane, Mal- 
lows, and Branc-Urſine, boiled to a Mucilage, and mixed with 
the Flawer of Linſeed and Oil of Lillies. After the Inflammation 
and Fever are abated, he adviſes a gentle Purge, after mild Re- 
olvents externally, Antivenereals internally. 

'The Hardneſs of the E is to be diſcuſſed by ſuccinated 
Balſam of Sulphur, mercurial Plaiſters and Ointments. He obſerves, 
that Plaiſters which only relax, ſuch as the Mucilage Plaiſter, will 
do Wonders here. During the Uſe of theſe Applications, 3 
ſuſpenſory Bandage ſhould not be neglected. 

When Pas is formed in the Teſticles, it muſt be diſcharged 
with a Lancet. If it ſhould leave a fi/lulous Ulcer, he adviſes a 
mercurial Ointment. This laſt Turner approves of, Th

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The Engliſh Surgeons immediately apply a Cataptaſm ex Farina 
Fabarum & Oxymel. ſimp. adding a little Ol. Roar. or Ung. Sam- 
buc. to keep it from growing hard and dry; and laying all reftrin- 
gent and balſamic Medicines aſide, they purge the Patient briſkly 
with Calomel and Pil. ex Colocynth. ſanp. But, if the Pain and 
Fluxion till increaſe, they vomit the Patient with Merc. emet. 

av. [its Doſe is from ij. to vj. Grains] and repeat it at ſuch 
Diſtances, that the Chaps may not be ſore, till the Tumour 
ſubſides. Then they purge off the Relics; and afterwards give 
Balſamics to diy up the Gleet. 


II. Of a Bua. 


Aftruc aſſerts that Venereal Buboes are of two Kinds; the 
firſt is eſſential, happening immediately after Coition with an in- 
fected Perſon ; the ſecond ſymptomatical, which follows the ſup- 

reflion of the Gonorrhcea, or the drying up of the Ulceration. 
He likewiſe mentions a third, which does not appear ſo early as 
the other two, and is therefore a pethognomonic Sign of a Lues Ve- 
nerea or Pox. Ke | 

He propoſes to cure it by mercurial Purges to carry off the Hu- 
mour, in the mean Time rubbing a mercurial Ointment into the 
Part to diflolve the Induration; which he thinks is more gentle 
and eaſy, than to promote the Suppuration by ripening Poultices, 
and then opening the Tumour by a Cauſtic, giving Mercurials 
inwardly at the ſame Time. 

De Salt cures all the Symptoms by, rubbing into the Parts a 
ſtrong mercurial Ointment, ſuch as the Unguert. cerul. fort. uſing 
two or three Drams of it at a Time, cauſing the Patient to anoint 
himſelf from the Anus all along the Urethra to the Glans and Pre- 
puce, The following Day he gives a ſtrong Doſe of Falap, that 
is, from two Scruples to a Dram. His Diet-drink is to be Spring- 
Water in which Mercury revived from Cinnabar has been boiled. 
If the Patient cannot bear much Purging, be may have a Truce 
for a Day or two, but the Ointment is to be continued eve 
Night. The firſt Friction gives conſiderable Relief, the ſecond 
yet more, the third commonly makes the Pain ceaſe, and the 
fourth and fifth generally ſilence the Complaints. Five or fix 
Weeks generally perfects the Cure.

Turner adviſes to apply immediately the fronge/l Suppuratives, 
fuch as Emplaſt, Com. cum Gum. or a Cataplaſm ex Ficubus 
ping. Rad. Allii cum Crepis coctis, or ex Rad. Althææ, Bryon. 
Lil. alb. Fimo Columbin. or the like. Cupping-Glaſſes are ſome- 
times applied to bring forward the ſluggiſh Humour. When the 
Matter has been diſcharged by a Cauftic, the Eſchar looſened, 
and the Ulcer digeſted, the Patient muſt again be purged at con- 
venient Intervals. But if the Ulcer ſpreads, proves corroſive, 
with callous or jagged Lips, neither yielding to Præcipitate out- 
wardly, nor to mercurial Purges taken inwardly, Recourſe muſt 
be had to a Vomit with Mercur. emet. flav. two or three Times 
at proper Diſtances.

Te Obſtacles which hinder the free Paſſage of the Urine, ac- 
cording to Airuc, are theſe which follow. 1. Ulcers in the Ure- 
thra. 2. Cicatrices left behind after the healing theſe Ulcers. 
3. Caruncles. 4. A Schirrus on the Verumontanum, or Caput 
Gallinaginis. 5. Induratians of the Praſtatæ and Veſiculæ ſeminales, 
6. Carnoſities riſing in, and ſtraitening the Canal, 

He propoſes to cure the Ulcers by the ſame Regimen as the 
firſt Period of a Gonorrhcea, viz. by repeated Bleedings, Leni- 
ents and Refrigerants, to abate the Fluxion, and take off the

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inſenſibly diſſolve, while the Candle or Leaden Probe, ſmeared 
alſo therewith, has been kept within. | 

But there has been lately introduced into Practice by Daran a 
new Method of curing theſe Diſorders with Bougics, the Com- 

fition of which he keeps a Secret. 

According to him, if the Canal of the Urethra be open enough 
to admit the Extremity of the Bougie, a Suppuration will enſue 
from the diſeaſed Part of the Urethra, which will in Time relax 
and open the Sricture; or, if the Strictute oppoſes the Entrance 
of the Bougie, yet ſtill the mere Point of the Bougie will ſuppu- 
rate it in a ſmall Degree, and by and by, though much more te- 
diouſly than in the other Caſe, by relaxing, open it. 

Sharp aſſerts, that the ſeveral Caſes in which the Bougies may 
be uſually employed are, 1. The mere Contraction (or Stricture) 
of a Portion of the Urethra. 2. Nrerations of the Extremities 
of the Ducts of the praſtate Glands, the Veſculæ ſeminales, and the 
Glands of the Urethra, yielding ſometimes a plentiful, ſometimes 
a ſmall Glier. 3. Calleus Cicatrices of the former Ulcers, 4, 
Caruncles, called alſo Carnoſities and Excreſcences, which have 
ariſen from the Surfaces of former Ulcers. 5. A Schirrus of the 
Proſtate or Veſiculæ ſeminales. 6. A Schirrus or ſpongy En- 
largement of the Verumontanum. 7. A ſpengy Enlargement of the 
Corpus ſpongioſum Urethre. 

The firſt Diſcharge procured by a Bougie is generally very ſa- 
nious, and evidently flows from the Place where the Obſtruc- 
tion is, that Part of the Bougie only being coyered with Mat- 
ter that anſwers to the Obſtruction. Again, the Cordes, ex- 
cited by the Uſe of the Bougie, is infinitely more painful where 
the Obſtruction is, than in the other Parts of the Penis. It will, 


it muſt be owned, produce a Cordee in a ſound Penis, but then 


it extends through every Part of it, and is by no Means fo pain- 
ful as the other. Fe: 

If the Symptoms of the Strictures, callous Scars, Caruncles and 
Tumours of the Corpus Spongroſum Urethre are eſſentially diffe- 
rent, thoſe Differences are not mentioned by any Writer, ex- 
cept that when, the Urethra only is affected, the Patient, in 
making Water, voids Matter before his Urine, but when the 
Proflate Glands or Veſiculæ Seminales only are concerned, Matter 


follows the laſt Drop of Urine. But it frequently happens that 
one is complicated with the other. 


The Properties requiſite in a Bougie, are a ſufficient Degree of 
Firmneſs, that it may be introduced with ſome Force: A Supple- 
neſs and Tenacity, that it may conform to the Motions of the 
Body without breaking: A lenient ſuppurative Diſpoſition, to 
bring on a Diſcharge without Pain: And, laſtly, a Smoothneſs

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of Surface, that it may not only be introduced with more Eaſe, 


dut that it may lie eaſy in the Paſſage till it begins to diſſolve. 
That which I have chiefly made uſe of is as follows:

The Empla/i. com. or Diachylon muſt be made with Oil and a 
little Burgundy Pitch added to it, to render it ſufficiently tena- 
cious ; the Antimony muſt be finely levigated, that it may give a 
Smootbnefs and good Confiſtence to the Bougie. 

The Quickſilver, whether it be divided in Balſ. Suiph. or Ho- 
ney, mult not be put into the Plaiſter till the Moment before the 
Bougies are made, nor muſt the Plaiſter be boiling hot at that 
Time. When the Quickſilver is mingled with the Plaiſter mo- 
derately hot, Slips of ine Rag muſt be ready to dip in the Com- 
poſition. They mult be of different Lengths, from fix to nine 
or ten Inches, and about three Inches broad, Roll them up 
looſely, and, taking hold of one Extremity with the left Hand, 
let it fall gently on the Surface of the Plaifter, and then draw it 
out gently. As it is drawn out it will unroll, and take up a 
Quantity of the Plaiſter upon its Surface, equal to the Thick- 
neſs of a Silver Groat. It may be proper to aſſiſt the Unrolling 
with the End of a Spatula. The Plaiſter muſt be hot enough to 
ſoak through and diſcolour the Rag. The Ladle in which it is 
melted ought to be broad and flat at the Bottom, and the Plaiſter 
muſt be kept ſtirring, to preſerve it in equal Conſiſtence. The 
Bubbles on the Surface of the Cloth may be ſmoothed with an 
Iron Spatula a little warmed. | 

One Rag will make fix Bougies of a moderate Size; they are 
beft cut with a Knife and Ruler. They ſhould be made taper 
at the End by cutting off a Slope about an Inch and a half long, 
When they are rolled up, it muſt be with that Side outward 
which is covered with Plaiſter, and they muſt be firſt rolled up 
with the Finger and Thumb as cloſe as poſſible, before they 
are rolled upon a Board or Marble. In the Winter it will be 
proper to hold ' them a little before the Fire to facilitate their 
Rolling. 

Before a Bougie of any Kind be introduced into the Urethra, 
it will be neceſſary to ſmear it with ſweet Oil, that it may go 
in eaſily, and not ſtimulate too much at firſt. The Patient may 
either ſtand or lie down in the Poſture of being cut for the Stone; 
then the Surgeon muſt graſp the Penis near the Glans and extend 
it gently, that the Urethra may not be wrinkled, and then it 
will meet with no Impediment but what is occaſioned” by the 


Diſeaſc.

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It often happens at the . that the Bougie cannot bo 
too ſmall, and then the End muſt be round that it may readil 
ſlip over the Plicæ of the Urethra; it is alſo exceedingly deſirab 
that it enter within the Obſtruction. However, it is neceſſa 
to deſiſt from puſhing it when once it begins to bend. When it 
meets with any Reſiſtance, to avoid the Bending, turn it round 
with your Finger and Thumb ſeveral Times, and, as you turn it 
preſs it a little forwards. If by this Method it advances, continue 
to do the ſame Thing till it ſtops. But it muſt be owned that 
the Operator in this Caſe may be eaſily deceived. FP 

The Bougie muſt be confined in the Penis by ſome Kind of 
Bandage, or rather we may keep it fixed in the Urethra by a 
Cotton String tied about its Extremity, and then paſſed round 
the Penis; no other Thread is neceſſary. | 

When the Patient is timorous, or the Part tender, it may be 
left in two or three Hours in a Day only at firſt, but otherwiſe 
fix or ſeven. When the Patient finds he cannot bear it, it may 
be diſcontinued two or three Days, according to the Nature of 
the Symptoms, a 

There are Inſtances of its having firſt cured, and then brought 
on a freſh Strangury. In this Caſe forbear its Uſe for two or 
three Days, and the Strangury will ceaſe. 

Some have been able to wear it Night and Day without In- 
termiſſion, and as they withdrew one introduced another. 
And this is a prudent Step; for the more Suppuration is procu- 
red, and the longer the Urethra is kept diſtended, the Cure is 
more likely to be radical. When this cannot be done, the Day 
is better for its Uſe than the Night, becauſe in the Night it is 
more ſubject to Erections. 

Two 2 in a Day generally anſwer the Purpoſe, one in 
the Morning, and one in the Evening, as more ſuitable to the 
Patient's Avocation. Though ſome can walk about with them. 

If the Teſticles ſhould inflame, or any feveriſh Diſorder 
come on, they may be kept in an Hour, or half an Hour in a 
Day, to prevent the Urethra from contracting again till the 
Symptom is removed; to prevent theſe Diſorders - the Patient 
ſhould obſerve a cooling Regimen during the Treatment, 

Some are relieved by the Bougie in a few Weeks, ſome not 
fill many Months. Generally the Cure may be performed in 
ſeven, eight, nine, or ten Weeks. This is known by the Re- 
moval of every Symptom of the Diſorder, for ſome Degies of 
Running will generally cantinue as long as the Bougie is 
employed. bi rs 


When 
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When the Patient judges himſelf well, it will be beſt to de- 
&ft gradually, wearing it at firſt only an Hour or two in a Day, 
and then two or three Times a Week, after which it may be 
intirely left off. If any Gleet ſtill remain, or any Obſtruction 
threatens to return, it will be neceſſary to uſe the Bougie four 
or five Weexs longer. | 

In Suppreſſiuns of Urine it will be always adviſeable to intro- 
duce the Catheter if poſſible, and indeed to keep it in the Blad- 
der, two, or three, or four Days; after which, the Canal will 
perhaps admit a Bougie, and then, a Suppuration being once 
procured, it may eaſily be preſerved open. 


Iv. Of «a GLEET. 


In what Manner, ſays SHARP, a Gleet is furniſhed, cannot 

well be determined, without firſt aſcertaining the exact Seat of 
a Gonorrhaa, That the Lacunæ of the Urethra are uſually ulce- 
rated in a Ganerrhæa is now generally aſſented to. Vet, though 
all allow the Exiſtence of Ulcers during that Diſcaſe, they wall 
not admit thet a Gleet is the Diſcharge of an Ulcer. 
For my own Part, I am inclined to believe the Running is not 
all of it a purulent Matter, but partly Matter, and partly 2 
Diſcharge from the Secretory Organs, as alſo from the Veſcculæ 
Seminales, when they or their Ducts are affected. For the Run- 
ning is produced in leſs Time after the Infection than is requi- 
lite for the Formation of Matter in every other Inſtance and 
the Appearance of Malter is frequently the firſt Alarm in a Gonor- 
rhea, the Heat of Urine and other Symptoms of an Inflam- 
3 and Ulceration following ſometimes two or three Days 
Alter. 

For theſe Reaſons, I ſuppoſe, that the Yenereal Poiſon, in its 
firſt Operation, irritates only, and thereby increaſes the Secre- 
tion; eſpecially as the ſame Thing happens to the Glands of the 
Inteſtines from Purgatives, as to the Salivary Glands from Smoak- 
ing, Sc. As the Poiſon operates more ſtrongly, the Inflamma- 
tion increaſes, and the Ulcers form and extend, when not only 
the Matter from the Ulcer is ſanious, but all the ſecretory Veſ- 
ſels communicating with the ulcerated Lacunæ ſeparate a thinner 


Fluid than uſual; and both the Matter and ſecreted Fluids con- 


tinue to be thin ſo long as the Inflammation is violent. 

It is even poſſible that in ſome flight Ganorrbœas, which diſ- 
appear in a few Days, the Venereal Poiſon may not have 
Achvity enough to bring on an Ulceration of the Urethra, but 
only a mere Irritation of the Lacuna. Beſides, in other Caſes, 
the Quantity of the Running is generally much greater, if we 
way judge by Analogy, than a few Ulcers in the Urethra could 


poſſibly 
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poſſibly furniſh ; of this we have almoſt ocular Proof in Wo- 
men; for, though the Gonorrhaa be exceeding plentiful, yet, 
upon the niceſt Inſpection, we often cannot find the leaſt e- 
gree of Ulceration of the Vagina *, though, if the Diſcharge 
was purely the Digeſtion of Ulcers in that Part, it is likely 
ſome few of them may be viſible. | 8 

When the Inflammation ceaſes, and the Ulcers of the Ure- 
thra heal at the ſame Time, the Cure of a Gonorrhea is perfect - 
ed; on the other hand, if the Inflammation be only removed, 
and the Ulcers remain open, a Gleet muſt enſue. Fa pes 

It is upon this Principle of Ulcers ſubſiſting in the Ures> 
thra, that Daran accounts for the Action of his Bongie, 73 
ſing it to have the Property of healing them with a ſound Cica- 
trix after the Urethra is opened. And, if the Operation can he 
underſtood when there are Ulcers, it will not be difficult to 
comprehend it when there are none ; fince it ſeems to have the 
Power of opening every unſound Cicatrix of the Urethra, and 
bringing them immediately into an wlcerated State. 

There are many who imagine that the prodigious Increaſe of 
certain Gleets at particular Times, laſting only for two or three 
Days, and then ſuddenly abating to their wonted Quantity, is 
inconſiſtent with a purulent Diſcharge; and therefore conclude 
a Gleet to be nothing but a preternatural Excretion from the re- 
laxed Veſſels of the Urethra. But it is probable that how- 
ever the Matter of a thick Gleet may be furniſhed by Secretion, 
ſtill the Stimulus provoking the Secretion is kept up by the Sub- 
ſiſtence of Ulcers ; and alſo that, when the Gleet is very thin 
and in ſmall] Quantities, it is the mere Diſcharge of thoſe Ul- 
cers. A temporary Increaſe of a Gleet is not wonderful, becauſe 
habitual Ulcers of every other Part of the Body are often in a 
fluctuating State, and er ſufferfrom Exceſſes of every Kind. 

In the Cure of a Gleet we may have recourſe to the Bougie, 
but, as it requires ſo long a Time to perfect the Cure, few 


* Perhaps this will account for the eaſy Cure of recent Gonorrhœas 12 
Women, which I hade known parſing in the following Manner. Dia 
ſolve 3j. of Merc. Sublimat. Corroſ. in 7j. of Rum aboye Prof. Thirty

3 Wire 
Aſftruc, in this Diſorder, recommends Milk, either Aſſes, 
Goats, or Cows, to be drank Morning and Evening for ſome 
Time; then mineral Waters, whether Chahbeate or Vitriolic, for 
xv or xx Days; and afterwards Balſamics, to deterge and cica- 
triſe the Ulcers concealed in the Urethra, ſuch as Balſam of Ca- 
pivi, from vj to xij Drops made into a Bolus with Powder- 


Sugar; laſt of all, Aftringents to dry up the Ulcers, and to re- 


cover the loſt Tone of the Parts, ſuch as Infu/imns-of the Leaves 
of Mint, Heorehaund, Agrimony. Plantain, Ked Roſes, Shepherd's 
Purſe, Sage, &c. or the Mint-Water- of Ouercetan, ſo often re- 


comme nded by Riverius againſt obſtinate Gleets.

V. Of CHANCRES. 


Aſtruc obſerves, that Chancres were the Caries Pudendorum of 
the ancient Writers, and are generally ſeated on thoſe Parts 
which have a fine and tender Covering, through which the viru- 
lent Sanies, iſſued from the exulcerated Genitals of either Sex, 
has the eaſier Admittance. Such are the inward Duplicature 
of the Prepuce, the Inſide of the Pudenda in Women, the Nip- 
ps of Nurſes, the Lips and Tongues of Proſtitutes. In very bad 


Caſes they will appear on the Dorſum Penis, as well as on the 
Pubes, and Infide of the Thighs. 
In the Cure of the recent Chancre he firſt orders Bleeding to 
X. wel abate the Inflammation, then Fomentations to reſolve the In- 
ej uſaen i duration, not omitting Mercurials in the mean Time, but ſo 


as to avoid a Salivation. After which he adviſes the Uſe of 
Sudorific Decoctions of China, Sarſaparilla, Guaiacum, and Saſſa- 
fras boiled with Antimony. 

In flight Chancres he recommends the following Ointment:

Cockburn ſays, that Quickſilver, with Farpentine ſafficient t6 
divide the Globules of it, will cure any Chancre without far- 
ther Trouble; and Heiſter approves of the ſame Method. 

Turner formerly uſed red Pracipitate ſprinkled on a proper 
Ointment, and, if that would not do, he touched it with Lac 
ſub Coroſtu. Sometimes he thought a little Touch of the Buty- 
rum Antimon. or the Lunar Cauflic, neceflary ; but, if the Chancres 
ſtill ſpread, then viij, ix, or x Grains of Turpeth. Min. by way 
of Revulſion. 

Of late Years, he ſays, he always found ſmoaking the Parts 
with Cinnabar: ſucceſsful in Chancrous Ulcerations on the Gluns 
and Preputium of Men, as well as the Labia and Sinus Pudoris 
of Women. His Method was, to throw a Dram of Cinnaber 
on a Heater, or hot Iron, letting the Fume afcend through a 
Funnel, or a Seat perforated like a Cloſe-Stool, all round the 
diſcaſed Parts. This was done every Day, and ſometimes twice 
a Day for a Week. The Iron was hot enough to raiſe Flame 
with Smoak, but not ſo fiery red as to make it inſtantly con- 
ſume away in Flame alone. 


VI. Of the Phimoſis, Paraphimoſis, and Cryſtalline. 


Theſe are Diſorders proper to Men, except the Cry/talline ; 
but Aftruc affirms, that Women have ſomething. of the ſame Na- 
ture, and even extends them to their Nipples, where the Ulce- 
ration conſtraining the Area, or Circle round about them, imi- 
tates the ſame. The Phimoſis of Women is the Conſtriction of 
the Entrance into the Vagina. 

He begins the Cure with Bleeding and gentle Purgatives, ſuch 
as Caſſia cum Manna and Merc. dulc. inſtead of briſker Cathartia 
and Emetics, which, as Turner thinks, by making a ſtronger 
Revulſion, afford ſpeedier Relief. 

He then adviſes anodyne emollient Fomentations and Cataplaſms to 
relax and ſoften, and afterwards Di/cutients to breathe forth 
the Humours ; and, if the Penis is ſoaked therein an Hour or 
two twice a Day, the Effect will be more certain; but, if 2 
Stagnation is threatened, and thence a Gangrene, the Prepuce is 
to be divided in the Phimoſis on each Side the Glans, and the 
Folds of it to be cut through in the Paraphimaſis; by which the 

ſtrangled Glands may be ſet free, and the Chancre, if any, brought 
into view. The like muſt be done for the Cry/talline, in order 
to diſcharge the impriſoned Lymph, and forward the Subſidence 
of the Prepuce, thereby inflated and puffed up. | Fn 
e 
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The affected Parts in Women ſhould likewiſe be fomented 

with the like emollient and mucilaginous Decoctions, of the 

Roots of Marſh-Mallows, White. Lilly, Water- Lilly; the Leaves 

of Branc-Urſine, Mallows, Linſeed, &c. ſeveral Times a Day. 

Afterwards, a Peſſary made of Linen or Sponge dipped in the 
emollient Liquor ſhould be introduced into the Vagina. | 


VII. Of Tubercles and Schirrous Cords, 


The Tiberce is a Callaſiy remaining after healing the Chancres 
of the Glans, which hinders the free Play of the Foreſkin over 
the Glaus. If this will not yield to a ſtrong mercurial Unction, 
the only Remedy is Circumcifon, . 

The Schirrous Cords are Tubercles which ariſe where there 
has been an Ulceration, and may be left under the Skin of the 
Penis, ſometimes round and ſometimes like a Cord. They ariſe 
gradually, and diſappear with the Help of a little mercurial Union, 
and a Courſe of mercurial Purging, unleſs complicated with other 
Symptoms of a worſe Kind. 


VIII. Of the Porri, Condylomata, Criſtæ, and the like 


Excreſcences. 


The venereal Porri whoſe Seat is the Pudenda, if they are 
recent, ſmall, and foft, ſometimes dry and fall off of themſelves, 
after the Poiſon has been deſtroyed by mercurial Friftions ; but 
if they are hard, large, and have deep Roots, they will ſome- 
times continue after them, and grow like Warts in other Parts 
of the Body. In this Caſe they muſt be cut with the Point of 
the Sciflars as near the Skin as poſſible, and a mercurial Plaiſter 
muſt be prepared with a large Proportion of Mercury, and mixed 
with Diach. cum Gum. to promote a Suppuration, and to diſ- 
ſolve the Calloſities at the Baſes of the Porri, before a Cicatrix 
is formed, 

But, if the Baſis is hard and ſurrounded with hard and deep 
Calloſities, flight mercurial Friftions muſt be uſed, and the 
Wound muſt be dreſſed with Bafilicon, ſprinkled with red Præci- 
pitate, to conſume the Calloſities by little and little, to ſoften 
the Edges of the Ulcers and diſpoſe them to heal, If this ſhould 
fail, ſtronger Corroſives ſhould be uſed ; but theſe are rarely ne- 
cellary, if the Frictions have been well performed. 

The ſame Directions are applicable to the whole Tribe of 
Condylomata, Criſtiæ, Mora, Fici, either about the Pudenda or 
Anus. As rRUc. Turner has known them to dry up with Cin- 
nabar Fumigations, but if theſe fail he adviſes to rub the Roots 
7 r for we Patient's greater Security, to 
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take the Quickſilver Pill, with a ſtrong DecoQion- of Grarac, 
But, when other Symptoms of a Lues appear, not only local Frie- 
tions on the Parts, but a complete Unction, in order for a Sali- 
vation will be neceſſary. For a more eaſy, certain, and expeditions 


Cure, ſee the folowing Section. 
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WI EN a Genorrhæa has continued a long while, or long 
enough for the poiſonous Matter to make its Way into the 
Blood, or, if by 4/tringents given unſcaſonably, it cannot make 
its Exit, then the Patient is infected with the Pex. 

The Buboes in the Groin conſtitute the fiift Degree; then 
follow Pains which cruelly torment the Head and Joints of the 
Shoulders, Arms, and Ancles, coming on by Fits, but at no 
certain Intervals, unleſs in the Night when the Patient is warm 
in his Bed, ſeldom leaving him till towards the Morning. 

There are alſo Scabs and Scurf in various Parts of the Body, 
which are as yellow as a Honey-comb, and which diſtinguiſhes 
them from all others. Sometimes they have Jarge Surfaces, an- 
ſwering the Deſcription which Authors give of the Lepre/y - But 
the more theſe Scabs are diſperſed over the Body, the leſs the 
Patient is tormented. 

All theſe Symptoms gradually increaſe, eſpecially the Pain, 
which becomes ſo intenfe, that he is unable to lie in Bed. 
Afterwards Nodes or Exoſloſes ariſe in the Skull, Shin-Bones, 
and Bones of the Arms, which, being attended with conftant 
Pain and Inflammation, at length grow carious and putrefied. 
Pbagedenic Ulcers likewiſe ſeize various Parts of the Body, 
but generally firſt begin with the Throat, and from thence gra- 
dually crecp by the Palate to the Cartilage of the Noſe, which 
2 deſtroy, and the Noſe, being deſtitute of its Prop, falls down 

at. 

The Ulcers and Pain daily increaſing, the Patient ſinks under 
the Torment, and being not able any longer to ſtruggle with 
Stench, Rottenneſs, and the Loſs of one Member after another, 
his mangled offenſive Carcaſs is hurried into the Grave. Syn. 

Beiides the Symptoms proper to the Pudenda and Parts adia- 
cent, which have been already nſentioned, the following are 
obſervable in a confirmed Pox; which however do not appear 
in all Patients, nor at the ſame Time. 

I. The Sxix, eſpecially about the Neck and Breaſt, and be- 
tween the Shoulders, is covered with flat Spots like Freckles, of

It is full of itchy Puſtules, Tetters and Ringworms, a Hepigo, a 
Herpes miliaris and txedens; There ate Chaps in the Palms of 
the Hands and Soles of the Feet, with Itching, from whence 
proveeds a clear ferous Liquor, and the Epidermis peels' off in 
large Flakes: 1 | 25 mm 
t abounds with Hard, callous, round Puſtules, riſing a little 
on the Top, generally dry, but ſometimes moiſt, ſcaly, branny, 
and yellow; frequently on the Corners of the Lips, and the 
Sides of the Noſtrils, but more eſpecially on the Forehead, 
Temples, and behind the Ears, where they appear in Rows like 
a String of Beads, and gradually creep among the Hair. 
The Hair not only falls off from the Head, but all Parts of 
the Body where it grows. Then the Nails become unequal, 
thick, wrinkled, and rough ; afterwards' Ulcers ariſe which 
cauſe them to fall off, | | | a4 
IT. The Inſide of the Mouth, Throat, and Noſe, are alſo af- 
feted : The Uvula and Tonſils become painful, hot, inflamed, 
| and ulcerated ; Puſtules appear in the Roof of the Mouth, and 
degenerate. into round malignant phagedenic ulcers, which 
| rot the Bone as far as the Noſtrils. The Pituitary Membrane is 
likewiſe liable to Puſtules, which produce malignant Ulcera- 
tions that infect the Bones of the Noſe with a Caries, particu- 
larly the Vemer, which being eaten away, the Noſe falls down, 
| the Voice becomes hoarſe and low, the Gums being covered 
| with Aphthe ulcerate and rot, the Teeth ach, grow rotten, and 
fall out, and the Breath is very offenfive. _ * | 
III. The Patient is excruciated with Pains in the Night- 
time, when in Bed, and covered with Cloaths; theſe are either 
tenſive, pricking, pulſative, or rending; fixed or wandering ; 
which ſometimes occupy the muſculous and membranous Parts 
like the Rheumatiſm, ſometimes the Tendons and Ligaments 


about the Joints reſembling the Gout; ſometimes they are ac- 
companied with Tumour or Inflammation, ſometimes not. 

r IV. The Bones are affected in various Manners; in the

ſupervenes. If the vitreous Humour of the Eyes is thickened, it 
cauſes a Glaucoma ; if the Cry/talline, a. Cataract; if the Azueous, 
Hairs or Spiders' Webs ſeem to float in the Air. 

The Ears are affected with a ſinging Noiſe, hardneſs of 
Hearing, Deafnefs, and Pain, whilſt their internal Subſtance 
is exulcerated, and rendered carious. 

After this Catalogue of Symptoms, it is no Wonder that all the

Boerhaade thinks the principal Seat of the Lues Venerea is the 
Pinguious Humour of the human Body, which, in ſound Perſons 
fills what the Ancients called the Panniculus adipoſus, and the 
Moderns the Membrana cellubfa ; fo that Contagion, entering the 
Pores of the Epidermis, paſſes through the Skin to the Cellulæ of 
the Membrana adipoſa, where, mixing with the pinguious Li- 
quor Jodged therein, it is, by the continual Heat, Motion, and 
Continuance, more and more heightened in it's Quality, and cor- 
todes and corrupts the ſuperincumbent Skin and Ciiticula, while, 
in the mean Time, it contaminates the 1 1 oleous Cellule 
all round. Hence the Diſorder is farther ſpread in the Panni- 
culus adipoſus, than in the ſuperincumbent Skin, which is de- 
ſtro ed and corroded. .

the Fauces to inflame, the Inſide of the Cheeks to be tumid, or 
high and thick, being ready to fall within the Teeth, upon 
ſhutting the Mouth; the Tongue looks white and foul, the 
Gums itand out, the Breath ſtinks, and the whole Infide of the 
Mouth appears ſhining, as if parboiled, and lying in Furrows. 

The Patient now begins to refuſe his Nouriſnment, while all 
Parts of his Chaps, as the Tongue, (Gums, and Cheeks, are fo 
ſwelled and fore that he cannot chew any ſolid Food, but is. 
forced to take Liquids and the ſofter Aliments. They are now 
trequently Sick, and throw up a thin Phlegm, which is a Sign 
of a good Salivation when moderate and eaſy, and comes b 
Intervals ; but if attended with a Cardialgia, or violent Pains 
and Torture at the Stomach, perpetual and inceſſant Reach- 
ings, Deliguium, cold Sweats, none is more dangerous. 

The Inſide of the Mouth thus beginning to be whealed, you 
may expect ſoon to ſee them ulcerated, eſpecially about the ſali- 
val Glands, which empty themſelves thereinto. Now it may be 
proper to deſiſt a Day or two, to obſerve the Increaſe of the 
Ulcers, what Sloughs are like to be raiſed, and what their Depth 
and Dimenſions are like to prove ; from which a near Conjec- 
ture may be made of the Duration, as well as Quantity, of the 
Spitting now begun, and the Conſiſtence of the drilling Lympha 
whether more or leſs fluid. 

When the Salivation is thus begun, your only Buſineſs is to 
encourage your Patient chearfully to go on, refreſhing'him ſome- 
times with a little mulled Wine, what Sort he likes beſt ; but, 
if there is a Looſeneſs, Red is beſt, with a Third, or one Half 
Water. Let his Diet be ſmall Chicken-Broth, Water: Gruel, 
and Panada.

Thus, after ſome Days Reſpite, if, after the Spitting comes 
on, you find the Patient hearty, his Chaps but little ſwelled on 
the Outſide, and as little ſore within, the Ulcers not increaſing, . 
with few or no Sloughs appearing therein, the Flux alfo incon-

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ſiderable in Quantity, you may now give 9j. of Merc. dub. in 
Elect. 2 Scord. at going to Reſt, repeating it two or three Days 
following, as you find Occaſion, and then wait the Iſſue again, 
This is the ſafeſt and moſt prudent Method. 

If he ſhould have taken 3 8. of Calamel, with little Altera- 
tion as to the Swelling and Soreneſs of his Mouth, and as. 
little Appearance of his Slavering, his Pulſe and other Circum- 
ſtances fayouring the ſame, and no ill Symptom appearing, you 
may vomit him with viij or x Grains of Turpeth. Min. in Con- 
ſerve of Roſes, or mixed with x or xv Grains of Calomel, en- 
couraging the Operation with {mall Draughts of common Poſſet- 
Drink between whiles, upon each Motion to reach, but not 
loading the Stomach therewith, as is cuſtomary in other Emetics. 
If there is Occaſion, it may be repeated two or three Days after, 
which will forward the Salivation more effectually than more. 
Doſes of Calmmel, ſimply repeated, would have done, 

If a Salivation cannot be raifed to any Quantity, as in ſome 
it cannot, you muſt forbear, and purge it off, and give Calamel 
once or twice a Week, and purge it off the next Day, or twa 
Days after. [Of this Method ſee more hereafter. } 

When the Spitting goes well forward, it may be left to take 
it's Courſe till it declines of itſelf ; which, in Proportion to the 
Ulcers and Thickneſs of the Sloughs about the Parts of the 
Mouth, may happen at the End of twenty-one Days, or a 
Month from it's riſing; that is, from the Time of Spitting a 

Pint and a Half a Day, till it comes to three Pints, or even five 
Pints, in twenty. four Hours, when it gradually goes off again. 
For often the firſt four or five Days, or a Week, are ſpent in 
bringing it to the firſt Proportion. 

In the more flubborn and rebellious Pox, attended not only with 
cruel Night Pains, Gummata, Tophs, Nodes, and alſo rotten or 
foul Bones, if the Patient has been uſed to Mercurials, or if 
ſaltvated before, then the Cure muſt be attempted with Saliva- 
tien by Uudtion. 

You may mix an Ounce of Quickſilver with three Ounces 
of Axungia, of which 'an eight Part is to be uſed Night and 

orning, letting the Patient rub. it in with his own Hands, 
gently, by the Fire, beginning with his Ancles up to his Shins 
and Knees, all round his Joints, and ſo to his Thighs, which 
are preſently after to be covered with Yarn-Stockings and Flan- 
nel-Drawers; then let him uſe what remains of his eighth Part 
about his Elbows and Shoulders, wiping his Hands clean about 
the Glands of his Arm-Pits, or thoſe of his Groin.

By which 
the Pores being open, the mercurial Particles may have freer 
Entrance, 

If, when the Ointment is divided into four Parts, after the 
third Unction the Patient begins to complain of his Chaps, you 
muſt ſtay a Day or two before you proceed farther : The ſame 
when Gripes or bloody 8 tools approach. On the other Hand, 
if an Ounce, or an Ounce and a Half, of Quickſilver, will 
not do, then give the Turpeth, as before directed. 

Where there are Gumrmata, Tophs, and Nodes, the Ointment 
muſt be chafed particularly into thoſe Parts, and then apply the 
mercurial Plaiſter upon them, If the Spitting declines too ſud- 
denly give a Scruple of Calomel every Day, or every other Day, 
for two or three Times, as you ſhall, fee Occaſion. £ |

She had a Node on her Forehead, and another on her 
Shin, as alſo a noCturnal Head-Ach, Two Drams of Quick- 
ſilver were made, as above, not into twelve but ſixteen Pills, one 
of which ſhe took Night and Morning: After the Evening Pill 
ſhe drank a large Draught of the Guaiac Decoction, as hot as ſhe 
could ; and was covered cloſe to ſweat for an Hour or two: In 
the Morning, after her Pill, ſhe drank the ſame, but without

gentle Stools in a Day, the Plaiſters were taken off the Nodes, 
which were intirely ſubſided, and her Pains were alſo vaniſhed ;

The laft Method is Sweating with ſtrong Decoctions of Guaia- 
cum. This we have the firſt Account of from Sir Ulrick de Hutten, 
who purſued it himſelf. A Pound of Guaiacum is to be boiled. in. 
a Gallon of Spring-water to one Half, and the Scum reſerved 
to anoint the Sores, and a ſecondary Decoclion to be uſed for 
common Drink. Boerhaave, who has recommended this Me- 
thod, ſuppoſes that a Salivation will be ineffectual, if every Drop 
of Fat in the Blood is not melted down into Water and carried 
off, and the Patient reduced to a death-like Paleneſs. He like- 
wiſe imagines that Guaiacum performs its Taſk by reſolving all 
the untuous Particles, whether incorporated in the common Maſs 
of Blood, or accymulated in their proper Repoſitories, and by 
emaciating the Habit ſo exquiſitely, as not to leave one Drop of 
Oil therein. But I can by no Means ſubſcribe to this Opinion, 
becauſe I have ſeen ſuch prodigious and quick Effects. from the

3- When the Throat, Noſe, Palate, or the ſpungy Bones in

7. It ſeems probable that Sar ſaparilla Root is the only Me- 
dicine to be depended upon in Venereal Caſes where Mercury 
has failed, or at leaſt has preceded the Uſe of the Decoction; 

When no Mercury has been 
given, it and this Decoction may be adminiſtered, together, and 
then there will be no Room to doubt of Succeſs. 

8. Mercury alone will cure moſt Venereal Complaints, and

That Sarſaparilla, which is now. to be met with in every 
Druggiſt's Shop, is the Smilax. Aſpera Peruviang of Caſpar Bauhin. 
It conſiſts of two Parts; the firſt is thick, hard, dry, and woody, 
and. is not very. agreeable, but rather the contrary. The other 
conſiſts of ſeveral Branches which, grow out of the. other, to a 
great Length, and therefore is by Aftruc called Flagella, Theſe 
are ſoft, more ſucculent and mucilaginous than the former, and

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are not offenſive, This is the Part which has been made ufe 
of in all the Experiments. | 3: HAT 

'T he Method of uſing it is this; to three Ounces of this Part 
of the Sarſaparilla Root, which has not been ſpoiled with Age, 
Worms, Sea-Water or Moiſture, add three Quatts of River-MA- 
ter, and make it boil as ſpeedily as poſſible, in an open Veſſel, 
till two Pints of the ſtrained Liquor remain, that is, about two 
Pounds Avoirdupoiſe Weight ; a little Liquorice Root added to it 
will make it more palatable. This Quantity is enough for twWenty- 
four Hours, and may be given at two or three Doſes either warm 
or cold. It muſt be made freſh every other Day, and what is 
not uſed on the Day it is boiled, muſt be kept in a cold Cellar. 
The Patient ſhould live abſtemiouſly while he takes it, particu- 
larly with Regard to Wine. It has had but little Succeſs with 
Regard to Children, probably becauſe Mercury had not been 
uſed before, or becauſe they did not continue it long enough. 

There is another compendious and efficacious Method of 
curing the Lues Venerea, which has formerly been attempted 
the ſame Medicine, but in a different Manner, and not with 
the ſame Succeſs. | | 2 

Dr. Pringle here recommended 4 Method of curing the Lues 
Venerza, which at firſt was brought into a regular Practice 
by Baron Jan Swieten, Phyfician to the Court of Vienna. His 
Method conſiſted in giving Corroſive Sublimate in French 
Brandy, or Malaſſes Spirits. The Proportion was a Grain of 
the Mercury to two Ounces of the Spirits; and his common 
Doſe was from half an Ounce to an Ounce, or, which is the 
fame Thing, from one Spoonful to two, twice a Day; adjuſting 
the Quantity to the Strength of the Patient and to the Virulence 
of the Diſeaſe. The Operation was either by Sweat or Urine, 
eſpecially when the Medicine proved moſt ſucceſsful. It was 
continued as long as any of the Symptoms remained, with a low 
ſpare Diet, plenty of Barley- Water and a little Milk, or ſome 
ſuch diluting Liquor. * - 

Mr. Gordon put this Method in Practice, and has given twenty 
Caſes wherein it was ſucceſsful, and could have done many 
more, but omits them, as being ſimilar to the former, and u 
the whole makes the following general Remarks: He obſerves, 
that the Men who took the Solution in cold Weather did not 
ſweat ſo profuſely as thoſe in hot Weather, during the Au- 
tumn, and yet the Difference between the Length of the Cure 
was only four or five Days. He adds, that in theſe Trials no- 
thing could anſwer better ; for, in about thirty-five who were 
cured in their Regiment, not one relapſed. Beſides, from an Ac- 
count- he received from * Boyd, Surgeon of a Regiments 
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he found that no Caſe, though there were a great Number treatef 


In this Manner, ever proved rebellious to this Medicine. Hence 4

They are not painful unleſs handled roughly, 
nor cauſe a Lok « of Appetite. They continue Jong without any 
ſenſible Alteration ; and whether they would not in Time, 
when the peccant Matter is exhauſted through the Skin, vaniſh 
of themſelves; or turn to corroſive Ulcers, and affect the Bones 
with Nedes, Exsſtoſes, and Caries; or by enlarging the excretory 
Ducts of the milizry Glands cauſe a Fluid to tranſude more viſcid 
than Sweat, which by drying on the Skin would render the Pa- 
tient ſcorbutic, ſcably, — is hard to ſay ; but I am incli- 
nable to think, that, as ſoon as the Funguſes become dry, the In- 
fection is exhauſted, It is an inſectious Diſcaſe, and therefore the 
Negrre's Maſter ſhould ſeek for a Cure for the Sake of himſelf, F 
Family, and other Negroes.

ill cured; coincide ſo exactly with the Symptoms of an inveterate 


Frenth Pyx, that in moſt Caſes it will be very difficult, if not 
impoſſible to diſtinguiſh them. I 5 


[Haenbam was of Opinion, that the Yaws and the French 


Pox were the ſame Diſtemper, and differ in nothing but what 
may ariſe from the various Climates which the Patients inhabit; 


and that the Spaniards brought the Venereal Diſeaſe into Eu- 


rope, bting infected by the Negroes brought from Guinea to the 
We/l- Inties ; eſpecially as the Sympoms of the inveterate 
Yaws, and a confirmed Pox, are confeſedly the ſame. ] | 

The Symptoms of the Yaws ill-cured are violent Pains in. the 
Limbs, even nocturnal, which in ſome are attended with Nodes 
and Exe/toſes.; in others with Ulcers which render the Bones ca- 
rious. To confirm this, a well-bred young Woman came from 
England to be School-Miſtreſs to a Gentleman's Daughter; ſhe 


married an Overſeer who gave her the Yaws; ſhe was thrown, 


when the Laws but juſt appeared, (which was much too ſoon) 
into a deep Salivation, which laſted fix or ſeven Weeks; being 
ſuppoſed cured, ſhe returned to England, and after ſome Weeks 
ſhe had violent Pains in her Arms and Legs; after an Attempt 
to cure her there, an Ulcer broke out in her Leg, and another 
in her Arm. Upon this ſhe returned to the Place where ſhe re- 
ceived her Diſtemper. In Auguſt, 1729, ſhe came up to me 
with five or fix' Ulcers in her Arms and Legs all covered with an 
Hyperſarcaſis. But, after all that I and others could do for her, 
the Pains increaſed, the Bones became carious in every Ulcer, 
and, in the End of the Year 1734, ſhe died. I was fully con- 
vinced ſhe, had received no other Infection. 

When T came firſt to Jamaica, it was the Practice there, as 
ſoon as the Yaws appeared, to give the Patient twenty Drops of 
a Solution of 3 ij of Mercur. ſublim. correſ. in ʒ viij of ſtrong Rum 
in the Morning, drinking warm Water after every Puke, and 
they would vomit and ſpit all the Forenoon. This Doſe was 
repeated every ploy: increaſing the Quantity five Drops every 
Doſe they took; in a fem. Days they were ſeemingly well. But 
T obſefVed'thar moſt that had been treated after this Manner, ei- 
ther broke bur again, or, in Proceſs of Time, , complained of 
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gnawiug Pains in their Bones, or were Wen to Ulcers i in fe- 


veral Parts of. their Bodies, 

The Diſeaſe, at it's ſecond Appearance, was Wager in coming 
to an Height, and requited a longer Courſe of Mercurial to 
clear the Skin; and ſometimes after all they would relapſe a 
third or fourth Time. 

Of theſe Patients who were afflicted with Ulcers, I have = 
ceeded with ſome by Salivation, and long Courſes of the Æthiops, 
with the Decoction of the Moods with Lime-Mater. Many I have 
been foiled in, and never able to cure; but left them, I think, 
rather worſe than I found them, to linger out their Days miſe- 
rably. Nor can I pretend to better Succeſs with thoſe who have 
complained of Pains in their Bones. They have generally Nodes, 
Exoftoſes, and Caries ; and the Bones of the Arms and Legs break 
without any external Violence. 

It is worth while to compare the Deſcription of the Leproſy 
among the Jes, in Chap. xXiii.' of Leviticus, with the Account 
here given of the Yaws ; for the Diſtempers ſeem to have a 
great Reſemblance with each other.

Of the SCROFULA, or King's EviL. 


2 King's Evil, in Latin Stramæ, or Scrofula, is attended 
| with hard, ſchirrous, and often indolent Tumours, which ariſe 
by De in the Glands of the Neck, under the Chin, Arm- 
Pits, Groin, Hams, Arms, and W rifts, but it is moſt commonly 
ſeated in the Neck, and beneath the Ears. 

Likewiſe cold Tumoaurs, which appear on the Joints and Bones, 
as on the Knees, Elbows, Hands, and Feet, but more particu- 
larly on the Fingers, are Diſorders of the {crofulous Kind. As 
alſo the greateſt Part of thoſe obſtinate Fluxions, which fall 
gradually on the Joints, without a manifeſt Cauſe, and which 
are attended with an Abſceſs, a Caries, and Swelling of the 
Bones, called a Spina 2 eſpecially of the Apophyſes and 
Epiphyſes, Of the ſame Kind are likewiſe the Oedemata, or 
White Swellings, which ariſe in the Arms, Legs, and Feet, prin- 
<ipally about thebJoints: They conſiſt of a Jelly, or A 
Eymph, which puffs them up, but do not pit when preſſed with 
the Fi like dropſical Swellings. ; 
Some is an Oedematous Tumour which fixes ãtſelf an 
- «he; gue increaſes almoſt imperceptibly with Redneſs, 

Heat, aud Pain, while the Leg and Fhigh become extremely 
emaciated, and the whole Body is confumed by a ſlow Fever. 

In the Eyes the Scrofule creates Inflammations ; in the Eye- 
Jids a puffſing up of their Edges with great Soreneſs, and ſmall 
Ulcers ; in the Angles of the Eye a Fiſtula Lachrymalis, by ulce- 
rating the Glandipſanted theg 25 the Percolation of Tears; in 
the Lips, exceffiv@and pretefnatural Thicknefs ; in the Noſe it 
often creates the c Ulcer called Ozæna. All which, except 
the laſt, are often the Forerunners of this Diſeaſe, antecedent to 
he =_ Swellmgs, and foul Ulcers, which appear in it's ma- 
turer State. 
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Some think that fiſtulous Ulcers, the Rickets, ſcalled Heads, 
Cancers, the Gouttre, or Bronchocele, depend upon a ſcrofulus 
Virus. © | 22 

The Glands of the external Parts are not alone attacked with 
this Diſeaſe; for thoſe of the Meſentery are almoſt always affect- 
ed; which appears from the opening of Perſons dying of this 
Diſeaſe. Sometimes the Diſeaſe begins in the Meſentery; and 
ſometimes the Liver, Spleen, Womb, Lungs, Windpipe, Brain, 
and other internal Parts are ſerofulous: Hence ſchirrous Tu- 
mours, incurable Cancers, obſtinate Fluxions, rebellious Oph- 
thalmies, malignant Abſceſſes, fiftulous Ulcers, dangerous Quin- 
ſeys, terrible Epilepſies, mortal Conſumptions of the Lungs, 
ſtubborn Jaundices, Dropſies, Cholics, hypochondriac and hy- 
ſteric Affections. In ſhort, there is no Part of the human Body 
which may not be affected with Tumours, Schirruſes, Fluxions, 
Inflammations, Abſceſſes, and Ulcers. | 

The Screfule are hard Tumours, becauſe they are produced 
by a thick coagulated Matter ; they are cold, becauſe they are 
cauſed by a Stagnation of the Lympha in the Part affected; 
they are indalent, becauſe the Salts are inactive, and becauſe the 
nervous Fibres are compreſſed by the Hardneſs of the Matter 
without Irritation. * 15 

The Screfula may be ſaid to be benign, when they are ſuper- 
ficial ; when they do not much raiſe the Skin, nor change it's 
Colour; when only the Glands are puffed up, and are ſoft 
moveable, without Adheſion and indolent. | 

The malignant Scrofulz are evident from the Largeneſs of the 
Tumour, it's Hardneſs and Adheſion; from it's becoming livid or 
red ; from it's being painful ; and, when ulcerated, from the Cal- 
loſity of the Lips of the Ulcer, and from their difficult Eure. 

We may know that other Diſeaſes proceed foi i ſcrofulous 
Virus, if the Parents have had the venereal Lues, or when they or 
their other Children are aMicted with the Scroftla, or when they 
have lived with ſcrofulous Perſons, or when their Diſeaſe is at- 
tended with hard ſwelled Glands in the Neck, Armpits, or Groin, 
or when there are white Swellings in other Parts of the Body. 

As to the Progne/tics, the benign Screfulæ admit of an eaſy 
Cure, eſpecially if they are ſeated in the conglobate Glands, and 
are moveable, ſuperheial, and foft. Thoſe which attack the 
Er, the Tendons, the Ligaments, the Bones, which are neat 

arge Veſſels, or compreſs the Aſpera arteria, or the Oeſopbagus, 
are very difficult to cure. The internal Scrofulæ are much more 
dangerous than the external ; for when they turn to an Abſceſs 
they are incurable. They are alſo more or leſs troubleſome in 


Proportion 
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Proportion to the Progreſs they have made, the Parts which 
they attack, and the Temperament of the Patient; for when he 
is bilious or melancholic they make great Ravages, by cauſing a 
Caries in the Bones, and by creating ſiſtulous and cancetous Ul- 
cers. Thoſe that are hereditary, or joined to a bad Habit of 
Body, are very hard to cure; for, if they are healed in one Part, 
they often break out with greater Fury in another. N91 
If the Strume have been long ulcerated, ſays TURNER from 
- Wiſeman, and are become ſinuous and virulent, and if they lie 
15 near one another, they often find a Communication, though they 
appear diſtinct: In this Caſe the Lips grow callous, and the Ul- 
cers corroſive, frequently ſordid; and the Cure is not to be ex- 
ed as long as one Cy/i:s remains, or the Veſſels that feed 
them.

If in the Os Calzs, Joint of the Ancle, or A/traga- 
B, or in the Knee-bones, or {{h:a, or the like, where they can- 
not be ſafely laid open, or judge of the Caries, the Caſe is de- 
plorable, and the Patient generally dics of a Maraſmus. e 
In the Cure the Diet ſhould be thin and attenuating, light, and 
. eaſy of Digeſtion, and all Salt and Smoke dried Meat ſhould be 
carefully avoided ; as alſo Beef, Pork, Fiſh, Hare, Cheeſe, and, 
in general, all things that are hard of Digeſtion, or which yield 
indifferent Nouriſhment. The Air ſhould be pure, ſweet, and 
dry ; and. the Body ſhould be kept always open. 7 
The Cure may be begun by Bleeding, eſpecially if the Patient 
is plethoric id then a mercurial or antimonial Vomit; after 
which he ſhould take a gentle Purge, often repeated, ſuch as 
the common purging Potion of Sydenham ; and, as almoſt all 
Remedies which are good in venereal Caſes are uſeful in this;

4- A young Woman of a thin Habit, but regular in her 
Menſtrua, temperate and healthy; eating little Meat, and liv- 
ing moſtly on vegetable Food, had three Years ago a breaking 
out cf Pimples, firſt about her Noſe and Cheeks, and ever ſince 
about the Forehead, Noſe, Mouth, and Chin. They roſe to the 
Size of a Pea, inflamed, and, in a few Days, ſuppurated partial- 
ly. One Drop conſtantly ſucceeded another, which occaſioned 
her to try various Medicines, inwardly and outwardly, but with- 
out Effect. Mercurials did more harm than good. | 

After the Cure had been attempted in vain for three Years to- 
gether, I ordered her to take half a Dram of the Bark in Sub- 
ſtance twice a Day, and, by that Time ſhe had taken half an 
Ounce, the Inflammation diminiſhed, the Pimples retired with- 
out Suppuration, and no new Eruption appeared. After ſhe 
had taken three Ounces, her Face became quite ſmooth. No 
external Application was uſed, nor was her Diet altered. 

5. A Boy of about five Years of Age had an Inflammation in 
both Eyes of the ſtrumous Kind, with two ſmall Ulcers in the 
Cornea of the left Eye.

continued fax,a.Month,, but without Succeſs... I then ordered 
the, Peruvian; Bark, twice a Day, and a Spoonful; of Red Port 
each Time to waſh it down; and likewiſe a dpoonfal or two 
more in a Day. In bree Weeks Time he took two Qunces of : 
the Bari, when the Ulcer cicatrized, and the Inflammation dif- 
appeared in a Month. The outward Application was the ſame 
all along, namely, the Aud Qpbihalmica, of the Edinburgh Diſ- 
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three, grew Cachectic, 2 upon Mor ion, With ſwel- 
led Legs, one of which was ſeized with St. Anthony's Fire; This 
was followed hy a ſmall Sore Which gleeted plentifully 4. for 
which he took to gr three Doſes of .Phyſie, and then the Bart 
with ſome Drops of à bitter Elixir. Upon which this / Sore 
contracted and. healed ; the pooling of his Legs ſubſided, his 
Breathing became more free and eaſy, regained. his Heſh, and 
looked better. He took about ſeven Ounces of the Bart in ſe- 
ven Weeks, and continued well for ſome Months. But, lead- 
ing the ſame Life as before, the Sore broke out again, and he 
1 went to Bath, Where he drank little of the Waters. He re- 
turned back, and had a bilious Fever, which went off without 
er any Criſis, but zgturned in a few Weeks, and proued fatal.

ed the Habit or Health of the Patient, nor prevented à Re- 
beat lapſe. 0 ö R 
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To the fifth Caſe I might have added ſome others, where the 
good Effects of the Bark were evident in the ſtrumous Ophthal- 
my; but this is ſufficient, ſince it performed a Cure without a 
other Aid, the Collyrium excepted, which, before the Uſe of the 
Bark, availed nothing. From the ſixth and other Caſes, which 
might have been mentioned, the Efficacy of the Bark appears in 
Cachexies with foul obſtinate Ulcers, in gleety, phagedenic, and 
ſemigangrenous Sores, &c. And indeed. in theſe, and in the 
Treatment of Gangrenes and Mortifications, I have often ſeen 
ſuch inconteſtable Evidence of it's Virtue and Efficacy, that I 
cannot but be greatly ſurprized to ſee ſome PraQtitioners of Cre- 
ditand extenſive Experience, calling it's Power, in theſe Caſes, 
in Queſtion ; and am the more concerned at it, that ſuch Names 
and Authority muſt carry ſo much Weight, as to prevent many 

from having Recoarſe to this excellent Remedy, in Caſes where 
I cannot but think it would do great Service. 

Dr. Fethergill has likewiſe long given the Bark in ſcrofulous 
Diſorders, and affirms, that it may not only be given with Safe- 
ty, but to manifeſt Advantage in many of theſe Caſes. Invete- 
rate Ophthalmies generally yield to it; incipient glandular Tu- 
mours are very frequently reſolved, and their farther Progreſs 
ſtopped; ſwelled Lips, cutaneous Blotches, ariſing from the like 
| Cauſe, are healed, and the Tendency to a ſtrumous Habit cor- 
reed, by a proper Uſe of the Peruvian Bark. However, it will 
not ſucceed in all Caſes, though there are few in which a Trial 
can be attended with much Detriment. He has never known it 
avail much where the Bones are affected, nor where the ſcrofu- 
lous Tumour has been fo ſituated as to be attended with much 
Pain, as in the Joints, or under the membraneous Covers of the 
Muſcles ; for, when it affects theſe Parts, the Perio/lzum ſeldom 
eſcapes without ſome Injury, in which Caſe the Bone will, of 
courſe, be likewiſe injured; and then the Bark, he thinks, will 
haſten the Progreſs of the Diſeaſes. 

We do not find, that either of theſe Gentlemen have taken 
Notice of a ſcrofulous Conſumption ; but I can aſſure the 
Reader, from my own Experience, that it will do Wonders 
even in that. ä 0 

Dr. Fethergill gives the Bark in a liquid Form in the following 
Manner : 


11. Take of Peruvian Bark in Powder an Ounce, and boil it in a 
Quart of pure Water to a Pint. Towards the End add, of ſliced 
Liguorice Root Half an Ounce. To the Colature add, of Nut- 
mneg-Water two Ounces, and mix them. The Doſe is two, three, 
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07 four Spoonfuls, with ten, twenty, to forty Drops of the Fola- 
tile Tincture of Guaiacum, twire or 127 in a Day. | 


A ſmall Quantity of MVinter's Bark, added to this Medicine, 
gives it a grateful Warmth, and renders a Quantity of the Com- 
pound Water leſs neceſſary. And a little Liquorice, a few Rai- 
ſins, Gum Arabic, or the like, added to the Decoction before 
it is taken off the Fire, by making the Liquor viſcid, enables it 
to ſuſpend more of the fine Particles of the Bar# and, at the 
ſame Time, renders it leſs diſagreeable. 

The Swellings of the Joints, commonly called WHITE- 
SWELLINGS, are of the /trumons Kind, and of two Sorts ; 
They are both made by Congeſtion, and increaſe gradually; the 
one ariſes externally upon the Tendons, and between them and 
the Skin, or between them and the Bone: The other internally, 
within the Bone itſelf. 

That which ariſes externally affects the Ligaments and Ten- 
dons firſt, and ſometimes relaxes them to ſuch a Degree, that 
the Heads of the Joints frequently ſeparate one from another, 
and the Member waſtes away, and grows uſeleſs. But moſt 
commonly the Humours, by over-moiſtening the Ligaments and 
'Tendons, produce a Weakneſs and Uneaſineſs in the Joints, 
raiſing a Tumour externally, and, in it's Progreſs, the Mem- 
branes and Bones are — by the Humour. It will be more 
certain, that the Fumour is the Offspring of the King's Evil, if 
there are flrumous Symptoms in any other Part of the Body. 

In order to the Cure, in the Beginning of the Fluxion, ap- 
ply aſtringent and drying Plaiſters of Red Lead and Bole, with 
moderate Bandage, and place the Member in ſuch a Poſition as 
may prevent the Deſcent of the Humours. The internal Re- 
medies may be the ſame as in the general Cure. Cheyne and 
Allen ſay, Water pumped on the Tumour is a certain Remedy. 
The external Cure of the glandulous Strume is the Bulineſs of a 
Surgeon ; wherefore the leſs has been ſaid of it here.

A Cancer is either occult or manifeſt. An occult Cancer — — 
at firſt with a ſmall and almoſt indolent Tumour, about the Size 
of a Pea, or a Hazle-nut, which does not change the Colour of 
the Skin, and ſometimes lies dormant for ſeveral Years without 
making any Progroſs. TL py: 

But as ſoon as the Virus, or virulent Humour, begins to be- 
come more active, the fmall Tubercle becomes, all of a ſudden, 
a large, round, livid Tumour, with an unequal Swpexficies. It is 
generally attended with an intenſe ſhooting Pain. At length it 
begins to eat and break through the Skin, and ſo becomes a ma- 
nifeft or ulcerated Cancer, from whence proceeds a ſordid, viſcid, 
bloody, ſanious or ichorous Matter, attended with an inſupport- 
able Stench. ; | 

Though a Cancer may infeſt any Part of the Body, it gene- 
rally appears in the Breaſts; Arm-Pits, behind the Ears, in the 
Lips, Noſe, and private Parts: Women are more ſubject to 
them than Men. It's general Seat is the Glands, and is akin 
to à Schirrus. | | 

An ocult Cancer is known to be formed, ſays Boerhaave, when, 
after the Signs of a preceding Schirrus, a Titillation, Itching 
Heat, Rednels, ate gradually perceived, with a ſhooting, burn- 
ing, pricking Pain. The Colour of the Skin likewiſe changes 
from a Carnation to a deep Red; then it turns purple, blue- 
iſh, livid, and, at length, black: The Part feels very hard, un- 
equal, and rough; then it riſes with an Apex in the Middle; 
the Swelling increaſes, and the adjacent Veins become tumid, 
knotty, varicous, thick, and black. 

When it begins to break, the Skin is excoriated, and there 
tranſudes through it a thin, ſharp Ichor. 

After this the ſound Veſſels on the Edges of the Cancer, be- 
ing diſtended by the riſing of the Tumour, are broken; hence 
ariſes a Putrefaction, which turns into a ſubtile, ſharp, fœtid, 
cadaverous Sanies, which, corroding and eating away the found 
Parts, makes a Progreſs in Depth as well as in Circumference, 
and ſends forth malignant Roots, by which it takes faſt Hold; 
the Lips become tumid, parched, and offenſive to the Sight; the 
Pain is intolerable, with a Senſe of burning, pricking, and 
gnawing; the Colour becomes cineritious, livid, and black. 
Afterwards ariſe occult Cancers communicating with the Glands ; 
Hazmorrhages ; Convulſions; a flow Fever; a general Waſt- 
ing; Loſs of Smell; callous Tubercles in the Ears without 
Pain; fainting Fits. The Parts being thus eaten away, and 
conſumed, Death enſues. . | 
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In Perſons of a good Habit, an occult Cancer may be pretty 
eaſily borne; but, if it be diſturbed, the preceding Ravage muſt 


be expected. 


A ſmall, incipient, free Cancer ſeated in a ſuitable Place, not 


joining to large Veſſels, ariſing from an external Cauſe, in a 
juvenile, ſound Body, and being the only one in the Body, 


ſhould be extirpated without Delay. . | 

Outward Applications of all Kinds, except the Plumbesus and 
Narcotic, are to be ſhunned, becauſe they have a Tendency to 
ulcerate an occult Cancer. . 

If the Cancer be large, old, inherent, in a Place unapt for 
Extirpation, growing to or lying upon large Veſſels, ariſing 
from an internal Cauſe ; and the Patient being old, cacochy- 
mic, diſpoſed to theſe Kind of Diſorders, and having more than 
one; neither Exciſion nor Topics are proper, | BS 

For unleſs it be extirpated, Root, Branch, and Seed, it will 
be exaſperated, and ſtrike inwards, generate others, and increaſe 
thoſe already formed. wi 5 

The Cauſe of a Cancer muſt be taken away with it, or before 
an Attempt of that Kind is made. | | 

A Cancer of the Fauces, Palate, Arm-Pits, or Groin, is in- 
curable ; of the Lips, is hard to cure. 

When a Cancer is large, &c. as above-mentioned, all we can 
do is to leave it at Reſt, and to appeaſe the Symptoms. | 

The firſt Point is obtained by defending it from external Inju- 
ries, by Applications conſiſting of plumbeous Ingredients and 
Narcotics ; by diminiſhing and correcting the Cauſe. For this 
Purpoſe Cathartics with Mercuriali, in a ſmall, and ſometimes in 
a double Doſe, will be proper; as alſo Diluents, Aperients, and 
ſubalkalious Remedies ; taking Care not in any Manner to in- 
creaſe the Cauſe. |

If the Cancer is to be extirpated, the Body muſt be prepared 
by a ſuitable Diet, Medicines which chear the Spirits, and are 
contrary to the Cauſe of the Diſeaſe. 

It muſt be taken off intirely by it's Roots, and all at once, by 
paſſing a ſtrong Thread through it, or raiſing it by a proper In- 
ſtrument. Or when the Integuments are ſeparated from it by 
Inciſion, and the Cancer is laid bare, a Thread muſt be paſſed 
through it, in order to raiſe it up, or draw it forward, and then 
it muſt be prudently ſeparated from the ſound Parts. 

The Wound muſt be cured by a thin and ſoft Bandage, hav- 
ing firſt evacuated the Blood from the adjacent Parts. 

This done, the Patient muſt perſiſt a long while in the ſame 
Diet and Medicines, as if the Cancer was ſtill exiſting. Boxes. 

The Virtues of Lignum Guaiacum in venereal Diſorders, parti- 
cularly Ulcers, have been much commended, but it's good Ef- 
fects in cancerous Sores are not ſo well known. 

A Woman about thirty, of a bad Habit of Body, upon heal- 
ing feveral running Sores, had a large indolent Tumour formed in 
her left Breaſt, which, in eight Months increaſed to a great Bulk, 
broke, and became an wlc-rated Cancer, for which I amputated the 
whole Breaſt. Several Days after ſhe ſweated plentifully, and 
the Suppuration went on well. The Sweating then ceaſed, and 
ſome Days after the lower Part of the Wound looked in a gan- 

renous Way, which Appearance was removed by Scarifications,

I then made her Drink every Day four Pints of a ſtrong De- 
coction of Guaiacum, made with 3 iv. of the Raſpings boiled in 
t6 vj. of Water to th iv. and gave her ſome Theriaca at Night to 
make her ſweat; but, not ſucceeding, ſhe was purged with gr. 
xxv. of Pil. Coch. and gr. v. of Merc: dulcis, the Decoction of 
Guaiacum being ſtill continued. After this the Sweats returned 
plentifully. Grants were applied the following Fomenta- 
tions and Cataplaſm :

Mr. Gataker, Surgeon to Mſiminſter Hoſpital, has found that 
the Solanum Hortenſe, as well as the Lethale, otherwiſe called Bella- 
donna, has had ſurpriſing Effects in the Cure of obſtinate Pains, 
Ulcers without Malignity, ſcorbutic Eruptions, and even can- 
cerous Ulcers of the ; and ſcrofulous Sores on the T highs. 
Funker affirms Belladonna has cured a moſt deplorable Cancer of 
the Breaſt, The Doſe of either is a Grain or two at Night go- 
ing to Bed, which ſometimes make the Patient giddy at firſt. 
Three will often vomit, ſweat, or purge the Patient moderately. 
Boiling Water muſt be poured upon the Herb, which muſt be 
afterwards ſqueezed out.

Of the Elephantiaſis, or Leproſy of the Arabians. 


T HE Leproſy is ſaid to be of two Kinds; that of the Greeks 
and that of the Arabians; the latter is called Elzphanizaſis, 
from the Roughneſs, Inequalities, and Tubercles in the Skin, re- 
ſembling that of an Elephant. Lucretius ſuppoſed it to be gene- 
rated in Ægypt, and no where elſe: but if the Leproſy of the 
Jews is the lame as that of the Negroes, which is highly proba- 
ble, then we may affirm that it is endemical to the Southern and 
Inland Parts of Africa. Tacitus pretends that Occhoris King 
of Egypt conſulted the Oracle of Ammon, for a Remedy to this 
Diſeaſe, and was adviſed to expel the Fews out of his 8 
as a Race of Men hateful to the Gods; and Juſtin falls into the 
lame Error, affirming, the Agyptians were told that the only 
| * | Means 
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Means to ſtop the Progreſs of this Plague, was to drive Moſes and 
the infected People out of the Kingdom. 5 99 8 
That it was contagious all Hiſtories agree, as well Sacred as 
Profane; and the Perfians, whom it ſometimes viſited, as Hero- 
dotus informs us, would not let a leprous Perſon come within the 
City Walls; and, as for Foreigners, they expelled them from 
their Country. Pliny acquaints us, that it did not invade ah 
till the Time of Pompey the Great, that it was brought from 
Agypt, and is peculiar. to that Kingdom. And, ſpeaking of 
another Diſeaſe not much unlike the Leproſy, which was brought 
from Aſia into Italy in the Reign of Tiberius, he ſays, they were 
obliged to ſend to Ægypt, the Mother of theſe filthy Maladies, for 
Phyſicians to cure it. | - 
| em been the more particular in this Matter, becauſe ſome 
have thought, and perhaps not without Reaſon, that the Lepro- 
2 the Arabians, or more properly of the Africans, was the 
arent of the Lues Venerea. Even A/iruc, who was of the con- 
trary Opinion, acknowledges it was propagated by Venereal 
Embraces, that it was endemic in Syria as we'l as Ægypt, and 
was the Leproſy of the Jets. This is certain, that, ſince the 
Pox has been curable, the Elephantiaſis ſeems to have diſappeared, 
and the Leproſy of the Greeks has been much leſs frequent than 
heretofore, | 
Pliny informs us, that the firſt Appearance of the Elephantiaſis 
is in the Face, particularly a ſmall Speck appears on the Noſe 
or Noſtril; and, as the Diſeaſe increaſes, the whole Body is full 
of Spots of various Colours; the Skin is thick in one Place, and 
thin in another, hard and rough, with Scabs. In Proceſs of Time, 
the Skin turns black, and the Diſeaſe eats away the Fleſh to the 
very Bones, Celſus obſerves, that the Spots grow tumid and 
red, and then turn black, and the Skin is covered, as it were, 
with Scales. Then the Body falls away, the Mouth, Legs, and 
Feet ſwell, and the Fingers and Toes are hid with a Swelling ; 
even the Bones themſelves do not eſcape ; afterwards a Feve 
ariſes, to- which the Patient falls an eaſy Victim. 
The Leproſy has made a great Progreſs of late Years in Bar- 
badves, not only among the Negroes, but the white Inhabitants, 
Towne ſays, at firſt there appear Spots of a brown Copper- 
Colour, diſperſed over ſeveral Parts of the Face, but eſpecially 
on the Noſe; without any Uneaſineſs or Senſe of Pain in the Be- 
- ginning; theſe ſpread by flow Degrees till a great Part of the 
Body is covered with them. This is undoubtedly the Yaws. 
- Hughes, in the Natural Hiftory of Barbadbes, ſays, it firſt be- 
gins with a permanent Swelling on the Tips of the Ears, and 
the falling off of the Hairs of the Eyebrows ; then the Face ap- 


pears | 


or 
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pears unctuous, ſnining, and full of ſuperficial, protuberant 


Spots, of a brown Copper-Colour; the Lips and Noſe are ge- 
nerally much ſwelled, the Fingers and Toes are diſtorted, and 
at laſt ulcerated; the Infection creeping from Joint to Joint, till 
it hath corroded all the Fingers and Toes. Theſe, as Towne ob- 
ſerves, never digeſt, but generally look dry, without much 
Foulnefs or Fætor. The next Attack is upon the Trunk of the 
Body, where it ſpreads in Patches, but never penetrates very 
deep into the muſcular Fleſh, but increaſes in Circumference, 
and diſcharges a thin Icher, which dries up and emagaates the 
Patient in a few Years, though ſome have lived miſerably for 
ten or twelve Years. en | 
There is another Diſeaſe which Towne falſely calls the Elepban- 
tiafis, or the Lepra of the Arabiang; on a Suppoſition that it 
was denominated from the Patient having a Leg of an enor- 
mous Size, reſembling the Leg of an Elephant. Others have 
been led by him into the ſame Miſtake. It generally happens 
after long IlInefſes, acute Fevers, obſtinate Intermittents, or 
other tedious Diſtempers. The vitiated Humours generally ſub- 
ſide into one Leg, ſometimes into both, imitating an Anaſarca. 


As the Leg becomes more tumehied, the Veins are diſtended with 


a varicous Swelling from the Knee to the Toe. Then the Skin 
begins to gow rugged and unequal, its vaſcular and glandular 
C:mpages are enlarged, and a 2 Subſtance, with a Sort of 
Chops and Fiſſures in the Interſtices, appear on the Surface. Theſe 
ſeeming Scales do not dry up or fall off, but are protruded for-

Amputation.is no 
Cure, for it conſtantly takes Poſſeſſion of the remaining Leg. 
White People are not altogether free from it, eſpecially wh

— — to Hardſhips. This Diſeaſe Hoffman calls a milder 
Leproſy, 4 - 
Bay to fet this Matter in a ftill clearer Light, it will be ne- 
ceſſary to add the Deſcription of this Diſeaſe from Guide de 
Chauliac. The Leproſy, ſays he, commonly begins in the Face 
and Forehead, in which, filthy Tubercles make their Appear- 
ance, and by Degrees ſpread all over the Body, The Eye- 
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bro ws ſwell, the Noſtrils grow wider outwardly, and ſtraiter 
inwardly ; the Lips ate disfigured with an unſightly Tumour 
the Voice is hoarſe and ſnuffſ ing; the Ears are turned back; the 
Forehead is portuberant ; the Fes is of a Purple-colour; the 
Veins under the Tongue are varicous and black; the Muſcles 
between the Fore-finger and the Thumb are eaten away; the 
Hair falls off from the Head and Eye-brows; afterwards the 
Skin of the whole Body becomes black and full of Spots, rough 


and unequal, with cruſty Scabs full of Knobs and Fiſſures, of 


Horrible Aſpect, which makes it appear like the Skin of an Ele- 
phant. After this, the Fingers and Toes begin to ſwell, and 
then the Legs, which, being covered with rugged Inequalities, 
ſeem like two Sacks, for Magnitude. Beſides all this, the Pa- 
tient is inſatiable with regard to venereal Pleaſures. The Blood 
is fœtid, ſpotted and black, and will not coagulate. | 

Floffman thinks the Seat of this Sort of Diſeaſes is in the 
Skin, but chiefly the Fatty Membrane thereof, where the Fomes 
of the impure and corrupt Matter chiefly reſides; inſomuch that 
by corroding, pricking, and inflaming the nervous Fibrillæ of 
the Skin, various Kinds of Puſtules are generated. And he far- 
ther thinks, that the Fat is the moſt proper Receptacle not only 
of the Seeds of this Diſtemper, but of the Meaſles, miliary Puſtules, 
Small-Pox, and the Lues Venerea; where they may lurk till ſome 
bad Conſtitution of the Air gives them ſufficient Vigour to ex- 
ert their pernicious Qualities. All the ancient Phyſicians thought 
it had its Riſe from Errors in Diet; and ſome are of Opinion, 
that Hogs'-Fleſh was forbidden to the ews on that very Ac- 
count. Others lay the Blame on Salt, viſcid Meats, and acid 
Wines. 

This Diſeaſe is hereditary and infectious, for it may be 
caught by the Saliva of a'Leper, if a ſound Perſon drinks after 
him; by Touch; by lying in the ſame Bed; and by Coition. By 
this laſt Means, 4/iruc thinks the Diſeaſe of Brenning was caught, 
mentioned by ſome old Engliſh Writers, which Becket, Turner, 
and others, thought to be a Demonſtration of the Antiquity of 
of the venereal Diſeaſe. 

An inveterate Leproſy was judged to be abſolutely incurable. 
But Aretæus ſays, when the Diſcaſe is new and recent, there 


are Hopes of a Cure. What he and Celſus preſcribe in order 


to the Cure, are not worth repeating ; for, if any Medicines will 
do, they muſt be of the Hercutran Kind. Authors are exceſ- 
five in the Praiſe of Viper's Fleſh, which Hoffman judges to be 
quite inſignificant. Joel adviſes Bleeding and Putging, with 
xij Grains of the Extract of black Hlellebore, or gr. 1. of the

53 HIS Diſtemper begins with red Pimples or Puſtules 
breaking out in various Parts of the Body; ſometimes 
they appear ſingle, ſometimes a great Number ariſe. together, 
eſpecially on the Arms and Legs : As the Diſeaſe increaſes, 
freſh Pimples appear, which joining the former make a Sort 
of Cluſters, all which enlarge their Borders and ſpread in an

Among thoſe Things which ſtimulate the ſolid Parts to an ex- 
cretory Motion. and more powerfully melt down the tenacious 
Humours, the Lignum & Cortex Guaiaci exceed all others, as 
they will generally alone cure the Lues VJenerca. The moſt con- 
fiderable, beſides theſe, are the tartarized and acrid Tincture of 
Antimony, Sulphur of Antimony, Cinnabar, and, if a venereal 
Taint is ſuſpected, a Decoction of crude Antimony. Which Me- 
dicines, in a convenient Doſe in the Morning, with purifying 
Decoctions drank in Bed, afford very great Relief. 

But, if theſe fail, Recourfe muſt be had to Mercury, which 
ſome, after Extinction, mix with Flowers of Sulphur and Cam- 
phire, and rub it on the Joints to promote a Salivation; others 
more properly give Mercurius dulcis with double the Quantity of 
Crabs Eyes and Calx of Antimony, riſing gradually from three or 
four Grains to a Scruple, in order to ſalivate, with the uſual 
+ Precautions. The Cure may alſo be performed with alterative 
and diaphoretic Preparations of Mercury, ſuch as Mercurius Solaris 
and Fovialis; of which a few Grains may be exhibited every 
Morning in Conſerve of Roſes for ſome Weeks, drinking in Bed 
after it a Pint of ſome proper Decoction. 

But it muſt be obſerved, that each of theſe Methods of Cure 
requires an Air very temperate, a ſpare, thin Diet, and an Ab- 
ſtinence from Fat, and boiled Fleſh, and Acids. 

Funker affirms, that two Grains of Mercurius dulcis, given with 
an abſorbent Powder, will not only cure the Leproſy but the 
French Pox ; thoſe whoſe Buſineſs calls them abroad muſt take 
it at Night; but thoſe who can ſtay at home, may take it-in 
the Morning. It muſt be continued a conſiderable Time.

HE ich is a cutaneous Diſcaſe, ariſing from a Corruption 
of a ſerous Lymphatic Matter, ſometimes attended with 
mild, ſometimes with more obſtinate and dangerous Symptoms. 
The Itch of the milder Sort appears either with moiſt or dry 
Puſtules, at firſt about the Joints, and from thence ſpreads by 
Degrees over all the Body, the Head only excepted. In the 
moiſt Sort, to which Children and the Sanguineo-Phlegmatic are 
moſt ſubje&, the Puſtules are more full of a purulent Matter, 
attended with a ſlight Inflammation, which is manifeſt from the 
Redneſs which appears round about them till it ſuppurates. The 
dry Sort chiefly attacks thoſe who are lean, old, or are of a 
Melancholico- Chelerie Conſtitution: In theſe, the Puſtules are 
much leſs, and excite a moſt intolerable Itching, eſpecially in 
the Night-time. The moſt uſual Places where the Eruptions 
appear very numerous, and the Itching is greateſt, are between 
the Fingers, on the Arms, Hams, and Thighs. N 
This Diſcaſe is, truly and properly ſpeaking, a Diſcaſe of the 
Skin, becauſe it often is ſafely cured by Topics alone, if timely 


applied : It is contagious, and may be caught g drawing on a 


Glove, or Stocking, wiping on the Linen, or lying in Sheets 
after Perſons infected with this Malady. Some think it owing 
to an Impurity in the Serum, and ſome to Animalcule, But. 
however that be, it often affects ſuch who have been long kept 
in Priſon, who lead inactive Lives, and are uſed to live in a 
fluttiſh, naſty Manner, or who conſtantly eat Fiſh, or Fleſh, 
dried in the Smoak, or Sun, and uſe any other unwholeſome 
Food, or Drinks ; or who live in a cold, moiſt, and cloudy Air, 
which, hindering a free Perſpiration, cauſes a Stagnation of Hu- 
mours in the Superficies of the Body, which are, for that Reaſon, 
liable to corrupt. 

The milder Sort of Itch is no way dangerous, and very eaſy 
to cure, but the moiſt more eaſy than the dry. While it is re- 
cent and ſuperficial, it much ſooner pre to Remedies, than 
when it is deep, and has infected the Maſs of Blood. And the 
Caſe is ſtill worſe, if there be any Fault in the Viſcera; it is 
more difficult in old Perſons than young; in a Leuco-phlegma- 
tic or Hydropical Diſpoſition, as alſo in a very dry Hectic one, 
it is hard to cure, and, when it becomes univerſal, it may bring 
on the Leproſy. | 

The Patient ſhould avoid Shell-Fiſh, and all ſalted and high- 
ſeaſoned Meats, as alſo Wine, ſpirituous Liquors, ſtrong Beer,

Divide this into eight equal Parts, one of which is to be rub- 
bed into the Legs and Arms every other Night, or at greater 
Intervals, if there are any Signs of Salivation. Or, for Clean- 
lineſs-ſake; it may be rubbed only into the Palms of the Hands, 
But great Care muſt be taken that the Patient is not expoſed to 
the cold Air, leſt it brings on a Spitting ; and if his Breath be- 
gins to ſtink, or if he feels any griping Pains, the Uſe of it is 
immediately to be ſuſpended. | 

It has been a very common Practice to cure the Itch by 
Quickſilver Girdles, but Turner thinks them too hazardous to 
be brought into regular Practice, and Shaw ſeems to be of the 
ſame Opinion, with Reſpect to the common ones, but recom- 
mends the following, as more fafe, and leſs troubleſome, than 
mercurial Unctions; nay, he calls it an excellent Contrivance, 
and ſays it will anſwer extremely well after Purgation :

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This Girdle is to be wore tight about the Middle for a Fort- 

hight, or longer, and, if there be Occaſion, another; for

But after all this, ſays Shaw, if the Diſcaſe ſhould- prove ſo 
ſtubborn as not to give way to the moſt powerful of the pre- 
ceding Methods, Recourſe muſt be had to Salivation, as the 
Dernier Reſſort, which will prove effectual, when every Thing 
elſe fails ; which however is not to be made uſe of till the Caſe 
is ſo deſperate as to render it abſolutely necelary, . as Turner 
obſerves. 

But I ſhould rather chuſe to try Plummer's Pills, mentioned in 
the preceding Section, ſince they have proved effectual in the 
worſt cutaneous Diſeaſes, when a Salivation has been raiſed to no 
Purpoſe, 
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Of HAMORRHAGES in W 


HEN Blood iſſues, as it were, ſpontaneouſly, and vio- 

lently from any ſemicutaneous Part, where the Veſſels 
lie juſt under the Surface, as in the Inſide of the Noſtrils, Gums, 
Ilium, Vagina Uteri, the Uterus itſelf, c. This is called a 
Hemorrhage, the immediate Cauſe of which is a Rupture of 
the ſmall capillary Veins or Arteries diſtributed over thoſe 
Parts. 

Sometimes, though but ſeldom, Hæmorrbages happen in other 
Places where the Veſſels lie deeper; as from the little — 
from the Hand and Knee, the Breaſts in the Time of Menſtru 
ation. There are likewiſe Inſtances of periodical Fluxes from the 
Penis in Men. 

They generally happen to Perſons whoſe Bodies are of a ſoft, .. 
ſpongy, tender Texture; whoſe Veſſels are turgid with *- 
Blood and Serum. Theſe were formerly ſaid to be of a ſanguine 
Conſtitution, and are ſubject to Hemorrhages as long as they 


ſent. live. But the Chaleric, who have larger Veſſels, whoſe Fibres 
'& are more ſtrongly braced, and whoſe Blood circulates ' with 
went! greater Rapidity, are liable to a Spitting of Blud in their Youth. 
aga- The Sanguines-Melancholic are ſubjet to the Bleeding Piles ; 
aſcig and Women' who are ſanguinee-phlegmatic, are naturally aue 


Igne to vomiting Blood. 
H 2 ; Boys 
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Boys and Youths are moſt ſubject to bleed at the Noſe in 
young Men the Blood ſeeks an exit from the Lungs; whence 
Hemoptois and Conſumptions; the Middle- aged are more liable 
to hæmorrhoidal Evacuations, and decrepid old Men to Piſſing 
of Blood. 
Hæmorrhages are moſt frequent in the Spring and Fall: 


Hence ſanguineous Apoplexies at thoſe Seaſons, which are nothing 
elſe but Eruptions of the Blood in the Middle of the Brain. 


Vomiting and Piſſing of Blood are more frequent in the Au- 


tumn. In ſome, theſe Excretions happen periodically. 

When Hzmorrhages proceed from a Fulnefs of the Veſlels, 
they conduce to the Preſervation of Health ; but when they are 
cauſed by a poiſonous acrid Matter, as in malignant and ſpotted 
Fevers, they are exceeding dangerous. Alſo when they are de- 
rived from an Infarction, Induration, and Corruption of the 
Viſcera, eſpecially of the Liver, Spleen, or Lungs, they are ge- 
nerally fatal, becauſe they bring on a Cachexy, Dropſy, the 
Black Diſeaſe of Hippocrates, and a mortal Hectic. 

It is likewiſe remarkable, that, from whatever Part the 
Blood is about to break out, there is ſomething ſingular to be 
obſerved in relation thereto. Thus there is a greater Heat, 
Redneſs, and Diſtenſion of the Arteries of the Face, which are 
Forerunners of a Hemorrhage from the Noſe. A Uterine Hz- 
morrhage is preceded with Laflitude of the Body, a Pain of the 
Back and Loins, a Tenſion of the Hypochondria, a Paleneſs of 
the Face, a Shivering of the Skin, and a Conſtriction of the 
Pores of the Skin. A Spitting of Blood is foreknown from an 
Anxiety of the Præcordia, a Difficulty of Breathing, a heavy, 
-undulating Pain about the Diaphragm, a Flatulence in the Ah- 
domen, and a Coldneſs of the extreme Parts. The Flux of the 
Hemorrhoids may be predicted from certain ſpaſtic Strictures, 
Flatulences of the Abdomen, a tenſive preſſing Pain in the Os 
Sacrum, a Languor of the Body, and a Coldneſs of the extreme 
= SE | 

The Cauſe of Hæmorrbhages does not proceed from a Plenty of 
Blood, nor from its too great Turgeſcence, nor from the Acri- 
mony of the Blood and Serum, nor from its being ſo thin as to 
ooze through the Pores of the Veſſels; but rather from a Con- 
verſion of the Motion from without inwards, from whence an 
unequal Circulation of theBlood arifes : This happens when 
certain Parts, remote from the Heart, are ſo ſtraitened by an in- 
tenſe Stricture and Contraction of the Fibres, that the Blood 
cannot return back through the Veins ; whence their Sy/ole be- 
ing augmented, it is transferred in greater Plenty and Force to 


incongruous Places, whence the lateral Veſlels of ths ſmall Ar- 


teries, 
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teries, which generally carry no Blood, but Lympha, are diſtend- ' 
ed too much, and at length burſt open. 7 

However, the Cauſe of an enormous and ſymptomatic Hæ- 
morrhages fupervening to other tedious Diſeaſes is to be referred 
to the Infarction, Induration, and Obſtruction of ſome of the 


Veſſels and Viſcera which hinder the free Paſſage of the Blood; 


ſuch as the Lungs, Liver, Spleen, Meſentery, Cc. 

Now, becauſe Hæmorrhages generally proceed from ſpaſtic 
Contractions which ſtraiten the Veins, we may comprehend why 
Hypochondriac Perſons, whoſe Stomach-and whole nervous Ca- 
nal of the Inteſtines are afflicted with flatulent Diſtenſions and 
ſpaſtic Strictures from a Diſorder of the Periſtaltic Motion, 
ſhould be ſo ſubject to hæmorrhoidal Fluxes ; and why, if the 
Blood cannot make an Exit that Way, their Fits would be fo 
greatly exaſperated, ; 

But there is another Kind of Hemorrhage which the above 
Account, chiefly extracted from Hoffman, will hardly explain; 
that is, when the Blood tends to Diſſolution and Putrefaction, 
which is the Caſe of ſome Scorbutics. Theſe, when they are other- 
wiſe ſeemingly well, unleſs a little languid and feeble, ſhall all of 
a ſudden have an Eruption of purple, livid, or even black Spots, 
ſometimes in particular Parts, ſometimes all over the Body, and 
ſoon after fall into profuſe, dangerous, and ſometimes fatal Hz- 
morrhages, when themſelves or others have ſcarce thought them 
in any Danger. There are doubtleſs many ſuch Inſtances; and I 
know a Gentlewoman, at this Inſtant, who has Spots, or rather 
Patches, as large as her Hand, and almoſt as black as Ink; and 
her Blood, which was taken away by an Apothecary without. 
any Direction, was nothing but mere Gore, without any Sepa- 
paration of the Serum from the Craſſamentum. Some of the Mat- 
ter of theſe Spats has gradually tranſpired and left the Skin pretty 
clear, but freſh ones eriſe in other Parts of her Body. The Con- 
ſequence of this in Women is generally a great Overflow of the 
Menſes, if not profuſe Hæmorrhages, as Huxham rightly obſerves. 
Perſons of both Sexes affected with theſe Vibices are apt to bleed 
exceſhvely from the ſlighteſt Wound, and very often without any 
from the Gums, Noſe, Guts, or urinary Paſſages, without the 
leaſt Sign of a Plethora; which therefore muſt happen from an 
Eroſion of the Veſſels, And the Vibices themſelves ſhew that the 
Globules of the Blood are broken down and diſſolved, by which 
Means they enter into the ſerous Arteries and Vaſſa exbalantia, 
where, being detained from paſſing immediately off by the Cuti- 
cula, they make theſe Appearances. _ 

The cammon Hæmorrhages, ariſing from a mere Plethora, will 
allow Bleeding ſafely both by way of Prevention and Cure, But 

UI . 
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this is ſeldom the Caſe, though generally judged to be ſo. Wherefore 
the beſt Method will be to take off the Inpetus of the Blood from 


the Part, by Pediluvia, Clyſters, Frictions of the external Parts, 
and Ligatures; with hot Covering, Fomentations and Baths, 
Afterwards to relax the Strictures of the nervous Parts, gentle 


Laxatives muſt be uſed between whiles, and mild Diophoretics ; 


likewiſe Abſtinence from plentiful Meals; by which Means tho 
abounding ſerous Colluvies will be leflened and prevented. 
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Of BLEEDING at the Nos E. 


A Hazmorrhage at the Noſe is owing to the more plentiful 


| Appulſe of Blood to the Noſtrils by a ſtronger Motion of 


the Heart, whereby the ſmall Arteries in the Pituitary Coat be- 
come turgid, and too much diſtended, till at length they gape, 


and the Blood ruſhes out. 
A Bleeding of the Noſe may be promoted when Perſons of 


ſedentary Lives who indulge their Appetites, and ſo become ple- 
theric, put their Blood into extraordinary Agitation by violent 


Paſſions and Exerciſe, by ſpirituous Liquors, Spices, heating, vo- 
latile Medicines, hot Baths, or ſuddenly chilling their Feet. 
Likewiſe the ſudden Change of Air from hot to cold, and cold 
to hot, by Fits, eſpecially at the Equinoxes, may cauſe this 
Bleeding; as alſo when from cold and moiſt the Air becomes 
highly elaſtic, and vice verſa. Thoſe moreover are liable to it 
who are afflicted with rheumatic, nephritic, arthritic, and iſchi- 
adic Pains, or who have Fevers or Spaſms. It ſometimes hap- 


pens before the Eruptions of the Small-Pox and Meaſles, and to 


thoſe who have loſt a large Limb; or who labour under Ob- 
ſtructions of the Liver and Spleen; hence in an inveterate 
Scurvy, Dropſy, and Cachexy, there often happens a fatal 
_ Hemorrhage. 

It differs much as to the Quantity; ſome loſe only a few 
Drops, ſome ſeveral Ounces, and ſome five or ſix Pounds. Some 
of theſe return not till after a Number of Days, others in a few 
Hours. g OS, 

To the Plethoric it is generally ſalutary ; and there are many 
Inſtances of a Vertigo, a Scotomia, dull, heavy Pains of the Head, 
a Phrenzy, and even an Epilepſy being carried off by a Bleeding 
at the Noſe. On the contrary, from its Suppreſſion there have 
ariſen Vertigoes, Apoplexies, Epilepſies, Convulſions, Noite in 


the Ears, Hardneſs of Hearing, and eyen a Gutta Serena, 
| ** Theſe 
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Theſe Hæmorrhages are critical and ſalutary in a Synochus on 
2 ſemicritical Day, that is, between the third and fourth, or on a 


critical Day, viz. the ſeventh; for, as theſe Fevers are generally 


cauſed by a Plethora, they are carried off that Way. 

But enormous and long continued Bleedings at the Noſe, when 
they ariſe from Spaſms of the internal Parts, and are preceded 
with Coldneſs of the extreme Parts and fainting Fits, generally 
terminate in Death. 

In ſpotted and malignant Fevers, attended with great Loſs of 


Strength, it is exceeding dangerous. In chronical Diſeaſes, 


wherein the Viſcera are decayed, it is fatal, which often happens 
to the Cachectic and Hydropic, > 

When the Blood and Humours abound, and the Blood, by 
its expanſive Force and Turgeſcency, hinders a free Circulation 
through the ſmalleſt Veſſels, and fo brings on this Hzmorrhage ; 
which happens chiefly when the Patient is young, in the Vernal 
Seaſon, after violent Exerciſe, or from ſome ſtrong or fpiritous 
Liquors after it. After a Revulſion by Bleeding there is nothing 
equal to Nitre to appeaſe the Orgaſm of the Blood, and to relax 
the ſpaſtic Stricture. Next to it are vegetable Acids, ſuch as 
the Juice of Seville Oranges, Barberries, the Water and Juice of 
Wood-Sorrel, but more eſpecially the diluted Spirit of Vitriol, 
Tincture of Roſes, made with the Water of Wood-Sorrel and 
the Spirit of Vitriol, and drank with Spring-Water. [Five or 
ſix Spoonfuls of the common Tincture of Roſes may be given 
at a Time, and repeated as Occaſion requires. ] | 

If the Bleeding is very inordinate, it will be proper to uſe cool- 
ing Emulſions, gentle or ſtronger Opiates to moderate the ſpaſtic 
Strictures, as . ſhall require. Camphire mixed with 
Nitre and Calx of Antimony will be highly neceſſary, if the 
Matter of the Exanthemata or cutaneous Eruptions is the Cauſe of 
the Hemorrhage, as is often the Caſe, | 

A Revulſion may be made from the Head by Bleeding in the 
lower Parts; then by temperate Pediluvia, and putting the 
Hands into warm W ater. | | 

As there is often an acrid bilious Matter ladged in the po- 
chondria, the Parent of Wind and Spaſms, the Powder of Rhu- 
barb will be proper mixed with a few Grains of Tartar Vitriolate 
and Nitre ; as alſo emollient and carminative Clyſters, with a due 
Proportion of Oil. | | 

Externally, Refrigerants may be mixed with Diſcutients, and 


applied to the Forehead, Noſe, and Neck. 


But it muſt be noted, that, when the Patient is Plethoric, the 
Bleeding muſt not be ſtopped haſtily, if at all; nor when the 
H 4 | Menſes 
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Menſes in Women have been ſuppreſſed, or the Lachia, or the 
Bleeding Piles in Men accuſtomed thereto ; much leſs muſt a 
Stoppage be attempted when the Bleeding itſelf is periodical, 

In Perſons of a bilious Conftitution, cold Water alone, drank 
freely, has had a good Effect. 

In Symptomatical Hæmorrhages which happen in ſpotted Fe- 
vers, the Small-Pox and Meaſles, and in ſcorbutic Eruptions, 
ſuch Remedies ſhould be given as allay the Heat, and promote a 


gentle Perſpiration ; the following Mixture I have found excel- 
lent for theſe Purpoſes :

But, if there is any Malignity, the Patient muſt take a Powder 
compounded of Calx Antimon. Nitrum depuratum & Camphora, 

The Cachectic ſhould perſiſt long in the taking of Rhubarb ei- 
ther alone or mixed with digeſtive Salts, ſuch as Tartar Vitriolate, 
which I recommend from Experience. If there is any ſcorbutic 
Diſorder in the Viſcera, beſides Rhubarb, the Patient ſhould drink 
plentifully of Whey. 

If any Diſeaſe proceeds from the Ceſſation of this cuſtoma 
Hzmorrhage, it ſhould be promoted with a Pen or a Straw thruk 
into the Noſe. 

Sydenham, beſides Bleeding, orders a refrigerating and incraſ(- 
ſating Diet and Juleps for the ſame Intention, with cooling Emul- 
ſions, alſo Clyiters every Day, and a Paregoric at Night; like- 
wiſe the common purging Potion once or twice. 

Outwardly he adviſes a Linen Cloth dipped in cold Water, in 
which Sal Prunel. has been diſſolved, and gently ſqueezed out. 
This is to be applied to the back Part and Sides of the Neck. 

After Evacuations, apply the Ag. Vitriol. Cærulea to the 
Noſe, or, | ;

If this does not ſucceed, diſſolye Roman Vitriol in Water, and 
apply it with a Tent as before; likewiſe a Linen Cloth, dipped in 


"this Water and applied, will ſtop external Bleeding. 


Some recommend the weaker Spirit of Vitr;ol, and would 


have eight or ten Drops of it be given in every Draught of Li- 


_ quor. 
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quor. But perhaps the beſt Method of all in obſtinate Hzmor- 
rhages is that recommended by Mead in the bloody Small-Pox ; 
or the Peruvian Bark alone will generally be ſufficient. 


(HE II AN RR RE Een 5 
Of the Bleeding and Blind PiLzs. 


FLUX of Blood from the Hæmorrhodial V eflels is called the 

Bleeding Piles ; when the Veſſels only ſwell and diſcharge 
no Blood, but are exceeding painful, they are termed the Bund 
Piles. 

All copious Fluxes of Blood from the Auus are not to be rec- 
koned of the morbous Kind. For the Habit of Body, Strength, 
Age, and Temperament are to be conſidered. That which is 
enormous and exceſſive to one Perſon, may be moderate and ſa- 
lutary to another, That only is to be eſteemed pernicious, which 
continues too long, and enfeebles the Patient; whereby Digeſ- 
tion, Nutrition, and other Functions are hurt, and there is 
Reaſon to fear the Production of dangerous chronical Diſeaſes, 

[Some have a Flux of Blood periodically and regularly once 2 
Month, and then every Attempt to ſuppreſs it is attended with 
dangerous Conſequences. A Man-Midwife at Mancheſter had 
this periodical Flux, and a Phyfician in the ſame Place would 
needs. have it to be a Diſeaſe ; and accordingly ordered Bleed- 
ing while it was, upon him. It had the intended Effect, for it 
topped the Hæmorrhage ſo effectually that it never returned, 
though the moſt probable Methods have been uſed to procure it ; 
and the unhappy Patient has been ſubject to the mot terrible 
ipaſmodic Diſorders ever ſince. | 1 K 

An exceſſive hæmorrhoidal Flux is generally preceded by a 
heavy prefling Pain of the Back and Loins, ſometimes a Numb- 
neſs of the Legs and Thighs, a Conſtriction of the external 
Parts, with a flight Shivering, and a Sublidence of the local 
Veſſels ; a hard contracted Pulſe; a Dryneſs of the Mouth and 
Fances ; the Urine diminiſhed in Quantity, and moſt commonly 
pale; a Senſe of Weight about the Anus extending to the Per:- 
neym; a Weakneſs of the Stomach ; a Flatulency in the lower 
Belly ; a frequent Deſire to make Water, and to go to Stool ; 
with, ſometimes, an Excluſion of white, bilious Mucus; the Old 
and Weak have a Precidentia Am. | 

In this Caſe the Blood is generally, at firſt, black, and very 
grumous, and ſometimes comes away in large Clots, from the 
various Veſlels ; afterwards it becomes red, and, at laſt, ſerous : 


ſometimes 
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ſometimes it is*pituitous, or like the White of an Egg. There 
are Inſtances of voiding a Pint or a Quart of Blood daily; it often 
continues .long, er to thirty, or even forty Days. 

This Flux intirely proceeds from the hæmorrhoidal Veſſels. 
The external or blind Piles ſeldom bleed, but turn to painful 
JVarices, which being opened weep a little, but will not yield 
much Blood. But the internal Piles, being the Offspring of 
the ſplenic Branch, are extended to the inner Subſtance of the 
Rectum, and as far as the Sphincter of the Anus, together with 
the ſmall Arteries derived from the lower Moſaraic; theſe not only 
bleed plentifully, but, when the Flux is ſuppreſſed, create Dif- 
eaſes of the Liver, Spleen, Pancreas, Meſentery, and Inteſtines. 

The Perſons ſubject to this Diſeaſe are moſtly of a looſe, ſpon- 
gy Texture, of a bulky Size, who live high, and lead a ſeden- 
tary Life; or to whom it is hereditary. Sharp Purges, Aloetics, 
high-ſeaſoned Food, free Drinking of ſweet Wines, neglect of 
cuſtomary Bleeding, Anger, Sadneſs, hard Riding, and the like, 
will uſher in this Piforder. 

This Hzmorrhage is dangerous, becauſe it decays the Strength, 
waſtes the Body, and produces a Senſe of Weight in the Thighs. 
The Sleep is laborious, and the Præcordia oppreſſed; there is a 
Rumbling in the Belly, and a weak Pulſe. When it continues 
long the Ancles ſwell, and the Countenance is ghaſtly. There 
is a Straitneſs of Breathing, and, laſt of all, it terminates in a 
Cachexy, Dropſy, or a ſlow and hectic Fever. 

If the Patient is plethoric, bleed, and let his Drink be cold 
Water of the chalybeate Kind, or Whey turned with Crange 
Juice, or Juleps made with Tincture of Roſes, cooling Waters, 
and Syrup of Roſes. Likewiſe Nitre in Powder, with Abſor- 
bents and Strengtheners. And, to appeaſe the Spaſms, Opiates 
of the mildeſt Kind. | 
If it continues long, and the Flux begins to be ſerous, then 
give Rhubarb with Currants or T amarinds, or, which is much 
the ſame, with Cream of Tartar. Next gentle Diaphoretics 
may be compounded of burned Hart's-horn, Calx of Antimony, 
Wine Vinegar mixcd with Crabs' Eyes, Water of Elder-Flowers, 
Simple Alexitereal Water, and Diaſcordium; or hot Decoctions 
of Yarrow, Veronica, c. may be taken in Bed, in order to 
ſweat. Alſo half a Grain of Camphire mixed with nitrous and 
Bezoardic Powders. The Camphire may ſeem an inconſider- 
able Doſe, yet it's Efficacy is very great in Diſorders of this 
Kind. 

Sydenham, after Bleeding, orders the following EleCtary for 
the intermediate Days :

Sometimes the Veins, in the Blind Piles, are ſo much dilated 
with Blood as to be very painful, and raiſe Tubercles as large 
as Peas, Grapes, or Eggs: They appear livid and black, from 
the Stagnation of a thick Blood, and, when preſſed with t 
Fingers, feel like a Bladder filled with Liquor. Some are ſoft 
and indolent, others hard, inflamed, and painful, render the Pa- 


tient unable to walk, ſtand, or fit, and produce ſuch a Spaſm in 


the Anus as not to admit a Clyſter. Sometimes they bleed, or 
turn to troubleſome itching Ulcers, and occafion an Abſceſs, or 
a Fiſtula. 

Linen dipped in warm Spirits of Wine, and Emollients, are 
often of infinite Service; and, when they fail, Leeches may be 
applied to exhauſt the Blood: If they are not at hand, and the 
Parts are inflamed, the Lancet muft be uſed; then Dreſſings 
muſt be made with Lint, with Compreſſes and the T Bandage. 
The Tubercles which are full and large may be removed by a 
Ligature, unleſs inflamed. Sometimes they are high in the Rec- 
tum, and then a Speculum Ani muſt be uſed ; in which Caſe they 
muſt be either ſcarified with a Lancet, or divided with Sciſſars, 
that the thick noxious Blood may be diſcharged, and the Pains 
relieved.

Sometimes florid Blood 
ruſhes out with Impetuoſity, moſt frequently before a Miſcar- 
riage, and after it from a Retention of Part of the Aſter-Birth, 
which keeps the Orifices of the Veſſels open. Sometimes Clots 
of Blood come away of the Size of an Egg, when the 

have been ſtopped for two or three Months. A black, grumous, 
coagulated Blood will now and then come away on the firſt Days 
of Child-bed, when the Patient is ſlender and plethoric. In the 
Cachectic the Flux will be often thin and watry ; in the Scorbutic 
corrupt and fœtid, attended with Sharpneſs and Pain. 

It is ſometimes cauſed by a great Afflux of Blood to the Uterus, 
which is not returned in due Quantity by the Veins ; for which 
Reaſon the Veſſels often burſt. The ſame happens from a Ple- 
thora, and from hard Labour. About the fiftieth Year, when the 
Menſes ceaſe ſpontaneouſly, a great and ſometimes dangerous 
Flux will happen, and then quite diſappear. If it ſhould ſud- 
denly and unexpectedly return about Sixty, with Flooding, it 
brings on a fatal hectie Fever. | 5 

This Diſeaſe is generally preceded and accompanied with a 
Tenſion and Inflation of the Hypochondria ; a heavy, preſſing Pain 
about the Loins, with a Chilneſs; as alſo a Coldneſs of the ex- 
treme Parts, a Subſidence of the Veſſels, a Palenefs, a quick 
Pulſe, an inward Heat, a Coſtiveneſs, and little Urine. 

If a Child-bed Woman is not ſufficiently cleanſed at her lying- 
in, a great Hzmorrhage will follow ſome Months after, with 
fainting Fits, and will not terminate till the Excretion of a car- 
nous Maſs as big as one's Fiſt, which the Sex call a Mole. 

if the Body is cacochymic and full of depraved Juices,; ſcorbutic, 
or infected with the venereal Lues; when the Viſcera are unſound, 
and the Liver, Spleen, and meſeraic Veſſels are ſtuffed with a - 
black, thick Blood, this Diſeaſe is not without Danger, The 
Paticnt's Life is greatly in Danger when the Child is dead be- 
fore Delivery, and a great Flux of Blood happens. It is dan- 
gerous when cauſed by a violent Extraction of the-After-Birth ; 
or when Pieces of it are left behind, which afterwards become 
Moles, and greatly vitiate and inereaſe the Menſtrual Flux. 

If the Patient is plethoric, bleed in the Arm ; if there is an 
Orgaſm in the Blood, Diluents, Humectants, and Refrigerants will 
be moſt efficacious ; in this Caſe Spring-Water may be drank 
alone, or with a little Nitre, or with Spirit of Vitriol and S$yr.

It is an Error of fatal Conſequence to give Aſtringents in 
theſe Diforders, which ſtop the Flux too faddenly, by which 
Means the Grumes will be locked up in the Veſſels, whence will 
proceed Inflammations, Ulcers, and Putrefactions. However, if 
the Effuſion of Blood is very great, the Patient may take ij. of 
Pulv. e Chel. Cant. comp. & 51. Terre figillat. in ſome proper Wa- 
ter, ſweetened with Syrup of Quinces; to which may be added a 
few Drops of the Thebaic Tinflure, Wore. 


Of the Hemorrhage of the Brain, or Sanguineous 
Apoplexy. 


HOUGH this has been taken notice of already, in treat- 
ing of the APOPLEXY, yet it is of ſuch Conſequence to 
Mankind, that it deſerves a more particular Conſideration. 

That a Hemorrhage ef the Brain, proceeding from a Rupture of 
the Veſlels, is no Chimera, appears from anatomical Diſſections 
of Perſons who have died of this Diſeaſe. This ſometimes 
happens between the Skull and the dura Mater; ſometimes 
between the dura and pia Mater; but more frequently be- 
tween the latter and the Brain; and moſt frequently in 
the Middle of the Ventricles. Sometimes it happens in the 
Baſis of the Brain, in a greater or leſſer Quantity. F *. Diſ- 
ſections it likewiſe appears, that the Blood-Veflels, running 
along the Membranes, and Cortex of the Brain, are ſometimes 
ſo diſtended with liguid, and ſometimes with coagulated Blood, 3s 
to appear like an Aneuriſm. It is no Wonder then, that, by the 
continual Afflux of freſh Blood, the ſmalleſt Arteries ſhould 
burſt, and diſcharge the Blood ; but this chiefly happens in the 
pia Mater, and in the cortical Subſtance of the Brain. 

By an Effuſion of Blood in the Brain, not only the Secretion 
and Diſtribution of the Animal Spirits is hindered, but the Cir- 
culation of the Blood, through the Brain, is impeded ; whence 
the vital and animal Functions are enfeebled, and, at length, 
intirely ceaſe. = 

Thoſe to whom this happens, fall down ſuddenly, loſing al 
Senſe and Motion in an Inſtant; all the Members are limber 4

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flaccid, the Mouth is wide open, and the Excrements and Urine 
are not ſeldom voided ſpontaneouſly. _ 7 

When the Paſſage of the Blood through the Brain is difficult 
or intercepted, it may be known from the following Signs; The 
Countenance is very florid, the Face is ſwelled or puffed up, the 
Veſſels in it are tumid, chiefly about the Temples ; ſometimes 
they break in the Mouth, Noſe, and Ears; and bleed, efpe- 
cially after Death. Then the Body begins to putrefy, the 
Head ſwells to a moſt enormous Size, the Eyes are diſtended, 

rominent, and fixed; look glaſſy, and pour forth Plenty of 
Fears The Heart beats ſtrongly, and the Pulſe at firſt is great, 
but afterwards becomes languid and flow; the Breathing is dif- 
ficult, with Snorting and Snoring. At length a Vomit comes 
on, and Convulſions, with Grinding of the Teeth: 

The antecedent Signs are a Swimming or Giddiheſs of the 
Head, a heavy, preſſing Pain, a Tingling in the Limbs. The 
Eyes are diſturbed, ſometimes by Darkneſs, ſometimes by Co- 
ruſcations, as if they ſtruck Fire ; the Eyes are moiſt, and ſwell ; 
there is a ſinging and murmuring Noiſe in the Ears; an uncom- 
mon Forgetfulneſs, a Dulneſs of Wit, a deep Sleep troubled 
with Dreams, and the Night-Mare ; a Turgeſcence of the ju- 

ular Veins, and an uncommon Redneſs of the Face. 

This Diſeaſe attacks Men chiefly from forty to fixty Years of 
Age, eſpecially thoſe of a ſanguine Complexion, of bulky 
Sise, who live high, lead a ſedentary, idle Life, and love their 
Bed too much. As alſo ſuch as have had any uſual Hemorrhage 
ſuppreſſed, and neglect Bleeding. 

It will be promoted by a Spaſm in a particular Part, ſtopp- 
ing the Progreſs of the Blood through it, and caufing it to ruſh 
with Violence elſewhere. This appears from the Hardneſs of 
the Pulſe in Hæmorrhages, which ſhews a Stricture of the ner- 
yous Coats of the Arteries; as alſo from a Coldneſs of the ex- 
treme Parts, and from a Tingling in the Limbs: Hence thoſe 
are liable to this Hzmorrhage who have Spaſms in the Abdomen, 
Jpaſmodic Colics, the hypochondriac Paſſion, Pains from a Stone 
in the Bladder, or Gall-Bladder, and have been long coſtive. 

It may be likewiſe brought on by violent Paffions of the Mind, 
eſpecially Anger and Terror, which act immediately on the ner- 
vous Parts, Add to thefe, unuſual Commotions of the Body, 
and moſt vehement Fits of Coughing. | 

Nor muſt we forget the acrid and almoſt poiſonous Matter which 
1s expelled from the vital Fluids to the Surface of the Body ; for 
when that ſtrikes in, or is repelled inwardly to the nervous 


Membranes, it cauſes moſt atrocious ſpaſtic Strictures, which 
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force the Blood to the Head. The ſame alſo happens from the 
drying up running Sores and Iſſues; from a Suppreſſion of 
Sweat in the Feet, and of Catarrhs ; from the Itch ſtriking in, 
and from the Jong Abſence of the Gout. - 
Sometimes it has been epidemical, which may proceed from 
Coldneſs, and ſudden Changes of the Air; but all theſe Cauſes 
will not take Effect, unleſs there be an Imbecillity of the Veſ- 
fels of the Brain, and a Ditninution of the /y/faltic Motion. 
The Veſſels and Membranes of the Brain are deprived of their 
Tone by old Age, by Intemperance, by drinking ſtummed 
Wines and Drams, or from any Thing elſe that ſtupefies the 
Senſes. | 

But we ſhould be careful to diſtinguiſh an Apoplexy which 
ariſes from the Flux of Blood, and that which is cauſed by Se- 
rum; for this laſt is attended with a Hemiplexia and Palſy of the 
whole Side, in which Life is preſerved, however miſerable. 
When there is too great a Congeſtion of Blood in the Head 
without breaking the Veſſels, the Serum will ooze from the ſtag- 
nating Blood, and fall to the Baſis of, the Brain, or one Side of 
the ſpinal Marrow; and ſo hinder the Secretion of the animal 
Spirits, and their Influx into the Nerves; which deprives the 
ſame Side of the Body of Senſe and Motion. 

When the ſanguineous Apoplexy happens, if the Patient, by 
Bleeding, or other Helps, does not recover, in ſome Degree, in 
twenty-four Hours, all Hopes are over, and three Days is as 
long as he can live. Death is at Hand, if the Snoring is more 
and more loud, with Difficulty of Breathing ; if the Heart pal- 
pitates violently, and the Pulſe is great, hard, and unequal ; if 
the Patient comes a little to himſelf, and talks idly ; if there 
are convulſive Motions on one Side, and of the Breaſt; if there 


are cold Drops of Sweat in the upper Parts; if the Expiration 


is cold, and the Excrements come away involuntarily. 
If there is any Hope of Recovery, the Patient ſhould be-cen- 
- veyed to ſome temperate Place, and his Neck ſhould neither lie 
too low, nor be quite erect; his Feet ſhould be kept warm, and 
be well covered, : 
The Patient ſhould alſo be let Blood as ſoon as poſſible from 
a large Wound, that the Blood may flow faſt and freely. This 
ſhould be done in the Jugular or Arm in a large Quantity, 
and, if neceſſary, repeated. Some bleed in the Foot firſt, then 
in the'Arm or Neck. Afterwards the Bowels ſhould be irri- 
tated with ſtimulated Clyſters, in which Sal. Gem. or Sal. Am- 
119nzac has been diflolved. and made with Lavender Flowers, 
Rue, Sage, Marjoram, Savory, Sc. with Caraway or mw 
bach Seeds,

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Beeds, and Oil of Rue, Camomile, c. Theſe Clyſters ſhould 
not be made too large, but be often injected by the Means of a 
Syringe. 
Outwardly the volatile Salt of Hart's-horn, impregnated with 
ſome aromatic Oil, ſhould be held to the Noſe, or blown into it 
with a Quill. The Soles of the Feet ſhould alſo be rabbed with 
a rough Cloth, or ſtung with Nettles, to raiſe a Senſe of Pain. 
Some apply Bliſters, nay even actual Cauteries. 
Inwardly no ftrong Cordials ſhould be given, if the Patient 
can ſwallow, to rarify the Blood, but ſuch a Mixture as fol-

Sometimes a little Tartar Emetic may be added to it, but not 
ſo much as to vomit ; [or, which is better, forty or fifty Drops 
of Emetic Wine.] By way of Prevention, it will be proper to 
bleed about the Equinoxes, to promote the uſual Hæmorrhages, 
if any: To keep the Body open with Rhubarb and Salts ; for 
thoſe Perſons are rarely ſubject to an Apoplexy who go regu- 
larly to Stool; Apoplectie Balſams ſhould be omitted; but Tea 
may be drank made with Balm, Betony, and Sage, with the 
leſſer Cardamom Seeds, The Diet ſhould be moderate and re + 
gular, and the Patient ſhould not ſleep ſoon after Supper, nor 

ie with his Head too low ; and his Feet ſhould always be kept 
moderately warm. | 
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Of the LETHARGY Carvus, and other ſleepy Diſeaſes. 
* HE Lethargy has ſome Affinity to the Apoplexy and Pally, 


and often attends them. 

By ſieepy Diſeaſes are meant a preternatural Propenſity to Sleep, 
ſometimes attended with, and ſometimes without, a Fever: 
The immediate Cauſe of which is a very languid and dimi- | 
niſhed Influx of the animal Spirits from the cortical Part of the 
Brain into the Medulla oblongata, and from thence- into the 
Nerves deſtined for Senſe and Motion. 

There are ſeveral Kinds of theſe Diſorders, the principal of 
whe are a Coma Vigil, à Coma Somnolentum, a Carus, and a Le- 
tDargy. > 
A Coma VIII is known by theſe Signs: A burning and 
extenſive Pain in the Head, attended with a Senſe of Ebullition 
| I 2 therein A 
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therein; they have a ſtrong Inclination to Sleep, and yet either 
do not ſleep at all, or, if they do, awake immediately with 
little Relief, but have no Delirium. This Coma differs from 
the Pervigilium, which is frequent in acute Fevers, for in this 
there is no Propenſity to Sleep. This Diſorder is always 
ſymptomatic, and often attends acute, burning, and malignant 
F evers; as alfo an Inflammation of the dura Mater, and uſhers 
in a Phrenſy. Sometimes it attends an Hemiplegia. 

In a Coma SOMNOLENTUM, the Patients are languid, 
and their chief Complaint is a conant Drowſmeſs. They often 
fall aſleep at their Meals, in Converſation, and in the Midft of 
Buſineſs, and, when they are awaked, ſoon fall afleep again. 
This Diſorder I ſeizes old Men, who live luxurioufly, 
— neglect Bleeding. It is a primary Diſeaſe, and without a 

ever. 

A CAR us is a profound Sleep, out of which the Patient 
cannot be rouſed by Clamours, Shaking, nor even with the 
Pricking of a Needle. Or, if he is ſenſible of the Pain, 
he continues filent, and falls afleep again. It is ſometimes a 
primary Diſeaſe, and ſometimes ſymptomatic, When it is ſympto- 
matic, it is of three Kinds: "The e happens in acute F evers, 
in the Beginning or Increaſe; and, if Convulſions and Hic- 
coughs ſupervene, it is ſoon fatal. The ſecand comes after acute 
Fevers, and, when the Patient is exceeding weak, the Sleep will 
continue for ſeveral Days ; being awaked, he will anſwer Que- 
ſtions, but immediately fall aſleep again. When he recovers, 
he remembers nothing that he ſaid. If it happens in acute Fe- 
vers, on critical Days, with a Sweat, it is a good Omen. The 
third happens a Day or two before Neath. For, the-Patient's 
Strength being exhauſted, he lies deprived of Senſe and Motion, 
as it were in a profound Sleep, and under that expires. 

A LETHARGY is a heavy and perpetual Sleep, with ſcarce 
any Intervals of Waking. It is attended with a Stupidity, and 


ſo 3 a Forgetfulneſs, that, when the Patient yawns, he 


forgets to ſhut his Mouth; or, if he takes the Chamber- pot to 
make Water, he forgets to do it, and falls aſleep. 

A Lethargy is attended with a Fever, which is a Symptom 
thereof, and is chiefly difcovered by the Frequeney of the Pulſe; 
whereas a Carus is often a Symptom, or a Conſequence; 'of 3 
Fever, and is likewiſe attended with Inſenſibility. It does not 
invade ſo ſuddenly as an Apoplexy, which is attended with an 
Abolition of all Senſe and voluntary Motion, and kills ſooner 
than a Lethargy. | 
 Weieffer and Peyer have taught us how to procure Sleep by 
Art in Dogs, by a greater or leſſer Compreſſion of the _—_ 
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Of the LETHARGY, &c. 117 
when deprived of Part of the Cranium. A Beggar at Paris, who 
had loſt Part of his Skull, from a ſlight Compreflion of the Brain, 
ſuffered Dimneſs of Sight; from one a little more violent, a 
Ringing in the Ears; from one ſtill more violent, a Vertigo, 
or Sleepineſs ; and, when the Preſſure ceaſed, he was freed 
from theſe Symptoms. | | 

The Coma Yi as it is generally a Forerunner of a Phrenſy 
in acute Feyers, and is often a Symptom of malignant, eruptive 
Fevers, and, as it is attended with a hot fervid Pain, it ſeems to 
be the Beginning of an Inflammation in one Part of the Mem- 
branes ſurrounding the Brain. This fuppoſes an Increaſe and 
Stagnation of the Blood in that Part, which, compreſſing the 
{ubjacent cortical Part of the Brain, diminiſhes the Influx of the 
nervous Fluid into the Medulla oblongata, and fo cauſes Somno- 
lency : But by the febrile Motion of the Blood the Influx is un- 
interrupted in another Part of the Brain, and the more copious 
it is, the more it promotes Wakefulneſs; inſomuch that the 
Inclination to Sleep cannot take Effect. 78 5 

A Coma Sonmolentum is always without a Fever, and muſt have 
a Cauſe which obſtructs the Paſſage of the nervous Fluid, from 
the cortical Part of the Brain ary. Medulla oblongata, through- 
out the whole Brain. Such is, 1. Too great a Relaxation of 
the Blood-Veſſels in the Brain, which retards the Circulation, 
and happens to plethoric old Men. 2. A difficult Circulation of 
the Blood through the Head, eſpecially when thick and impure. 
Hence plethoric, ſcorbutic, and hypochondriac Perſons are fre- 
quently drowſy ; eſpecially when there are Spaſms in the Abdo- 
men. Hence Children troubled with Worms are fleepy, becauſe 
the Blood is forced too plentifully to the Head. Hence the 
profound Sleep of plethoric Perſons, when intoxicated, may be 
accounted for; which, when cauſed by an Exceſs of ſpitituous 
Liquors, is often fatal. 3. An exceſſive Collection of Serum 
in the Brain, and it's Membranes, and an Extravaſation there- 
of. The Suppreſſion of the Running of the Ears, a Coryza, and 
Ulcers will cauſe it; and it immediately follows a Suppreſſion 
of Urine. | 

The firft Kind of Carus, which, in plethoric Perſons, occurs 
in the Beginning of acute Fevers, chiefly of the continual Kind, 
is owing to the vaſt Plenty of Blood and it's Ebullition, by 
which the Veſſels of the Brain, and it's Membranes, are ſo ex- 
panded as to compreſs the ſoft Subſtance of the Brain, and to 
impede the nervous Fluid from entering into the Medulla oblon- 
gara; hence it is forced to paſs more copiouſly through the 
Cerebellum to the Parts on which the vital Functions depend, 
and renders the Syſtole of the Heart more vehement, Hence. 
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118 Of the LETHARGY, &c. : 
it appears, that heating Medicines, Opiates, and Neglect of 
Blecding contribute to bring on a Carus. ei 
The ſecend Kind of Carus, which follows the Cure of acute 
Fevers, and is the Conſequence. of great Debility, and a Defi- 
ciency of the animal Spirits, is attended with a vapid, and, 
as it were, gelatinous Conſitence of the Serum, and a Coagula- 
tion of the Blood; hence a Compreſſion of the Brain from a 
difficult Circulation, which brings on a preternatual Drowſineſs. 
A higher Degree of this State cf the Solids and Fluids conſti- 
tutes the third Kind of Carus, and terminates in Death. 

The Cauſes of a Lethargy are the ſame as of a Coma Somnolen- 
zum, but more violent. 

Among the remote Cauſes of theſe Diſeaſes may be reckoned 
a cacochimic, cachectic, and ſcorbutic Indiſpoſition of Body, a Debility 
from Grief, tedious Diſeaſes, great Loſs of Blood, Abuſe of 
intoxicating Liquors, frequent Surfeits, breathing a denſe, va- 
pid Air, a moiſt and cloudy Seaſon, weſterly Winds, the Winter 
Seaſon, and an Abuſe of Tobacco. 5 

Likewiſe a Suppreſſion of the Hæmorrhoids, Menſes, or any 
uſual Hæmorrhage, Morning Sweats, or any cuſtomary Evacua- 
tions, too long an Abſence of the Gout, and the like, will oc- 
caſion theſe Diſeaſes. | 

A Lethargy is never without Danger, but that is worſe which 
is accompanied with a Tremor of the Limbs, and a cold Sweat 
of the Face. 

In the Cure of theſe Diſeaſes, three Intentions ſhould chiefly 
be regarded: 1. To rouſe the Patient from Sleep. 2. To re- 
move the Difficulty of Circulation, and the Stagnation or Ex- 
travaſation of the Blood or Serum in the Head. 3. To reſtore 
the Strength of the Membranes and Veſſels of the Brain. 

Thoſe Remedies are efficacious in the fir? Caſe, which act on 
the nervous Parts, by inducing a tremulous and oſcillatory Mo- 
tion through the whole nervous Syſtem. Such as, powerful Acids 
mixcd with Tincture of Caſtor, volatile Salts ; fatid Things, as 
Galbanum, burned Partridges' Feathers; cold Water thrown on 
the Head ; Cataplaſms made with Vinegar, Rue, Bay-Leaves, 
Tops of Savory, Muſtard-Seed, Caſtor and Camphire, applied 
to the Head, Forchead, and Temples. 

The ſerous Colluvies is derived from the Head by Sternutato- 
riet; the beſt is ten Grains of Salt of white Vitriol diſſolved in 
Half an Ounce of Marjoram-Water, and drawn up the Noſe. 
Bliſters on the Feet and Neck. Cupping-Glaſſes, either with 
or without Scarification; ſtrong Frictions on the lower Parts; 
ſtimulating Clyſters, with the Addition of Sal. Gem. common 

Salt, or the Root of Squills, . | 1

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To remove the Stagnation, and promote the Circulation, if 
the Veſſels are turgid with Blood, Venæſection is neceſſary; 
then gentle Laxatives, and nervous Medicines with Diaphore- 
tics. A Powder made of Salt of Hart's-horn, Salt of Amber, 
Cinnabar of Antimony, and Bezoar Mineral, has very great 
and ſalutary Effects. DEE 

In a Coma Vigil, if the Fever has not continued beyond the 
third, or fourth Day, take away a large Quantity of Blood; 
then the Body, if coſtive, muſt be opened with Clyſters, which 
muſt not be very acrid; afterwards, Diluters and Refrigerants 
ſhould be given, to moderate the febrile Heat, ſuch as abſorbent 
Powders, gentle nitrous Medicines, taken in a Draught, with 
diaphoretic Antimony, which are of great Uſe in malignant 
Fevers.

In a ſanguine Coma Somnolentum, when the Blood circulates 
ſlowly, or ſtagnates in the Head, as in the Hypachondriac or 
Scorbutic, all hot ſpirituous Remedies are as bad as Poiſon: But 
Bleeding, Clyfters, gentle Laxatives, cooling and nervous Pow- 
ders are uſeful. 3 

A red Face, Eyes turgid with Blood, indicate Bleeding. 
Warm Baths are bad in all ſleepy Diforcers; likewiſe Saffron, 
IND Poppies, 
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120 , Of the CATALEPSY. 

Poppies, and Opiates of all Kinds. Volatile Spirits, or Salis, 
ſhould never be applied to the Noſe, but when Sleepineſs pro- 
ceeds from a cold ſerous Cauſe; and therefore they cannot be 
proper in Fevers, or when an ery/ipelatous, miliary, or other erup- 
tive Matter js tranſlated to the Brain. Here penetrating Acids 
are uſeful. 

Sternutator ies ſhould nat be uſed in the Beginning of the Diſ- 
order, eſpecially if the Perſon is plethoric, becauſe they occaſion 
a greater Afflux of Humours to the Head, whereby an Apoplexy 
may be occaſioned. HoF y. 


Of th CaTalzeesy. 
T* HE Catalepfs is alſo called Catochus, and Gutache, and 


whoever is affected with it, is, in an Inſtant, rendered as 
immoveable as a Statue, without Senſe, and without Motion ; 


and continues in the ſame Poſture they were in at the Moment 


they were ſeized. 

The proximate Cauſe of this Diſeaſe is the Immobility of the 
common Senſory from the Time of the ficſt Attack; therefore there 
is an abſolute Reſt of the Blood in the Brain, of the Glands of 
the Brain, and of all it's Emiſſaries; whereby all the Functions 
of the Brain are injured, as well as thoſe that depend thereon 
The Muſcles only remain tenſe as in the Beginning; the Re- 
ſpiration and Pulſe indeed continue, but they are very faint, 
Boer. 

But H»f/man aſſerts, that the Pulſe is natural, and the Breath- 
ing free and eaſy ; that the Limbs are moveable, but remain in 
the ſame Situation in which you place them. They neither hear 


nor ſee, ana, their Eyes are open; nor feel, though they are. 


pricked ever ſo much; yet, if you thruſt any thing into their 
Mouths, they will ſwallow it : But their Bodies are ſo bound, 
that you cannot thruſt the fineſt Pipe into the Anus. The Co- 
| Jour of the Face continues florid. At laſt they fetch deep Sighs, 
and come to themſelves, and tell wonderful Things of what 
they have ſeen and heard during the Paroxyiſm ; ſome declare 
they have enjoyed exquiſite Pleaſures, or — tragical Sights, 
pr have had divine Viſions, and the Conyerſation of Angels, 
OFF, | 
This Diſeaſe is generally preceded by obſtinate intermitting 
Fevers, eſpecially Quartans; by a dry, melancholy, lean Tem- 
perament of Body; by a Retention of the Menſes and Hæmor- 
rhoids ; by great and ſudden Frights ; by a profound, canifany, 
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fixed Meditation on one Object, or by ſtrong Fevers in Perſons 


of a ſanguine Conſtitution, 

By diſſecting of Perſons who have died of this Diſeaſe, the 
Veins and Arteries of the Brain have been found turgid, and 
greatly diſtended with thick, denſe Blood. 

It is often cured by exciting a copious Hzmorrhage from the 
Noſe. n . 5 | 

It ſeldom-changes to any other Diſeaſe, and yet ſometimes it 
has been ſucceeded by an Epilepſy, Convulſions, Madneſs, or 
an Atrophy, which have ended in Death. 

The Method of Cure is various, according to the different 
Cauſes ; the Patient ſhould be excited with Things that greatly 
ſtrike the Senſes; ſuch as Light,” Noiſe, ſtimulating Things, 
volatile Salts, Pain, Frictians, continual Agitations ; by cauſe 
ing an Hemorrhage of the Noſe ; by promoting the hæmor- 
rhoidal or menſtrual Flux; by Sternutatories and Emetics; by 
Bliſters; by Iſſues; by Setons; by a moiſtening Diet. 


KORN OI 
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VERTIGO, Giddineſs, or Swimming in the Head, is 2 
Diſorder in which all viſible Objects ſeem to turn round, 
attended with Staggering, or Danger of Falling. 

A Giddineſs, when it is not an original Diſorder in the Head, 
is cauſed by a long turning round of the Body, by looking from 
a high Place; in ſome, by paſſing over a broad River, by riding 
in a Coach, by failing in a Ship or Boat, and by Drunkenneſs. 

A higher Degree of a Vertigo is a Scotomza, when the Patient 
is ſeizes with a ſudden Dimneſs, or temporary Deprivation of 
Sight. The higheſt Degree of all is, when he falls down in the 
Fit : This borders nearly on the Epilepſy. 

But it may be toudied whether a Scotomia is always a Symp» 
tom of a Vertigo, properly ſo called, becauſe it often follows 
great Hæmorrhages, long F aſting, and very hard Labour; eſpe- 
cially, if the Opinion of Hainan be true, that a Vertigo is 
owing to the Blood diſtending the Carotid Arteries, ſituated at 
the Baſes of the Brain, and compreſſing the optic Nerves : 
Unleſs we can ſuppoſe, that a great Loſs of Blood will cauſe a 
Stagnation of that Fluid in the Veſſels of the Brain, and then 
the whole Doctrine of making Revulſions by Bleeding would

fall to the Ground. 
But, 
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But, however this be, Hoffman allows another Way, by 
which the optic Nerves may be affected by the abovementioned 
Stagnation, which is by the oozing of the Serum through the 
Coats of 'the Veſſels, from the Blood ſtagnated in the Carotid 
Arteries, which, by ſoaking into the Nerves, may cauſe a Dim- 
neſs of Sight. 14 6 

A Vertigo will ſometimes ariſe by Conſent, from Diſorders of 
the Stomach ; and, as Etmuller obſerves, often merely from Faſt. 
ing, and then a Morſe] or two of Bread will drive it away. 
An inveterate Vertigo, beginning without any manifeſt external 

- Cauſe, forctells in young Men an Epilepſy, in old Men an 
Apoplexy. ETmuL.. 

The Vertigo often arifes from a Congeſtion of Blood in the 
Head, when the Patient is plethoric ; or where any uſual Eva- 
cuation of Blood is ſuppreſſed; or from an Omiſſion of Bleed- 
ing when accuſtomed thereto. It affects ſome whoſe Heads are 
debilitated with hard Study, or whoſe Stomachs are loaded with 
vitiated, eſpecially bilious, Humours. 

In plethoric Caſes, Laxatives, Bleeding in the Foot, Pedilu- 
dia, reſolving, attemperating Powders, Cinnabar, Nitre with an 
Infuſion of Tea or Betony, are proper. If from a Suppreſſion 
of an uſual Hæmorrhage, it is to be promoted; but, if this can- 
not be done, Bleeding muſt be ſubſtituted. 

Outwardly, camphorated Spirit of Wine alone, or mixed 

with Spirit of Hart's-horn, applied to the Top of the Head and 

Temples, will be uſeful; or Hungary-Water, or volatile Salts, 

or Spirit of Lavender may be held to the Noſe. The ſame 

Things are good when it proceeds from hard Study, with mo- 

derate Diet, and frequent Exerciſe. As alſo a Glaſs or two of 
Wine at Meals, and other Strengtheners. But, becauſe many 
learned Men have been hurt by the external Uſe of volatile 
and fragrant Spirits, as well as apoplectic Balſams, theſe are to 
be tried with great Caution. 

If a Vertigo proceeds from Crudities in the Stomach, they 
ſhould be prepared or diflolved by neutral Salts, ſuch as Tartar 
vitriolate, and then they ſhould be evacuated by an Emetic ; but, 
if any thing forbids, by a Purge. Afterwards give Stemachic: 
and Cephalics, 'and adviſe a moderate Uſe of Wine at Meals, a 
ſparing, aromatic Diet, and Exerciſe of the Body. Pyrmont I/a- 
ter is excellent in this Caſe. HEISTER. 

Willis, in an obſtinate Caſe, when other Things had been pre- 
ſcribed/in vain, directed the following Powder with ſurpriſing

Mead obſerves, that a Vertigo is a Diſeaſe of the Eyes, and 
that it generally ariſes from a too great Tenſion of the Extre- 
mities of the ſmall Arteries, as Bellini has demonſtrated ; and 
therefore it is no Wonder it ſhould follow the Changes of the 
Moon; that the beſt Remedies againſt it are Native Cinnabar, 
but more eſpecially wild Valerian Roat, before it has ſhot out 
it's Stalk. It — be pulverized, and given frequently in a due 
Quantity. [The Doſe is from gj. to 3j. See the various Me- 
thods of giving it in the a J.] The Patient muſt alſo be 
vomited now and then, and a Bliſter muſt be laid on the Head 
and Neck. . | 

When a Vertigo endangers the Eye-ſight, H»ffman adviſes; if 
the Patient is plethoric, to bleed in the Foot in the Equinoxes, 
and in the intermediate Times Cupping, twice, at leaſt, on the 
Neck and Thighs, with Scarification. Alſo tepid Pediluvia with 
River-Water, in which Wheat-Bran has been boiled. To 
ſtrengthen the Head and Stomach, the following Powder is

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＋ HE Hyfteric Paſſion is a ſpaſmndico-conmvulſrve Affection of the 
nervous Syſtem proceeding from the Womb, and cauſed 
by the Retention or Corruption of the Blood and Lymph in it's 
Veſſels ; and more or leſs infeſting the nervous Parts of the 
whole Body, by Means of the Nerves of the Os ſacrum, the 
Loins, and the whole ſpinal Marrow. | 

This Diſeaſe has been very improperly confounded with the 
bypochondria: Paſſun ; for a Strangulation of the Fauces, an inter- 
cepted Breathing even to Suffocation, a Fainting away, a Los 
of Voice, a profound Sleep, are the true, proper, and eſſential 
Signs and Symptoms of this Uterine Diſeaſe. 

An Hyſteric Fit is generally preceded by a preſſing Pain of 
the Forehead, Temples, or Eyes, with an Effuſion of Tears 
and Dimneſs of Sight; a Dulneſs of the Mind and Senſes, and 
a Loathing of all Things, When -the Fit comes on, the Pa- 
tient is exceeding coſtive, and yet has a ſtrong. Stimulus to dil- 
charge her Urine, which is as clear as Water ; the Breathing is 
uneaſy, difficult, and ſhort ; and a Languor ſeizes the whole 
Body. To theſe ſucceed a Pain in the Loins, and a great Shi- 
vering and Shaking ; the Belly is hard and inflated ; afterwards 
the Navel is drawn inwards, and outwardly leaves a great Pit; 
then they feel a Sort of. a Globe ariſe from the lower Part. of 
125 Belly tay the Hypochondria and Diaphragm. Soon after, the 
Heart begins to flutter. and beat, with a hard, unequal, and 
ſometimes intermitting Pulſe ; the extreme Parts grow cold ; 
the Fauces are ſtraitened, and ſecm to be bound with a Cord; 
the Face is pale, the Breathing exceeding difficult, the Voice 
ceaſes, the Pulſe is almoſt imperceptible, and there is ſuch a 
Stricture of the Belly, that no Flatus can be emitted, nor no 
Clyſter given. In ſome there are Convulſions of the _ on 

LIimbs; 
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Limbs; others lie in a — Sleep, without Senſe or Mo- 
tion; others have their Face and Neck look red and inflamed, 
with a ſtrong Pulſe ; and others again break out into immode- 
rate Laughter, and, regaining their Voice, ſay a great many filly 
Things.

When they begin to come to themſelves, the Pulſe which was 
before weak, languid, and obſcure, becomes briſk, ſoft, and 
ſtrong ; Heat returns to the extreme Parts; the Face, which 
was pinched in and pale, begins to expand, and look ruddy ; the 
Wind forces it's Way upwards; there is a Rumbling in the 
Belly ; and, at length, the Patients, waking, as it were, out of 
a profound Sleep, have their Voice, Senſes, and Motion reſtored. 
Yet they complain of a heavy Pain in the Head, a Languor of 
the Body, Feet, and Thighs ; fome have continued in a Fit ſo 
ſo long that they have been laid out for dead, and have been 
even buried. | | 

The Hy/teric differs from the hypochondriac Paſſion, inaſmuch as 
that the latter is a tedious Diſeaſe, and requires a tedious Cure, 
The Hyſteric Paſſion attacks Women who are pregnant, in Childs 
bed; Widows who are full of Blood, after ſome grievous Paſſion 
of the Mind, or Maids after a ſudden Suppreſſion of the men- 
ſtrual Flux; and yet it may be ſo certainly cured as never to re- 
turn. It likewiſe oftentimes comes on fo ſuddenly, violently, 
and at unawares, that, being deprived of all Senſe and Motion, 
they immediately fall down, which the Hypochondriac are not 
ſubject to. The Hyſleric likewiſe have this peculiar, that they 
may ſoon be brought to their Senſes, only by burning Feathers 
under their Noſe. In hyſteric Caſes, the Belly and Navel are 
drawn inward ; in the Hypochondriac they ſtand out. The 
Hy/teric are incredibly cold in the Region of their Loins, which 
will not yield to hot Cloaths, with a great Pain in the Head, as 
if a Nail was driven into the Part, which is called Clavus 
ricus ; and many have a Senſation of a Ball rifing upwards; all 
which the Hypochondriac are exempted from ; nor have they 
ſuch frequent fainting Fits, nor an Apprehenſion of Suffocation, 
nor Strangling, as the Hyſteric ; nor, laſt of all, are any of theſe 
in Danger of being laid out for dead. | 

Theſe two Diſorders likewiſe differ as to their Cauſe ane 
Seat; the hypochondriac Paſſion exerts it's pernicious Force on 
the membraneous Canal of the Inteſtines, as well by. Spaſms 
as Wind; theſe Spaſms are owing to the Stagnation of the 
Blood in the nervous Coats of the Inteſtines, the equable Circu- 
lation through the vaſcular Syſtem of the Liver and the Ramifi- 
cations of the Vena Porte being impeded. On the contrary, 
the Origin of the Hyſteric Spaſms is to be fought for 5 the 
N | omb. 
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Womb, Now, as there is a moſt cloſe Conſent between tlie 
Uterus and the Bladder, the uterine Spaſms are propagated to 
the Sphincter of the Bladder, from whence proceeds a conſtant 
Inclination to make Water, which the Hypochondriac are free 
from. It muſt be owned, there is a Difficulty of Breathing in 
both Caſes, but in the Hypochondriac it is owing to the Inflation 
of the Stomach hindering the Deſcent of the Diaphragm ; in the 
Hyſteric, it is cauſed by the violent Contraction and Compreſſion 
of the Muſcles of the Abdomen. The hypochondriac Paſſion 
often terminates in a Melancholy, the Scurvy, a flow Fever, the 
black Diſeaſe of Hippocrates, attended with black, faetid Stools: 
The Hyſteric tends to the Epilepſy, a fatal Syncope, the Furor 
Uterinus, and an acute Fever. In the Diſſection of hypochondriac 
Perſons, the Viſcera of the lower Belly, the Liver, Spleen, and 
Pancreas, are found to be hard, ſchirrous, and often corrupted ; 
whereas the Fault in the Hyſleric is to be met with in the Uterus 
and it's Ovaria. 

. The Hyfteric Paſſun likewiſe differs from a Syncope, in which 
there is an intire Ceſſation of the Pulſe, a contracted Face, and 
2 dying Countenance. Whereas in the wterine Diſorder there 
is often ſomething of a Colour, and the Face is more expanded; 
there is likewiſe a Pulſe, though languid ; this State may con- 
tinue two or three Days, which it never does in a Syncope. It 
differs from an Apoplexy, in which the Abolition of Senſe and 
voluntary Motion is attended with a Sort of Snoring, very diffi- 
cult Breathing, and a quick Pulſe, none of which happen in 
hyſteric Caſes. It differs from an Epilepſy, whoſe proximate 
Cauſe is in the dura Mater, and in the Beginning of the Me- 
dulla Spinalis, from whence the Spaſms are derived to the reſt of 
the Body ; whereas the Seat of the other is in the Womb, from 
whence the Spaſms are propagated to the Medulla Spinalis, and 
from thence to the whole nervous Syſtem, proceeding from the 
lower to the upper Parts. 

This Diſeaſe may be cauſed by whatever promotes a more 
plentiful and rapid Afflux of Blood, and the genital Fluid to the 
uterine Parts, or impedes the Eruption of the Menſes, or occa- 
ſions their Suppreſſion ; hence Maids and Widows are moſt ſub- 
ject thereto; alſo Women of a ſanguine or bilious Conſtitution, 
who live high, drink generous Wines, feed on high-ſeaſoned 
Aliment, and are ſubject to violent Paſſions and Commotions of 
the Body and Mind. On the other Hand, thoſe who live a ſe- 
dentary Life, feed on coarſe, acid low Diet, who have omitted 
uſual bleeding, who are oppreſſed with Sorrows, Cares, and Diſ- 
appointments, are liable to this Diſeaſe ; for, by theſe the Blood 
is thickened, the ſolid Parts weakened, and n the 
. | Oowing 
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Flowing of the Menſes rendered more difficult. Likewiſe ſud- 
den Terror, and the Body being expoſed to uncommon Cold 
during the Time of the menſtrual Flux, by giving it a Check, 
procure Hyſteric Spaſms. Some are ſubject to the ſame Diſ- 
order from the Smell of Perfumes, ſuch as Ambergreaſe, Civet, 
and Muſk, * 4 | TP, 

However dreadful and cruel this Diſeaſe may appear, yet it is 
not very dangerous in itſelf, unleſs ill managed, or the Patient 
be exceeding weak and valetudinary ; it is moſt apt to turn into 
Convulſions and an Epilepſy ; hence ariſes the Danger of the 
Hypochondriac as well as Hyfteric Paſſion. Wh& it proceeds 
from Abortion, or hard Labour, it is very liable to return from 
any ſlight Irritation of the nervous Syſtem. Nor is it very un- 
common for the hypochondriac and hyſtericDiſorders tobe united, 
and then the Cure is very difficult. This happens to Women 
who lead a ſedentary Life, indulge extravagant Aﬀections of the 
Mind, and are guilty of Errors in Diet and Regimen. 

[t is ſurprifing to find, in this Age, the hypochondriac Paſſion 
ſcarce ſo much as mentioned; for every Diſorder that is attended 
with Pains, Spaſms, Flatulencies, Anxieties, is called Hyſteric; 
and yet there is great Danger in not making a proper Diſtine- 
tion; for though, in the hypochondriac Diſeaſe, violent Exer 
ciſe, carminative, ſpirituous, volatile, ſtomachic, and aromatic 
Remedies; ſtimulating, neutral Salts, mineral Waters, bitter 
Cathartics, and more eſpecially Chalybeates ; yield the beſt Aſ- 
ſiſtance, yet they are hurtful in hyſteric Caſes ; for theſe are moſt 
benefited by Bleeding, Reſt, Anodynes, nitrous Preparations, 
Anti-Epileptics, Refrigerants, cold Water and Whey. All heat- 
ing Things muſt be avoided, not excepting Wine. T 

In the Cure it muſt be carefully obſerved whether the Woman 
is plethoric, or exhauſted of Blood and Strength. In the former 
Caſe, the Spaſms or Convulſions are more violent, and copious 
Bleeding is a preſent Help; and many have been brought to 
themſelves who were ſeemingly dead, if the florid Colour of 
their Faces had not ſhewn the contrary. | 

In the Fit it will be proper to apply fœtid Things to the Noſe, 
ſuch as Aſa Fetida, Preparations of C2/tor, Partridges' Feathers 
burned, Sc. For Women in Childbed, a Girdle made of Ruſſia 
Leather, and bound pretty tight, is excellent. Likewiſe Clyſters 
made with Roots and Seeds of Lovage, which are Specifies; Ca- 
momile-Flowers, Elder-Flowers, 988 the Carminative- 
Seeds boiled in Whey; to which may be added Oil of Elder, 
Dill, or Camomile. | 

Externally, Plaiſters made of Opoponaxr, Bdellium, Galbanum, 
Sagapenum, and Aſa Fetida may be applied to the Nayel : Or,

Some hyſterical Diſorders obſerve the Lunar Phaſes, and par- 
take of the Nature of an Epilepſy : They ſeldom require Bleed- 
ing, and Purging ſhould be uſed with Caution: Emetics are of 
greater Service, eſpecially a little before the Fit. In the Fit, the 
beſt Medicines are thoſe which repair the Loſs of Spirits ; as 
Ruſſian Caſtor, Gum Ammoniac. Salt of Amber in Fills.

To prevent it's degenerating into a chronic Diſeaſe, particu 
latly the hypochondriac Paſſion, Care muſt be taken to keep the 
Menſes regular, which muſt be done by Balſamics, compoſed of 
Myrrh and Amber, with bitter and carminative Extracts, eſpe- 
cially Zedoary and Orange-Peel, made into an Elixir, with 3 
moderately ſpirituous Menſtruum. This frequently taken helps 
the Digeſtion, and promotes a regular menſtrual Diſcharge. 
But it is neceſſary to obſerve, that in hyſteric Caſes Remedies 
have a different Effect on different Women. Some cannot ben 
fœetid Medicines, which to others are an immediate Relief, Some 


_ have fallen into a terrible Syncope, and have come to os 
| | / 
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by ſprinkling cold Water on the Face, when more powerful and 
ſpirituous Things have failed. Others cannot endure hot Things 
inwardly nor outwardly, as Baths, Fomentations, Liniments, and 
nervous Applications. Anodynes and Opiates, which procure 
Eaſe and Reſt to ſome, are very injurious to others, who are 
greatly debilitated, and whoſe Nerves are weak. Some have re- 
covered from a violent Paroxyſm, by a Draught of cold Water, 
which, given to others, has increaſed the Diſorder; : 
When Purging is neceſſary, it will be beſt to preſcribe Cur- 
rams [ Paſſule Corinthiace) well ſaturated with a gentle DecoQtion 
of Rhubarb.

F H E hy en Paſſion is a ſpaſmatico- flatulent Affection 
of the Stomach and Inteſtines, ariſing from an Inverſion 
or Perverſion of their peri/taltic Motion, and, by Conſent of Parts, 
throwing the whole nervous Syſtem into irregular Motions, and 
diſturbing the whole animal Æconompy. 

This Diſcaſe is attended with ſuch a Train of Symptoms, 
that it is a difficult Taſk to enumerate them all ; for there is no 


Function, or Part of the Body, that is not ſoon or late a Suf- 


ferer by it's Tyranny. It begins with Tenſions, and windy In- 
flations of the Stomach and Inteſtines, eſpecially under the ſpu- 
rious Ribs of the left Hypochondrium, in which a pretty hard Tu- 
mour may fometimes be perceived. | | 15 
With regard to the Stomach, there is a Nauſea, a Loathing of 
Food, an uncertain Appetite, ſometimes quite decayed, and 
ſometimes ſtrong; the Aliments are ill digeſted, breeding acid 
and viſeid Crudities ; there is a preſſing heavy Pain in the Sto- 
mach, chiefly after Meals; a ſpaſmodic Conſtriction of the Gul- 
let, a frequent Spitting of limpid Phlegm, an Impediment in 
gwallowing, a violent Heart-burn, a Heat at the Stomach, very 
acid Belchings, a Reaching to vomit, Vomiting, bringing up ſuch 
acid Stuff, that the Teeth are not only ſet on an Edge thereby, 
ut the very Linen or Sheets are ſometimes corroded. 
In the Volume of the Inteſtines, eſpecially the ſmall ones 
about the Navel, there are felt heavy, excruciating Pains, Wring- 
ings, Gripings, with a rumbling, murmuring Noiſe ; in the 
groſs Inteſtines the Pains are more acute. Sometimes there is 
a Looſeneſs, ſometimes a moſt obſtinate Coſtiveneſs, with a Re- 
—— e | tendia 
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tention of the Wind; which, when it breaks out, either ups 


wards or downwards, is attended with an Alleviation of the 
Symptoms; but they ſoon rage again with as great a Violence 
as ever, When there is a frequent urging to go to Stool, Tu- 
bercles generally ariſe, and the blind Piles beſet the Anus; nay, 
ſometimes a ſymptomatical Flux of Blood will burſt out. Making 
Water in ſome is difficult and painful; the Urine is thin, lin- 
pid, and pale; ſometimes it has a copious Sediment mixed with 
ſabulous Concretions, and often apes a Fit of the Gravel. 

In the Breaſt there is a great Straitneſs, Conftriftion, exceſſive 
Difficulty of Breathing, ſometimes with a Senſe of Fulneſs, , 
Fluttering and Palpitation of the Heart. 

As the Diſeaſe increaſes, the Head is moleſted with an Head- 
ach, Hemicranium, various fixed, ſpaſtic Pains, and what is com- 
monly called the Clavus Hy/tericus. A Noiſe in the Ears, with 
Difficulty of Hearing; the Eyes are clouded with a Scatomia; 
ſome have double. Viſion, or a Pain and Dryneſs of the Eyes, 
In the Tongue there is a moſt troubleſome burning Pain fixed to 
a certain Space, with a plentiful Excretion of Spittle, as if the 
Patient was in à Salivation. 

At length the animal Functions are impaired ; the Mind 5 
diſturbed on the moſt trivial Occaſions, and is hurried into the 
moſt perverſe Commotions, Inquietudes, Anxieties, Terror, 
Sadneſs, Anger, Fear, or Difidence, The Patient is prone to 
entertain wild Imaginations, and extravagant Fancies ; the Me. 
mory grows weak, and the Reaſon fails. 

Some Symptoms affect the whole Body, which is covered wit 
phlogiſtical Blotches, or copious Sweats; the Strength decays, 
the Limbs are languid and unapt for Labour; the Body become 
tabid; the Joints are tormented, ſometimes, with a blunt, ſome- 
times with a cutting, Pain; at laſt, all the Secretions, eſpecially 
the fanguineous, are perverted. Hor. 
 . Sydenham obſerves, that it imitates all Kinds of Diftempers ſo 
exactly, as to require the utmoſt Sagacity of a Phyſician to di- 
tinguffd it from an eſſential Diſeaſe of any Part; and one pecu- 
Tiar Symptom of it is Deſpair of Recovery, | 

Though FHyprchondriacs are never right well, yet they are ge- 
nerally worſe in the Autumnal or Winter Seafons. Women 
generally ſuffer moſt about the Time their Menſes ought to flow. 

And it is worthy of Obſervation, that they very ſeldom are t- 
tacked with continual, epidemic, or contagious Fevers; nz! 
even-not with the Plague itſelf, 
Perſons are moſt liable to this Diſeaſe from twenty to fifty, 
and whoſe Solids are ſoft, lax, and flabby, and their o0d-Vel- 
els mall; as alſo who are naturally languid, or 1 
2 | | weakene 
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weakened by tedious Maladies, Likewiſe thoſe who lead ſeden- 
tary Lives, and ſtudy too hard; inſomuch that this is the pecu- 
liar Diſeaſe of the Learned. It frequently attacks Women, fot 
which Reaſon it has been confounded with the Hyſteric Paſſion.

The Seat of this Diſeaſe was formerly thought to be the 
Spleen, but we haye now learned otherwiſe from frequent Diſ- 
ſections; ſometimes indeed there have been Infarctions of that 
Viſcus, but then no acute Pain has proceeded. from it, nor has it 
given Riſe to this Diſeaſe, Sydenham thought this Diſorder was 
cauſed by the Alatia of the Animal Spirits, rather than from any 
Fault in the Fluids, and that they ruſhed jmpetuouſly, and in 
too great Plenty, into one Part more than. another. Purcell ſup- 
poſed the primary Cauſes to be Crudities and Indige/tian, which 
commonly, before the coming on of the Fit, produce 4 Heavi- 
neſs and Diſorder in the Stomach, a Rumbling and Murmuring 
in the Guts, which occaſion a Diſorder in the Spirits, the proxi- 
mate Cauſe of this Diſtemper. Hoffman aſcribed this Diſeaſe to 
the preternatural Conſtitution of the periſtaltic Motion of the 
_ WH dtomach and Guts, partly weakened and deſtroyed in one Place, 
di and too intenſe in another, and every-where inverted, tending 
the Bi from below upwards ; and from this he accounts for all the 
Symptoms. The mediate Cauſes he would have to be the Stagna- 
tion of the Blood and vital Fluids between the nervous and muſ- 
Me. culous Coats of the Iuteſtines, which is general) owing to the 

| too low Circulation through the Liver: For the — the 
wil i e Porte carry the refluent Blood from the reſt of the Viſcera 
of the Abdomen to the Liver. Theſe Branches, before they enter 
the Liver, unite into one Trunk, which is there again diſtributed 
like an Artery, Now, theſe Veins being deſtitute of Pulſation, 
the Circulation is flower in a healthy State through this Viſcus 
than all the reſt. Therefore, when there is a Stop here, the 
Parts abovementioned muſt needs be diſtended with too great a 
Quantity of Blood, eſpecially the Meſaraic Veſſels, and thoſe of 
the Inteſtines, whoſe Coats are not endued with a Power of 
ſtrong Reſiſtance; whence the Blood will ſtagnate, and the na- 
tural periſtaltic Motion be impaired, deſtroyed, or inverted. 
This appears from Diſſections, and in one Subject the meſente · 
tic Veins were ſo diſtended as to appear like à Kind of Guts. 

The remote Cauſes of theſe Ditorders are the Suppreſſion of 
the Hæmorrhoids and Menſes, and other periodical Fluxes of 
Blood ; an bereditary Diſpoſition thereto; a cold and moiſt 
Conftitution of the Air; groſs, impure, flatulent Diet; a ſeden- 
tary, ſtudious Life; Sadneſs, Cares, Troubles, intenſe Think- 
ing on ſingle Object; tedious Diſeaſes not rightly treated; 
3 K 2 hard 
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hard Labour in Childbearing ; Saccharum Saturn: given inwardly, 
Alvetics too frequently taken, which invite the Fluids towards 
the Anus, where they are apt to ſtagnate. | 

As to the Prognaſlics, if the Diſeaſe be recent, and left to it- 
ſelf, it is rather troubleſome than dangerous ; but if it be inve- 
terate, and not ſkilfully treated, or a bad Regimen is followed, it 
is attended with more grievous Symptoms, and produces Ob. 
ſtructions, and Schirri of the Viſcera, a Cachexy, a Dropſy, an 
Hectic, a convulſive Aſthma, an incurable Melancholy or Mad: 
nels, a fatal Pelypus, &c. But if it is cauſed by a Suppreſſion 
of the Menfes, or bleeding Piles, the reſtoring the Flux is the 
Cure of the Diſeaſe. 

As continual Fear and Diffidence are Symptoms of this Diſ- 
caſe, the Patients are always forcboding terrible Things, and 
live in conſtant Dread of Death; which render them fickle, im- 
patient, and prone to run from one Phyſician to another ; there- 
fore, when a Cure is attempted, they muſt be admoniſhed to be 
conſtant and patient, and then the following Indications may 
be purſued : 1. To correct and evacuate the acid, viſcid, bilious 
Filth, and flatulent S2rdes from the Prime Vie, which yield 
continual Fuel to this Diſeaſe. 2. The Spaſms being appeaſed, 
to reſtore the natural Order of the periſtaltic Motion of the In- 
teſtincs, and to recover it from a languid State, that there may 
be a due Concoction of the Aliment, and a laudable Chyle and 
other Fluids generated. 3. To diſperſe the ſtagnated Juices ; 
to render the. Circulation of the Blood equable through the 46- 
domen, and the reſt of the Body; and to free the Fluids from 
all Acrimony, after facilitating the Excretions by Urine, and 
through the Skin. 4. And laſtly, To corroborate the whole 
nervous Syſtem. 

To anſwer the fir/? Intention, nothing is better in the Fit than 
Clyſters made with emollient Herbs, Water-Gruel ftrained, 
Camomile-Flowers, the Tops of Yarrow, the Oils of Sweet- 
Almonds, Dill, Camomile, Linſeed, &c. adding a carminative 
Species made of Caraway, Dill, but more eſpecially Cumin- 
Seeds. Theſe ſhould be repeated if the Spaſms render them in- 
effectual. If the Fæces are hardened, it will be proper to give 
Oil of Sweet-Almonds and Water-Gruel inwardly. Nor muſt 
gentle Laxatives of Manna, Rhubarb, and Cream of Tartar be 
neglected, with a few Drops of Oil of Juniper, thus:

The Paroxyſms are relieved by tepid Pediluvia, made of Wheat 
Bran, Water, and Camomile-Flowers, The Feet muſt be put 
pretty deep therein. 

Out of the Fit, to diſcuſs the Stagnation of the Blood, Bleed- 
ing in the Foot will be neceſſary, eſpecially at the Equinoxes, 
and, at other Times, as Occaſion ſhall require; but this ſhould 
be after Laxatives and Pediluvia. If there is a Diſpoſition to an 
hæmorrhoidal Flux, Leeches ſhould be applied every Month to 
the Anus, and the Patient ſhould alſo take Balſamic Pills, with 
antiſpaſmodic nitrous Powders. ' 1 ; 

To ſtrengthen the nervous Syſſem, nothing is better than Cha- 
hbeates, for they, by a gentle Aſtriction, reſtore the Nerves ta 
their former Strength, Outwardly, a ſaponaceous Plaſter, with 
Camphire, may be laid to the Hypochondria with no ſmall Ad- 
vantage. Ho rr. | | . 

Sydenham made no Diſtinction between the Hy/teric and Hypo- 
chondriac Paſſion ; but, as his Method of Cure ought. not to be 
omitted, the Practitioner will be able to diſtinguiſh, from what 
has been ſaid of theſe two Diſeaſes, what Part of it is moſt ſuit- 
able to the one, and what to the other; eſpecially if he calls to 
Mind, that Chalybeates, bitter Aromatics, mineral Waters, 
bitter Cathartics, and bodily Exerciſe, are moſt ſuitable to the 
Hypechondriac; and Anodynes, Bleeding, Reſt, nitrous and anti- 
epileptic Remedies, as alſo Refrigerants, to the Hyſteric Paſſion:

But, if all theſe Methods prove inſufficient, Recourſe muſt 
be had to Waters that partake of Iron; and, if. theſe will nat 
do, to the Sulphurecus, ſuch as the Bath Waters, 

In the Uſe of the mineral Waters, the followjng Rules may 
be obferved : If any bad Symptoms appear, which may be im- 
puted to the Drinking of the Waters, then the Patient muſt for- 
bear their, Uſe, till the Symptom is quite gone. 

The Patient may drink the Waters for the Space of ſix Weeks 
or two Months, and now and then eat candied Ginger, or Cara- 
way Comfits, to warm the Stomach : There may alſo be taken 
three Hyſteric Pills, the firſt ten Nights, drinking four or five 
Spoonfuls of the Hyſteric Julep after them. 

As to the Bath Waters, they may be drank two Days, and 
the third it will be proper to bathe ; and this Courſe may be 
continued ſix Weeks or two Months. 

If the Steel heat the Body too much, then the Patient may 
drink, every fourth Morning, two Quarts of mineral purging 
Waters, becauſe theſe operate without raiſing a Commotion in 
the Body, as the Cathartics of the Shops are apt to do. 

I the Steel cauſes any great Inquietude, the Patient may take 
Laudanum every Night, [which is generally very ſerviceable to 
hyſteric Perſons] mixed with ſome hyfteric Water. 

If the Patient's Strength is decayed, and diminiſhed, from the 
Length of the Diſeaſe, Bleeding and Purging are to be intirely 
omitted, and the Steel Courſe to be entered upon immediately. 

When the Symptoms are mild it will be ſufficient to bleed once, 
and give a gentle Cathartic three or four Times, and then give 
a hyſteric Pills, Morning and Evening, for the Space of ten 

ays. | 
When the Diſeaſe is attended with intolerable Pain, violent 
Vomiting, and an enormous Looſeneſs, you may give Lauda- 


num, and then Things to chear the Spirits: But, if the Strengt 


h 
will 
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will permit, Bleeding and. a Cathartic ſhould precede the Uſe of 
Laudanum, efpecially in Viragos, and thoſe of a ſanguine Con- 
ſtitution. But if the Patient is weak, and has lately undergone 
a ſevere Fit, it will be ſufficient to cleanſe the Stomach with a 
Gallon of Poſſet-Drink, thrown up again. Then give a large 
Doſe of Yenice-Treacle, [to regulate which, it is neceſſary to 
remember that one Dram contains a Grain of Opium] with a 
few Spoonfuls of ſome cordial Liquor, and a few Drops of liquid 
Laudanum. [Unleſs the Stomach is greatly diſordered no Vomit 
ſhould be given ; and eſpecially beware of thoſe of the antimo- 
nial Kind in this Diſtemper.] If the Patient ſhall have vomited 
ſome Time before, and it ſhall be judged dangerous to give an 
Emetic, Recourſe ſhould be had to Laudanum without Delay, 
in ſuch a Doſe as is molt likely ta appeaſe the Symptom, which 
is to be repeated as often as the Patient ſhall vomit, and princi- 
pally in a ſolid Form; or, if in a Liquid, the Vehicle muſt be 
ſmall in Quantity, viz. à few Drops in a Spoonful of ftrong Cinna- © 
mon-Water ; the Patient keeping herſelf as quiet as poſſible, not 

ſo much as ſtirring her Head. e 

The Symptoms being vaniſhed, the Uſe of Laudanum muſt 
be continued Morning and Evening, for a few Days. 

Theſe two Things mu be carefully obſerved : 1. When we begin 
to uſe Laudanum after the Evacuations, there muſt be ſo much 
Time between each Doſe, that we may be certain of the Effect 
of the former before it be repeated. 2. When we attack the 
Diſeaſe with Laudanum, there muſt be no Commotion raiſed, 
no Evacuation made, not even with the gentleſt Clyſter. 

Venice-Treacle taken frequently, and eontinued a long while, 
is an excellent Remedy in this and many other Diſeaſes ariſing 
from a Defect of the natural Heat, and Want of Digeſtion. 

If the Patient is not of a thin bilious Habit of Body, Spaniſb 
Wines, ſuch as Canary and Sherry, impregnated with Gentian, 
Angelica, Wormwood, Centaury, Orange-Peel, and other 
ſtrengthening Ingredients, taken three Times in a Day, a few 
Spoonfuls at a Doſe will be very beneficial. 

In a thin bilious Habit of Body a Milk-Diet is good, eſpecially 
in an Hyſteric Cholic, if this Difficulty can be got over, viz. it's 
coagulating in the Stomach ; otherwiſe it will not be ſufficient ' 
to ſuſtain the Body in due Strength. 

Nothing is more friendly, nor gives greater Energy to the 
Blood and Spirits than Riding on Horſeback almoſt every Day, 
and for a conſiderable Time together. Nor does Riding in a 


Coach want it's Share of ſalutary Effects.

Of Ms.ancnoly and MADNES8. 


ELANCHOLY and Madneſs may be very properly con- 
ſidered as Diſeaſes nearly allied; for we find they have both 
the ſame Origin; that is, an exceſſrve Conge/tion of Blood in the 
Brain : They only differ in Degree, and with Regard to the 
Time of Invaſion. Melancholy may be looked upon as the pri- 
mary Diſeaſe, of which Madneſs is only the Augmentation. Hoxx. 
When Perſons begin te be melancholy, they are ſad, dejected, 
and dull, without any apparent Cauſe ; they tremble for Fear, 
are deſtitute of Courage, ſubje& to Watching, and fond of So- 
litude ; they are fretful, fickle, captious, and inquiſitive ; ſome- 
times niggardly to an Exceſs, and ſometimes fooliſhly profuſe 
and prodigal. They are generally coſtive, and vhen they diſ- 
charge their Excrements they are often dry, round, and covered 
with a black bilious Humour. Their Urine is little, acrid, and 
bilious ; they are troubled with Flatulences, putrid and fcœtid 
Eructations. Sometimes they vomit an acrid Humour with 
| Bile. Their Countenances become pale and wan; they are lazy 
and weak, and yet devour their Victuals with Greedineſs. 

Thoſe who are actual) mad, are in an exceſſive Rage when 
provoked to Anger. Some wander about; ſome make a hideous 
Noiſe ; others ſhun the Sight of Mankind; others, if permitted, 
would tear themſelves to pieces. Some, in the higheſt Degree 
of the Diſorder, ſee red Images before their Eyes, and fancy 
themſelves ſtruck with Lightening. They are ſo ſalacious, that 
they have no Senſe of Shame in their venereal Attempts. When 
the Diſeaſe declines, they become ſtupid, ſedate, and mournful, 
and ſenſibly affected with their unhappy Situation. ARET.EUs. 

The antecedent Signs are a Redneſs and Suffuſion of the Eyes 
with Blood; a tremulous and inconſtant Vibration of the Eye- 
lids ; a Change of Diſpoſition and Behaviour;  ſupercilious 
Looks, a haughty Carriage, diſdainful Expreſſions, a Grinding 
of the Teeth, unaccountable Malice to particular Perſons, 
Alfo little Sleep, a violent Head-Ach, Quickneſs of Hearing, a 
Singing of the Ears; to theſe may be added incredible Strength, 
Inſenſibility of Cold, and, in Women, an Accumulation of 
Blcod in the Breaſts, in the Increaſe of this Diſorder. 

Theſe Things being duly conſidered, together with the State 
of the Brain in Perſons who died of this Diſeaſe, we may con- 
elude that Melancholy is a ſtrong and lively Working of the 
Fancy, with a fixed Attention of the Mind to a particular Ob- 
jet, which it continually dwells upon; together with a * 

a long, 
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a long, continual Dejection, Dread, and Sadneſs, without any 
manifeſt Cauſe, arifing from a difficult Circulation of Blood 
through the Veſſels of the Brain, where it is too copiouſly con- 
veſted, and becomes ſtagnant. Madneſs is a violent Rage, at- 
tended with Raſhneſs and preternatural Strength, cauſed by an 
impetuous Motion of a thick, melancholic Blood through the 
Veſſels of the Brain. It differs from a Phrenſy, which is a De- 


" lirium accompanied with a Fever, and ariſes from an nflamma- 


tory Stagnation of the Blood in the Brain: For we learn from 
Experience, that all the ſhining Faculties of the Mind are 
changed or depraved, diminiſhed, or totally deſtroyed, when the 
Blood and Humours, receding from their natural Temperament, 
and due Quantity, are not conveyed to the Brain in a mode- 
rate and equable Manner, but, on the contrary, with an im- 
peded, flow, and languid Motion, or with too briſk and violent 
an Impetus. LY ; 

Both theſe Diſorders ſuppoſe a Weakneſs of the Brain, which 
may proceed from violent Diſorders of the Mind, eſpecially: 
long continued Grief, Sadneſs, Dread, Uneaſineſs and Terror; 
as alſo cloſe Study, and intenſe Application of Mind to knotty 
Problems, as well as long protracted Lucubrations. It may 
alſo ariſe from violent Love in either Sex, eſpecially if attended 
with Deſpair ; from profuſe Evacuations of the Semen; from 
an hereditary Diſpoſition ; from narcotic and ſtupefactive Medi- 
eines; from previous Diſeaſes, eſpecially acute Fevers. Violent 
Arger will change Melancholy into Madneſs ; and exceſſiue Cold, 
eſpecially of the lower Parts, will force the Blood to the Lungs, 
Heart, and Brains; whence oppreſſive Anxieties, Sighs and 
Shortneſs of Breathing ; Tremors and Palpitations of the Heart; 
thus Vertigoes, and a Senſation of Weight in the Head ; Fierce- 
neſs of the Eyes; long Watchings ; various Workings of the 
Fancy; intenſely fixed upon a ſingle Object, are produced by 
theſe Means. To thefe may be added a Suppreſſion of uſual 
Hæmorrhages, and omitting cuſtomary Bleeding: Hence Me- 
lancholy is a Symptom very frequently attending hyſteric and 
hypochondriac Diſorders. 

The Cauſes which contribute to the Generation of a thick 
Blind, are Idleneſs and Inactivity, which weaken the Body, im- 
pair the Functions, diminiſh the ſalutary Excretions, and ren- 
der the Humours thick, viſcid, and ſtagnant : All which are 
heightened by Solitude, which is apt to give Riſe to various 
fantaſtic and gloomy Ideas in the Patient's Mind, 

Likewiſe acid Humours in the Stomach will increaſe the Ap- 
petite, and tempt them to feed on Coarſe, groſs, flatulent Ali» 
ments, without drinking enough to dilute them ſufficiently, 


.whence 


. 
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whence a Matter proper to nouriſh theſe Diſeaſes will proceed. 


It js evident from Obſervation, that the Blood of Maniac Pa- 
tients is black, and hotter than in the natural State ; beſides the 
Serum ſeparaies more ſlowly, and in leſs Quantity than in health 
Perſons. The Excrements are hard, of a dark red, or qreyith 
Colour, and the Urine is light and thin. 

Diſeaſes of the Mind have ſomething in them ſo different from 
other Diſorders, that they ſometimes remit for a long Time, but 
return at certain Periods, eſpecially about the Solſtices, the 
Times at which they fiſt appeared. Hor. It may likewiſe 


be obſerved, that the raving Fits of mad People, which keep 


the Lunar Period, are generally accompanied with Epileptic Symp- 


toms ; which was atteſted to me as a conſtant Obſervation, by 
the late learned Dr. Yen, formerly Phyſician to Bethlehem H- 


pital, who uſually, on that Account, called ſuch Patients epi- 
leptic Mad. ME AD. 

This Diſeaſe, when it is primary, or idiapbhatic, is worſe than 
the Sym; tomatic that accompanies the Hy/teric or HMypachondriac 


Paſſion, which is eaſily cured ; as is that alſo which ſucceeds in- 


termitting Fevers, a Suppreſſion of the Menſes, the Lochia, the 
Hemorrhaids, or from Narcotics. When the Paroxyſms are light 
in the zdiophatic Kind, the Cure is not very difficult; but if it 
is inveterate, and has but ſhort Remiſſions, it is almoſt incur- 
able, which is often owing to this, that they reject Phyſicians 
and their Medicines as Poiſon. It is a bad Sign, if, after a pro- 
found Sleep, the Patient ſtil] continues delirious, and is inſen- 
ſible of Cold, or is unaffected with ſtrong draſtic Medicines, If 
after Want of Sleep, and long Abſtinence, the Patient is ex- 
ceeding weak, or becomes epileptic, convulſive, or lethargic, 
Death is not far oft. Mad People are ſeldom ſubject to epidemic 
or other Diſorders, and ſome have lived ſeventy Years and up- 
wards in this unhappy State. 

Sometimes this Diſeaſe terminates by critical Excretions of 
Blood from the Nole, Uterus, or Anus. Sometimes Diarrbœat 
and Dyſenteries will terminate theſe Diſorders. Puſlules, the Iich, 
and Ulcers have alſo done the ſame. 

In the Cure, I have found by Experience that Bleeding is the 
molt efficacious of all Remedies ; and, where there is a Redun- 
dance of thick, grumous Blood, a Vein is firſt to be opened 
in the Foot, and a few Days after in the Arm; then in the 
Jugular Vein, or in the Nottrils with a Straw ; and, laſt of all, 
the Frontal Vein with a blunt Lancet, for fear of hurting the 
Pericranium, a Ligature having been firſt made round the Neck 
to render the Veins tumid. | en

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Tepid Baths are alſo convenient, made of Rain or River-Water, 
to drive the Blood from the Head to the inferior Parts ; and be- 
fore the Patient enters the Bath he ſhould have cold Wates 
poured on his Head, or it ſhould be covered with a Cloth dipped 
therein; for cold Water pumped or poured on the Head con- 
ſtringes and corroborates the Veſſels of the Brain weakened with 
ſtagnant Blood, and promotes the more eaſy Diſcuſſion of the 
Humours congeſted therein. 

Purgatives are likewiſe ufeful ; but the Leniznt are preferable 
to the Draſtic : Thus Manna, Caſſia, Rhubarb, Cream of Tar- 
tar, Tartar Vitriolate, are moſt convenient when the Diſeaſe 
ariſes from the Hypochondriac Paſſion, and a Stagnation of the 
Blood in the Inteſtines, and the Ramifications of the Vena Porte ; 
eſpecially when they are taken in Decoctions and Infuſions, not 
all at once, but at repeated Intervals, fo as to operate in an al- 
terative Manner, 

Some Kinds of Mineral Waters are alſo highly efficacious in 
Melancholy and Madneſs ; for fince Madneſs generally derives it's 
Origin from the Melancholy, and Melancholy from the Hypo- 
chondriac Paſſion, and the Hypochondriac Paſſion from impure 
and peccant Fluids, lowly — through the Inteſtines 
and Viſcera of the Abdomen, the Circulation of the Blood ought 
to be rendered free and eaſy: It is no Wonder therefore that 
mineral Waters have been held in high Eſteem for the Cure of 
theſe Diſorders ; for theſe being impregnated with a highly pure 
alkaline and neutral mineral Salt, if they are drank in a due 
Quantity, they not only change the peccant Humours, but in- 
cide ſuch as are thick, render the glutinous fluid, and open the 
Obſtructions of the Veſſels ; they alſo relax the tenſe Fibres of 
the Solids, and corroborate the weak and tender, as well as, by 
ſtimulating the EmunRories, they reſtore all the ſalutary Ex- 
cretions. The Waters of Selters, mixed with Aſſes? or ts? 
Milk, have not. their Equal in theſe Caſes. They ſhould be 


drank in the Spring and Fall for five or fix Weeks. The Pro- 


portion is one Part Milk to three of Water. 

But, after all, there is nothing better to remove the Cauſe of 
theſe Diſorders than depurated Nitre; but eſpecially in that Spe- 
cies of Madneſs which inclines to Melancholy, for it corrects 
the bilious Acrimony of the Humours, allays the tumultuous 
Motions of the/Solids, by diminiſhing the preternatural Heat. 
Sennertus and Riverius affirm, that Nitre, given with a little 
Camphire, is a Specific in Madneſs. HEE

Hic Purges; it is likewiſe his Opinion that nothing deſerves the 
Name af a Specific more in theſe Diſeaſes than Motion and 
Exerciſe, when duly proportioned to the Strength of the Body; 
for, provided a due Degree of Moiſture is not wanting in the 
Blood, Emre, by diflolw ing the viſcid Humours, and promot- 
ing the free and eaſy Circulation of the Blood through all the 
Voſlels, increaſes Perſpiration ; and by that Means frees the 
Body from Sordes, and removes Obſtruttions; which renders it 
pneſerable to all other Remedies. . 

As to Diet, the Patient ſhould carefully abſtain from Salt and 
ſmoak-dried Fleſk, whether Beef or Pork; from Sbell-Fiſh; 
from Fiſh of a beavy and noxious Quality; from Aliments pre- 
pared with Onions and Garlic ; all which generate a _ 

* Oo. 
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Blood. In general, he ſhould eat no more than is neceſſary t 
ſupport Nature. Small Beer, or pure cold Water, are the 
Drink. Sweet and ſtrong Wines are highly prejudicial, as is 
alſo exceſſive ſmoaking Tobacco, for. it not only generates thick 
Blood, but throws the Fluids into preternatural Commotions. 
Change of Air and T ravelling may be beneficial. | 

Though in Delirizms Bleeding is highly uſeful, yet it agrees / 
beſt with thoſe who are plethoric, bilious, and in the Vigour of 
Youth ; theſe likewiſe will bear freguent Purges of carrected Hel- 
lebore; but then the Strength muſt be repaired by cordial, corro- 
borating, and anodyne Sedatives. When the Patient is ex- 
hauſted, Bleeding is hurtful, and Reſtoratives good. 

As a high Degree of the Iich has terminated theſe Diſeaſes, 
it will be proper to make Iſſues in the Back, or to procure Ul- 
cers with a potential Cautery near the Spine of the Back. Bi 
ters [contrary to Shaw's Opinion] are prejudicial, for, by ſti- 
mulating the nervous Membranes and the Dura Mater, the 
increaſe the ſpaſmodic Stricture, and the Motion. of the : 
— bilious Blood through the Head, and all other Parts of the 

ody. . 
Sedative Medicines are good, but not Opiates and Nareatzcs, for 
theſe induce Stupidity and Folly. Thoſe that are good in an 
Epilepſy, will be beneficial here; ſuch as Caſtor, Shavings af 
Harts'-Horn; the Roots and Seeds of Piony; anti-epileptic 
Powders ; the Valerian Root ; Flowers of the Lily of the Val- 
ley, and of the Lime- Tree. Hopf. | 

Boerhaave aſſerts, the principal Remedy for rauing Madneſs is 
dipping in the Sea, and keeping the Patient there as long as he 
can bear it. When it attacks robuſt Perſons in the Flower of 
their Age, 'he is for. Sydenham's Method of Treatment, with 
Bleeding, and Purgings, as above. 

And to the other Sort of Madneſs, which proceeds from be- 
ing exhauſted and weakened by autumnal, violent, and obſti-- 
nate intermitting Fevers, and from their being injudiciouſly 
treated with Bleedings and Purgings ; it is only to be cured by 
Reſtoratives, Cordials, and Corroboratives, long perſiſted ing

Of the HYDRO HHO BIA. 


| HIS Diſeaſe, as it generally proceeds from the Bite of a 
Dog, is called Rabzes Canina, or the Canine Madneſs, and 
from it's moſt terrible Symptom, the Dread of Water, Hyaropbo- 
bia ; it almoſt always ariſes from the Infection communicated by 
the Bite of a mad Animal ; yet it has been obſerved to ariſe ſpon- 
taneouſly in ſome Animals affected with acute Diſeaſes, [and we 
Have an Inftance, in a young Man, of the Hydrephabia attending 
an Inflammation of the Stomach. ] | 

Almoſt all Kinds of Animals may be affficted with this Diſor- 
der, and may infect other Animals, and even Men; as Dogs, 
Cats, Wolves, Foxes, Horſes, Aſſes, Mules, horned Cattle, 
Hogs, Monkies, and Cocks; but it moſt frequently attacks the 
Dogs, Wolves, and Foxes, without any previous Contagion. 

A hot Climate, exceſſive Heats, and ſudden Colds ; a long 
and dry Seaſon; Feeding upon putrid, ſtinking, verminous 
Fleſh ; Want of Water; Worms generated in the Kidneys, 
Guts, Brain, or Noſtrils, are the preceding Cauſes of Madneſs, 
in theſe Animals. 

When they are going to run mad, they appear dejected, ſhun 
Company, and hide themſelves; they will not bark, but ſeem 
to mutter of murmur, and are averſe to Food and Water ; they 
will fly upon Strangers, but retain ſome Regard for their Mal- 
ter; their Ears and Pails hang down, and they walk along as if 
they were ſleepy. This is the i Degree of the Diſeaſe, and, 
though the Bite is then bad, it is not at the worſt. Afterwards 
they begin to pant, hang out their Tongues, froth at the Mouth, 
and gape. Sometimes they ſeem dull, and half aſleep ; ſome- 
times they will run, but not directly forward, and foon ceaſe to 
know their Maſters. Their Eyes are dejected, look watery and 
duſty, their 'Tongues are of a Lead Colour; they fall away ſud- 
denly, and grow raging mad. A Bite at this Time is incurable, 
and the nearer they are to Death, with the more dreadful Symp- 
toms it is attended. 5 

There 
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There is ſcarce any Poiſon infectious ſo many Ways as this 
for it takes Effect through the Cloaths, without-fetehing Blood 5 
by the Breath of the Animal drawn into the Lungs ; by a Touch 
of the Froth, if recent; and by applying it to the Lips or 
Tongue, when it has been long dried, or by kiffing a Dog that! 
is mad; or by handling the Wound, or Inſtrument, which was 
the Death of the Animal; or by handling Things which have 
been infected by any of the former Means. nes 
Again, there is ſcarce any Poiſon which produces ſuch terrible 
Effects, and cauſes ſuch a wonderful Change in the Perſon in- 
fected. When it begins to work, it is moſt violent and quiek # 
and yet, as it is faid, it will ſometimes lie dormant for twent 
Years together before it exerts itſelf. This Diverſity depend: 
on the Heat of the Seaſon, the Degree of the Diſeaſe of the in- 
fected Animal, and the Temperament of the Perſon bit. For 
the bilious are ſooneſt affected by it; the phlegmatic and hydro- 
pic the leaſt; likewiſe ſomething may be attributed to the Way 
of Living, Diet, and Medicines, © 2 5 NOMETOI 
A healthy Man, infected with this Contagion, finds the ER: 
of it diſcover themſelves in the following Order. Fhere is : 
Pain in the Place where he was bit, or received the Contagion 3 
and then wandering Pains in the other Parts, chiefly thoſe that 
are near it; a Laſſitude, Heavineſs, Liſtleſſneſs of the whole 
Body ; inquiet troubled Sleep, and terrible Dreams, with Con- 
vulſions, and Subſultus of the Tendons; continual Inquĩetude; 
dighs, Sadneſs, Love of Solitude: This ends the firſt Degree cf 
the Diſeaſe, Afterwards all the former Symptoms increaſe, with 
a prodigious Straitneſs or Oppreſſion about the Precordia ; a dif- 
hcult ſighing Reſpiration ; 22 ; a Shaking and Frembling 
at the Sight of any Liquid, or bright, pellucid Thing; Loſs of 
Appetite ; a Pofhbility of ſwallowing any Thing ſolid ; but, if 
any Liquid is touched with the Lips and Tongue, it occaſions 
an incredible Anxiety, Trembling, and terrible Convulſions, 
almoſt forcing the Patient into a Rage; then aVomiting of dark, 
bilious, viſcid Matter, or porraccous Bile, an increaſed Heat; 
a Fever ; continual Watching a Priapiſm; a confuſed Series 
of wild, extravagant Thoughts: Here the ſecond Degree of the 
Diſeaſe may be ſaid to terminate. Now all the Symptoms grow 
worſe and worfe, the Tongue hangs out, and is rough; the 
Mouth is wide open'; the Voice is hoarſe; the Thirſt great; 
ſtrange Horrors, {farting and wild Looks at the Sight of Water; 
a Frothing at the Mouth; an involuntary Inclination to ſpit at 
the By-ſtanders, as alſo to bite them, which the Patient cannot 
reſiſt, He foams at the Mouth, and gnaſhes with His Teeth, 
and would do Miſchief, if nor forcibly with-held. His Pulſe

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and Breathing fail; there is a cold Sweat; the higheſt Fury; 


yet, during all this Time, which is wonderful, the Patient con- 
tinues in his Senſes, and is afraid of doing any Harm. On the 
fourth Day, from the firſt Degree of the Diſeaſe, the Patient 
falls into Convulſions, with great Difficulty of Breathing, and 
then dies. | TSS | 
The Diſſection of Perſons who died of this Diſeaſe has 
ſhewn, that the Organs of Swallowing have been, in ſome Mea- 
ſure, inflamed ; that various Kinds of bilious Viſcidities are col- 
lected in the Stomach ; that the Gall-Bladder is full of a black 
Bile; that the Pericardium is dry; that the Lungs are incredib| 
diſtended with Blood ; that the Heart is full of an almoſt dry 
Blood ; that the Arteries are full, and the Veins almoſt empty; 
that the Blood is very fluid, and will cap coagulate when 
expoſed to the Air; whereas that which was drawn from a Vein 
three Days before, coagulated as uſual ; that all the Muſcles, 
Viſcera, Brain, Cerebellum, and Spinal Marrow, are more dry than 
common. 
. "Phe Prevention and Cure of this Diſeaſe, except in a few In- 
ſtances, are very doubtful and uncertain ; which may be attri- 
buted to the boaſting Pretences of ſome to Specifics, and the 
Neglect of a due Method of Cure, founded on the Hiſtory. of 
the Diſorder. | | | 
So far, therefore, as may be conjectured from the preceding 
Hiſto;y of the Diſorder, and from comparing it with other Dil- 
eaſes, as alſo from the few Inſtances which have been attended 
with a happy Event, it ſeems chiefly to conſiſt in an Affection 
of the Nerves, which moſt nearly reſembles Convulſions which 
occupy the Viſcera, and the Veſſels thereof; whence ariſes a Diſ- 
order in the Blood: and Humours, which is not unlike a gangre- 
nous Inflammation. The Seat of the Diſeaſe is chiefly about the 
Stomach, and the neighbouring Parts. | 
The preventive Cure conſiſts in making deep Scarifications as 
ſoon as poſſible after the Bite, in the Part affected, and thoſe 
adjacent to it, that they make a conſiderable Diſcharge of Blood, 
and to apply large Gupping-Glaſſes thereon; or it may be 
burned pretty deep with an actual Cautery. Then it ſhould be 
made to ſuppurate by ſome corroſive 1 proper for that 
Purpoſe; and during all that Time it ſhould be continually fo- 
mented with a Pickle made with Vinegar and Salt; this ſhould 
be continued for ſix Months at leaſt. The Garments he had 
on at the Time of the Bite ſhould be cautiouſly laid aſide, or de- 
ſtroyed. He ſhould likewiſe, with all convenient Speed, be 
dipped in a River, or the Sea, making him believe that he is 5 - 
ing tobe drowned.

| WM The Patient ſhould alſo be put into a Sweat every Morning 
faſting, with a Mixture of Aromatic Vinegar, Sea-Salt, and hot 
Water. His Feet and Hands ſhould alſo be daily fomented in 
a warm Bath; and he ſhould waſh his Head; Mouth, and Fauces. 

Let him often drink cold Water, and throw it up again by 
Vomiting, and let his Drink be acidulated. His Aliment ſhould 
be moiſt, light, and laxative, and often taken in ſuch a Quantity 
as to vomit it up again. He ſhould likewiſe abſtain from Things 
that are too ſpicy, from Wine, from 8 from vio- 
lent Exerciſe, and from Commotions of the Mind. 

The Cure ſhould be attempted when the Diſeaſe is in the f

18 & none has written better of the Bites of Animals, It is neceſſary, 
aſilts I ſays he, to give pure Wine with Pepper, or any Thing elſe

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that will procure Heat, for Poiſons generally kill: by the Cold- 
<« neſs of their Nature.” Hence it appears how ſerviceable Ex- 
erciſe and bodily Motion is to expel Poiſon by promoting Sweat. 
And becauſe, in the Bite of a Tarantula, the Skin is — £ $91 
whence a cold Sweat, and a Coldneſs of the Body, enſues, as 
well as. in that of a Scorpion; hence bodily — and 
Dancing, is the moſt certain Cure; not the Muſic which pre- 
vails on the Patient to dance. 

Gelfus informs us, that it was the Practice of old to put the 
Patient bit by a mad Dog into a Bath, and there to let him ſweat 
as long as his Strength will it, at the ſame Time keeping 
the Wound open, that the Virm might be diſcharged from it; 
and then to give him Plenty of good generous Wine. This 
being done for three Days, — judged him out of Danger. 

I cannot help thinking a temperate Bath to be of great Uſe in 
all Kinds of Madneſs, as it relaxes the Stricture of the nervous 
Parts, opens the Pores of the Skin, and recalls the Blood from 
the Brain to the Surface of the Body. And, when the Pores are 
open, the Drinking of Wine muſt needs reſtore a free Motion 
to the Blood, and aſſiſt to expel the Porſon by Tranſpiration, 
fram it's. moſt interior Receſſes. I am not ignorant that Im- 
merſion in cold Water is reckoned of great Uſe. in the Hydre- 
phobia, but, I think, upon no good Foundation ; for, if it is of 
any Service, it muſt be by driving the Blood more vehemently 
to the inward Parts in robuſt and hot Patients, and ſo cauſing 2 
more intenſe Motion thereof, whence Heat and Sweating 
enſue, and the Poiſon will be driven out. But, as this is not al- 
ways the Caſe, it may do more Harm than Good; wherefore 
Celſus adviſes to take the Patient out of the cold Pond, and put 
him into a hot Bath, Hor. 

This may give ſome. Light into the Nature of the Puluis ar 
#:ly/ſus publiſhed by Dr. Mead, and received into the Diſpenſatory 
of the College, wherein Pepper is one of the Ingredients :

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for a great while after, and, perhaps, as long as he lived, for T 
hear he is ſince dead. | 
Another famous Specific is the Eaft-Tndia Medicine, which is 
doubtleſs an egregious Antiſpaſmodic ; and is as follows:

The firſt Doſe ſhonld always be taken as ſoon after the Bite

Dr. Wall of Morcgſter has found two Doſes of Muſk of gr. 
xv. each to produce very happy Effects on two Perſons labour- 
ing under a Subſultus Tendinum, with extreme Anxiety and Want 
of Sleep from the Bite of a mad Dog; for it perfectly relieved 
them from their Complaints. We have a ſingular Caſe of a 
Woman actually ſeized with an Hydrophobia, given us by Dr. 
Nugent, who was cured. He ordered this Powder to be taken 
in Honey every three Hours after ſhe had loſt 3 xv of Blood; 
and a Pill of two Grains of pure Opium along with the Powder, 
till Reſt was produced. Likewiſe a Plaiſter of Galbanum, with 
73 of pure Opium, was laid to her Neck and Throat. She 
an-: began to take theſe Medicines an Hour or two after ſhe was af- 
ory' Wl fected with the Dread of Water; that is, at Eleven o'Clock on 
the Saturday Morning. In the Evening ſhe was a little eaſier at 
F, Intervals. The Muſk and Opium Pill were continued as he- 
fore, and the Hand that was bit was ordered to be chafed with 
warm Sallad Oil, ſeveral Times a Day. Only two Papers of 
o be Wl Powder, and two Pills, were taken in the Night; for the laſt 
ing WM made her ſick and vomit, She had little or no Sleep, but lay 
ond pretty quiet. Her Skin was rather moiſt than dry; her Pains 
for W were troubleſome, but her Swallowing a little better; her Palſe 
ater; ¶ was ſtronger and quicker this Day ¶ Sunday] than Yeſterday. 
She had no Stool ſince Friday. Twenty Ounces of Blood were 
taken away, and a Clyſter with antimonial Wine given. Like- 
1dd- wiſe the Pills and Powders were continued as before. On Sun- 
oon, dey Evening ſhe could ſwallow Liquids a Iſttle better. She had 
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no Stool; the Clyſter was therefore repeated, moſt of it return- 
ed immediately, but the Remainder wrought well. Shelay quiet 
moſt of the Night, ſweated much, ſlept little, and her Sickneſs 
went off. Monday Morning her Swallowing was much better, 
though ſhe was very thirſty. She had drank a Quart of Liquid 
in the Night, and taken three Doſes of the Powder and Pills. 
She now was bled 3 xij. The Plaiſter was renewed with onl 
Zij. of Opium. The Oil was uſed as before. The Powder 
was continued, and ſhe drank Barley-Water with Nitre to 
quench her Thirſt, At Night ſhe was better, her Hand was 
eaſy. One Pill was only given at Night. Tueſday Morning ſhe 
was worſe, with Pain and Sickneſs, having caught Cold with 
ſitting up the Day before. The Powder was now given every 
fix Hours; the Clyſter and Oil were repeated, and the Opium 
laid aſide. In the Evening her Pains abated, and her Sickneſs 
was leſs. She had flept and ſweated in the Day, and had drank 
plentifully of Water-Gruel and Balm-Tea. The Clyſter worked 
well. On FFeaneſday Morning her Pains were gone, ſhe had 
flept well after ſome Sickneſs at Midnight, and ſweated plenti- 
fully ; all other Symptoms diſappeared, but her Dread of Water 
and Dogs continued. The Opium Plaiſter was taken off, and 
the Powder continued every fix Hours. In the Evening it was 
ordered only Night and Morning. She ſweated and fept much; 
but on Thurſday Morning the Effects of the Opium were almoſt 
over. In the Evening ſhe was terrified with the Sight of Water, 
many dreadful Symptoms returned, which gradually abated after 
ſhe had drank her Tea. This Night ſhe had terrible Dreams, 
On Friday Morning a Clyſter was preſcribed; in the Evening 
the Dread of Water was over, only it made her a little giddy. 
After Sunday ſhe mended in Appetite, Strength, and Spirits, every 
Day for ten or eleven Days. Here the Cure might be ſaid to be 
completed, if a Fool, or a Knave, had not come in and prog- 
noſticated certain Death, which cauſed a Relapſe, and many ter- 
rible Symptoms enſued, which occaſioned great Trouble. Theſe 
Dr. Nugent judged to be hyſterical, and were, at length, cured 
by the following Powder, which Dr. Hallet, of Exeter, has found 
to be of excellent Uſe in ſome hyſterie Caſes ;

The next Morning ſhe was much mended, had flept, and 
ſweated in the Night, was free from Pains and Catchings, ha 
—_— Spirits 
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Spirits were raiſed, and her Stomach was eaſy. Two of the ſa- 
line Draughts were now ordered for the Day, and the feetid 
Bolus at Night. The next Day ſhe was ſtill better, and the 
Draughts and Bolus were ordered as before. After this ſhe 
wanted no more Medicines, but recovered her Fleſh and 
Strength, and grew as well as ever. | 
De Sault, from his own Experience, recommends another Me- 
thod of Cure by Mercurial Friftions ; of which he gives the fol- 
lowing Inſtance : | 
Four Men were bitten by the ſame Wolf, the ſame Day, and 
tte ſame Hour; they were dipped in Salt Water, and came 
back perſuaded that they had nothing to fear. Some Days after, 
one of them felt a numbed Pain about his Scars, which grew 
hard, and aroſe like Embroidery ; he was ſoon after ſeized with 
the uſual Symptoms, and died mad, as did likewiſe another. 
The Son of the former likewiſe began to feel a Pain in the Ci- 
ictrices, and a Swelling with Hardneſs, as did alſo the fourth; 
upon which being ſent for, he ordered them to rub a Dram and 
a Half of the mercurial or blue Ointment upon the Cicatrices, and 
about the whole Arm, which was repeated three Days ſucceſſive- 
ly, and then every other Day; after the fifth Friction, he allow- 
ed an Interval of two Days. Beſides this, they took every Day 
a Dram and a Half of Palmarius's Powder. ; 
After the third Friction the Cicatrices grew fat and ſoft, the 
Pain went off, their Courage returned, and their Mind reſumed 
it's former Tranquility. |

Dr. James is of Opinion that a Vomit or two of Mercurius 
emeticus flauus would be proper, the Doſe of which is from two 
to eight Grains, not omitting the Cinnabarine Powder, nor go- 
ing into the Cold Bath in a Morning for a Month. But ſee what 
Hoffman's Opinion of the Cold Bath is above. 

he good Effect of Mercury, in the Cure of this Diſeaſe, is 
farther confirmed by Claude Choiſel, e Apothecary to the 
Miffion in the Eaft-Indies, whoſe Method is as follows, and 
who, it is plain, has adopted De Squit's Method, with Im- 
provements : 8. Take 
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8. Take of crude Quickfulver three Drams, extinguiſhed in a Dram 
12 Turpentine; choice Rhubarb, Caloquintida in Powder, and 
 Guita Gamba of each two Drams ; make them into & Maſs for 
Pills, with a ſufficient Quantity of Honey. The Doſe is a Dram, 


9. Take an Ounce of crude Duickfilver, killed with two Drams of 
Turpentine ; of Mutton Suet [or Hog's Lard] three Ounces, 
and make an Ointment.

Vou muſt begin the Cure by rubbing a Dram of the Oint- | 


ment into the wounded Part, keeping the Wound open as 
much as you can, that the Ointment may penetrate it more 
eaſily. The next Day the Ointment muſt be repeated again in 
the ſame Quantity, and in the ſame Manner, and the Patient 
muſt be purged with a Dram of the mercurial Pills. On the 
third Day the Ointment muſt be uſed as before, with fifteen 
Grains of the Pills. This laſt Courſe muſt be continued for ten 
Days, and then a Dram of the Pills muſt be given again; after 
which the Patient may be diſmiſſed. | 
The above Method muſt be purſued. when the Patient applies 
to you immediately on his being bit ; but, if not till fifteen or 
twenty Days after, the Doſe of the Medicines muſt be increaſ- 
ed, and continued for a longer Time, | 
Children require a ſmaller Quantity of Ointment in Propor- 
tion to their Age, and they only need to be purged once in 
three Days with Syrup of Rhubarb. During the Time of the 
Cure, all ſour or acid Things muſt be avoided, and nothing 
eaten but what is eaſy of Digeſtion, and then it is no Matter 
. of what Kind the Aliment is. This Method has ſucceeded in 
above three hundred Experiments. | 
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| HERE are three eſſential Marks of Poiſons which diſtin- 

.&4 guiſh them from other Things that are noxious to human 

Badies. The jr/? is, that they conſiſt of moſt ſubtile Parts, and 
conſequently are pernicious in a ſmall Quantity. The ſecond, that 
they pervert, in a ſhort Time, the regular Motions of the Solids 
and Fluids throughout the Body, and induce the moſt grievous 
Symptoms, even Death itſelf. And the third, that they exerciſe 
h oo Cruelty on the moſt ſubtile Fluid, and the moſt nervous 


ts. 
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Some Things will kill in a ſhort Time which are not Poiſons ; 
as cold Water drank plentifully when the Perſon is in a profuſe 
Sweat_z ſevere Cold; a large Quantity of Brandy or other ſpiri- 
tuous Liquors ; acid mineral Spirits, as Oil of Vitriol. 

All the three Kingdoms have Poiſons peculiar to themſelves, 
but the animal Kingdom affords the moſt ſubtile, which are com- 
municated by the Bite of mad or venomous Beaſts, when they 
are angered. The mineral Kingdom produces Arſenicals and Mer- 
curials, And the Vegetable, Herbs and Plants, or their Parts, of 
a moſt acrid, noxious, and deleterious Quality, ſuch as the moſt 
violent Cathartics, and Narcotics, which are noxious from a ful- 
phureo-vaporous Principle. 

Every Sort of Poiſon ſeems to have an Effect peculiar to it- 
ſelf ; thus Mercury attacks the Fauces and their Glands, pro- 
ducing Ulcerations therein; Arſenic occaſions the moſt cruel 
Torments, Convulſions, and Morti fication of the Coats of the 
Inteſtines; the Seeds of Datura, a Kind of Stramonium, induce 
Madneſs, or abſolute Stupidity ; Hyeſciamus cauſes a Stupor, and 
fo troubles the Imagination, that the Perſon affected believes he 
ſees Dæmons and Spectres. Opium brings on Sleepineſs, and a 
Torpor on the Mind. Sharp draſtic Purges inflame the Inteſtines. 
The Bite of a mad Dog occaſions the Dread of Water. The 
Venom induced by the Sting of a Tarantula produces wonder- 
ful Effects; for the Patient is delighted with muſical Inſtru- 
ments, and, when he hears their Sound, immediately falls a ca- 
pering, uſing many antic Gefticulations. The Sting of a Scor- 
pion produces a ſudden and exceeding cold Sweat. Litharge, un- 
warily taken, cauſes a convulſive Cholic, with an obſtinate Coſ- 
tiveneſs. The Berries of deadly Night- ſhade produce Madneſs, 
Rage, or Folly ; as do alſo the Roots of Cicuta terre/tris. 

The Bites of mad Animals have been already treated of; and, 
as for others, it appears from Experience, that the Bites or 
Stings of other Animals, ſuch as Spiders, Scorpions, and Vi- 
pers, are molt pernicious in hot Countries; and neither the Ju- 


ſets, nor any other Animals, are poiſonous of themſelves, bud 


their Stings or Bites, when they are mad, or provoked to An- 
ger; for there is no Hiſtory worthy of Credit, which proves the 
internal Uſe of Spiders, Scorpions, and Vipers, have done any 
great Harm to human Bodies; though it muſt be owned they 
contain a Kind of cauſtic Salt not very friendly to the Neryes ; 
which, however, being a ſtrong Diuretic, has been found bene- 
ficial in the Dropſy. | 4 

The Venom which is communicated by the Stings or Bites of 
Animals, chiefly owes it's Origin and Nature to a violent Affec- 
tion of the Mind, ſuch as extreme and continued Anger: For 


ſuch 
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ſuch is the Nature of the Paſſions of the Mind, that they affect 


the whole nervous Fluid, and by that Means the whole Compages 


of the Nerves and Membranes, and greatly pervert all the vital 
Motions of the Solids and Fluids, as well fecretory as excretory, in 
which the Force and Effects of a real Poifon are contained. 
Hence it appears, that there is no Difference between a Poiſon 
and a violent Paſſion of the Mind, as to their Efficacy, Force, 
and Effects. Thus we have Inſtances of the Bites of Men in 


Anger being fatal; and I knew one in particular that was at- 
tended with pur} le Spots, Convulſions, and a Delirium, which ended 
oy | 


in Death. 

The Venom of Animals, whether in a Rage or Madneſs, 
communicates an Infection not only by the Sahma, Milk, and 
ympbu, but by the Semen, whence Women have received the 
Contagion from their Huſbands, of which I knew one remark- 
able Inſtance. Hor. ; 

The Symptoms which follow the Bite of a Viper, are a ſharp, 
pricking Pain in the wounded Part; a Tumour, which is firſt 
red, and afterwards livid, ſenſibly extending itſelf to the neigh- 
bouring Parts ; the Skin frets, and breaks out into little Blad- 
ders; ſome Time after a remarkable Faintneſs ſupervenes, with 
a quick, weak, and, ſometimes, an intermitting Pulſe ; a Palpi- 
tation of the Heart; a Stupefaction of the Senſes ; an Anxiety 
of the Præcordia; a great Sickneſs of the Stomach, with bilious 
Vomiting ; a Dulneſs of Sight; ſometimes Pains about the Na- 
vel, or the Region of the Liver ; difficult Breathing, Hiccoughs, 
Tremblings, Convulſions, cold Sweats, Coldneſs of the Extre- 
mities ; after which Death cloſes the Scene, unleſs prevented by 
timely Remedies, or the Vigour of the Conſtitution, which Haf- 
man thinks is generally the Caſe in theſe Northern Climates. If 
the Patient ſurvives, a Tumour with Inflammation continues for 
ſome Time. Sometimes a Sanies flows from the Wound, and 
Puſtules appear, like the Herpes excedens ; the Skin becomes yel- 
low, as if the Patient had the Jaundice. 

Hoffman obſerves, that externally in all venomous Bites it will 
be proper to apply ſuch Things as relax and mollify the Stric- 
tures of the Parts, that open the Pores, and ſo procure an Exit 
for the virulent Matter. The Ancients, for this, applied the 
Parts of Animals juſt killed to the Wound; and Celjus adviſes 
to cut a Pullet in two, and apply it hot thereto; or a Kid, or 
2 Lamb, which likewiſe muſt be laid on hot. Foreftus likewiſe 
recommends the ſame, or the Padex of a living Pullet. The 
Viſcus of the mad Animal, and the Oil of Scorpions are of no 


other Benefit than by their emollient and demulcent "_— 
| | : at 
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But Celſus, firſt of all, adviſes a Ligature upon the Member 
above the Wound, yet not fo ſtrait as to ſtupify it, and then to 
put a Cupping-Glaſs upon it; nor will it be improper, ſays 
he, to dilare the Wound with a Knife, that the vitiated Blood 
may run out. But as to what he mentions of ſucking out the 
Venom, I am perſuaded few will be found to run the Riſque, - 
notwithſtanding he affirms it is no dangerous Experiment; 
and we have two illuſtrious Examples of it's Safety in the 
Engliſh Hiſtory. | ; 3 

Linderus adviſes to inſtil a Drop of Spirit of Sulphur, or Vatriol, 
int» the Wound; internally, Celfus adviſes Pepper, with a large 
Draught of generous Wine; after which, Sweating in a warm 
Bath will be proper. 

Hoyle obſerves, that 1 hot Iron held over the wounded Part, 
immediately after the Bite, ſo checks and weakens the Venom, 
that the Patient will have nothing to complain of, but a Pain 
in the Part of ſhort Continuance. 

But, above all, Mead, from many Experiments, recommen 
the Fat of Vipers, which, being rubbed into the wounded Part, 
renders all others uſeleſs; and, if that is not at Hand, it appears 
fiom ſome late Trials, that common Sallad Oil, rubbed warm into 
the Part, will do as well. 

The Bite of a RATTLE-SNAKE, hitherto looked upon as a 
molt terrible Accident, may now be cured in a ſimple, eaſy 
Manner. It is the Invention of a Negro, for the Diſcovery of 
which he had his Freedom purchaſed, and an Hundred Pounds 
fer Annum ſettled upon him during his Life, by the General 
Aſſembly of Carolina; which I mention, as being neceſlary to 
eſtabliſh the Credit of the Receipt. | 

Take of the Roots of Plantane * and Horehound (in the Sum- 
mer in the Roots and Branches together) a ſufficient Quantity 
bruiſe them in a Mortar, and ſqueeze out the Juice, of which 


Simon Pauli has ſomething very remarkable relating to Plaxtane, - 
which, on Account of the Nature of the Subject, I ſhall give you in

It is uſed for all Kinds of Inflammations 
external and internal, and cree ing Ulcers, whether old or recent. 
Quincy ſays, ſome had ſtrange Notions of it's reſiſting Poiſons. Pliny - 
and Diaſcorides are profuſe to a Fault in recounting it's Virtues,

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give, as ſoon as poſſible, one large Spoonful ; if the Patient be 


ſwelled, you muſt force it down his Throat : This generally 


will cure; but, if he finds no Relief in an Hour after, you may 
give another Spoonful, which never fails. 
If the Roots are dried, they muſt be moiſtened with a little 
Water. To the Wound may be applied a Leaf of good To- 
bacco, moiſtened with Rum. | 
Fins obſerves, that there ate three Kinds of AsPs, the fer. 
reſtrial, the Chelidoniæ which are found on the Banks of the Nil, 
and the Ptyades : The terre/trial are ſometimes five Cubits in 
Length; but the Pryades are longeſt, and of an Aſh-Colour 
mixed with Green and Gold. The'terre/trial are generally of 
an Aſh-Colour, but ſometimes greemſh: ; 

The Bite of an Af is like the Pri... a Needle, which is 
double from a Male, from a Female quadruple. Nothing diſtils 
from the Wound, unleſs the Animal is very angry; it is attend- 
ed with a Stupor, Paleneſs, Coldneſs of the Forehead, continua 
Vawning, Twinklng of the Eyes, Inclination of the Neck, 
Laſſitude of the Body, and a profound Sleep with Convulſions. 
The Bite of the Chelidnia is immediate Death; that of the Ter- 
reſtrial kills in three Hours; that of the Ptyas produces Dim- 
neſs of Sight, Pain at the Heart, Swelling of the Face, and 
Deafneſs. Death, aſter the Bite of this Kind, comes on more 
flow. Drinking Plenty of the ſharpeſt Vinegar is ſaid to be a 
Cure; and Celſus gives an Inſtance of a Boy cured by drinking 
of Vinegar, when there was nothing elſe at hand. 

SPIDER Syaze of two Sorts, the noxious and the harmleſs; 
tbe noxious are called Phalangia; none of theſe weave any 
Webs, like the domeſtic or harmleſs Sort. Of the former the 


Tarantale is the moſt often mentioned, and where they abound | 


the Cure is well known. The common Sort are frequently 
ſwallowed as an empirical Cure for Agues, without any Danger. 
And the Bites of the venomous Sorts are ſo ſeldom heard of in 
theſe northern Countries, that little certain can be ſaid about 
them. Thoſe who have a Curioſity to read what has been 
wrote on this Subject, may ſee Matthiolus upon Dizſcorides, or 


Aauffet upon Injefts, Nor will it be neceſſary to add any thing 


more of the Sting of a Scorpion than what is hinted at above; 
much leſs ſhall I mention the various Kinds of Serpents which 
ate Natives of Africa, of which we know little more, even at 
this Day, than what is to be found in the Ancients. | 
Heifter ſays, the Stings of Waſps and Bees may be cured with 
Vinegar alone, or mixed with Yenice-Treacle or Bole. Some com- 
mend the Rubbing of the Part with the Pulp of an Ar 
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The Top, ſays Allen, is full of Venom, and the very 
Centre and Repoſitory of terreſtrial Poiſons. If they have no 
Teeth, yet their Gums are hard and rough, and by a powerfub 
Adheſion ſo operate upon the Part as to inſtil their Venom there- 
in. The Virulence of this Animal feems to conſiſt in it's Rage or 
Excrements, particularly in a ſharp cauſtic Urine, impregnated 
with a volatile Salt; for when they are dead they are ſaid to be 
not at all venomous. They diſcharge: their Venom on Herbs, 
by piſſing, ſpitting, and vomiting, eſpecially on Strawberries, 
which they are ſaid to be very greedy of. This is not only per- 
nicious by getting into the Body, but by being ſprinkled on the 
Skin, unleſs waſhed off immediately with Urine and Salt. 

When a Perſon is in{g&ed, his Skin turns yellow, his Body 
ſwells univerſally, his nd Tongue grow black, and a Stam- 
mering ſupervenes ; he is ſeized with an aſthmatic Shortneſs. of 
Breath, Vomiting, cold Sweats, Convullions, Fainting, and,. at 
length, with Death. 

If the Patient has ſwallowed the Poiſon, he muſt take a Vo- 
mit and a Clyſter; as alſo warm and attenuating Alexiterials, 
as Theriac and Mithridate, in generous Wine; bathing in Salt- 
Water, and much Exerciſe. | 

The Mineral Kingdom furniſhes a very few real Poiſons; the 
only natural one is Cobalt ; the factitious are Arſenic, torroſrve 
Sublimate, and Glaſs of Antimony. ATR 2 

Cobalt is a kind of a Marcaſite, which is found in great Plenty 
in the Mines of Miſnia; and is well known for it's poiſonous 
Quality, ſo fatal to Inſects, Brutes, and Men. In making the 
blue Glaſs, or Enamel, called Smalt, from this Mineral, a Sort 
of white Flowers ariſe, which, being melted in a ſtronger Fire, 
is called whrte Arſenic. If this be melted again with an eleventh 
Part of Sulphur, it becomes yellow Arſenic; and, with a ſixth Parte 
of Sulphur, red. Of theſe the white is the moſt deadly Poiſon. 

As for the rue mineral Poiſons, they were intirely unknoum to 
the Ancients ; for they reckoned Quickſilver, crude Antimony, 
all Kinds of Vitriol as well as Ceruſs, and the Lapis Lazwli, in 
that Claſs. But Orprment, which they called Arſenic, as ( 
teſtifies, and looked upon. as a Poiſon, is void of all Virulence 
and deleterious Qualities ; and Sandarach they termed red Arſe- 
nic, which is made of melted Orpiment, but is no more noxious 
than the former. Indeed it muſt be owned that the: above Ca- 
talogue are not altogether friendly to human Nature, or may 
be endued with a corroding Quality, but they want the true 
CharaQteriſtic of Poiſons. a 8 

But nothing is more erroneous than to call Orpiment a Poiſon, 
and to confound it with yellow factitious Arſenic; and the 

| | Moderns 
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Moderns are altogether inexcuſable for m_— fuch a Miſtake. 


Orpiment is a ſulphureous Mineral of a golden Colour, conſiſting 
of thin Lamine, or ſhining Scales, and is brought to us from 
the Mountains of Miſia near the Hellefport, This reduced to 
Powder, and held to the Fire in a Ladle, burns and emits a 
Flame with a whitiſh yellow Smoke, over which, if you hold 
a Knife, it tinges it with a beautiful gold Colour, leaving be- 
hind a Sort of ſandy Particles. The Smoke has a fœtid ſulphu- 
reous Smell ; whereas common Arſenic flies quite away in thick 
white Smoke, with a moſt fœtid Crarlic Smell, without any Flame, 
and it tinges a Plate of Iron white. Orpiment has ng draſtic 
Qualities, either as a Cathartic or an Emetic, as I have often 
tried upon Dogs, to whom I have given a Dram and a Half, 
without any Hurt. . | 

Quichſilver, diſſolved in acid mineral Spirits, is likewiſe a Poi- 
fon ; though of itſelf it is intirely innocent. This has chiefly 
appeared from Errors in Practice, when the Mercury has not 
been rightly prepared and corrected. | 
_ Likewiſe Glaſs of Antimony reduced into Powder, and exhibit- 
ed, cauſes enormous Vomiting, with. moft cruel Gripings, which 
often end in Death; and this I have known it do in a few Hours.

Arſenic, taken inwardly, creates a pricking, vellicating, irri- 
tating, burning Senſation, with a Heat, and moſt violent Pain 
in the Stomach, a racking Torture in the Bowels, Vomiting, 
unquenchable Thirſt, a Roughneſs 2nd Drynefs of the Tongue, 
| Fauces and Gullet, with Hiccoughs ; then follow moſt cruel 
Anxieties, Palpitation of the Heart; Faintings, Coldneſs of the 
Extremities; ſometimes black Vomits, and Stools with a fœtid, 
cadaverous Smell; a Gangrene and Mortification of the Sto- 
mach and Inteſtines, which uſher in Death. | | 

Milk is very uſeful againſt all corro/ive Poiſons, for it prevents 
the Coats of the Stomach from being wounded by the Saline Spi- 
cula, and, by it's ſoft, oleous Contexture, blunts their Acrimony ; 
and is a good Vehicle to bring them up by Vomit, I once pre- 
vented the Death of ten young Perſons, who had taken almoſt 
two Ounces among them all in Water- Gruel, which, in a ſhort 
Time, produced the higheſt Anxieties and corroding Tortuses, 
by Oil of SweetAlmonds and Milk. They took at leaſt ten Quarts 
apiece, which they vomited up again before the Reaching to 
Vomit ceaſed. 

A Perſon, who, by wearing a Quickſilver Girdle, became pa- 
ralytic in all Parts below the Waſte, was cured by Salivation. . 
But, in all Caſes where a Perſon is ſuſpected to have been poi- 

ſoned by ſwallowing any Subſtance of a corroſive Nature, = 
WI 
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with Milk for a Vehicle yields the moſt certain Relief; and even 
when acid mineral Spirits are taken by Miſtake, they will blunt 
or ſheathe the Acrimony ſooner than fixed Salts and teſtaceous 
Powder will change their Nature ; beſides, Sallad Oil is gene- 
rally at Hand in all Places, as well as Milk, and the ſooner it 
is given the leſs is the Danger. | | 

The moſt dangerous vegetable Poiſons are Wolf s-Bane, [the 
Aconitum magnum Flore purpureo of Ray; ] the deadly Night-ſhade, 
Henbane, and Datura; to which may be added, the Roots of 
Oenanthe Cicutæ facie, or Hemlock- Dropwort. Cicuta vulgaris, or 
common Hemlock, is fo far from being poiſonous, at leaſt in ſmall 
Quantities, that it has of late been found very efficacious in the 
Cure of ſeveral moſt obſtinate Diſorders. | ap" 
But Hemlock eaten inadvertently has produced Pains in the 
Stomach and Præcordia, with a Senſe of Pricking and Heat 
therein, attended with Giddineſs, the Vertigo, Epilepſy, and 
an Abolition of the Senſes, with a ſtrange Shaking, Writhing, 
and Diſtortion of the Body; univerſal Spaſms ; a Flux of 
Blood from the Ears; a Swelling as big as one's Fiſt at the Pit 
of the Stomach ; Hiccoughing ; fruitleſs Reaching to Vomit ; a 
Swelling of the Face and Abdomen; a Flux of green Froth 
from the Mouth after Death. ü 

H:ffman affirms, that Milk, in a large Quantity, is an univer- 
lal Remedy againſt all Poiſons that kill by Inflammation, and, 
if taken in Time, will prevent the direful Conſequences. . Alley 
thinks a Vomit with warm Water and Oil, taken in large 
Draughts, and often repeated, will be of great Service; as alſo 
warm Water with freſh Butter; Milk and Oil, or Milk and 
Butter : But as for fat Broths, which he alſo recommends, or 
any thing elſe which requires ſome Time for the Preparation, 
they only allow the Poiſon to take deeper Root, and therefore 
ought not to be waited for. If the above Things will not 
provoke the Patient to vomit, Oxymel of Squills, Salt of Vi- 
triol, or a Decoction of Tobacco may be uſed, as having a 
more immediate Effect. It is hardly ſafe to give even the moſt 
gentle Cathartic. | . 

The Stomach being thus emptied of all, or as much as poſ- 
lible, Recourſe muſt be had to generous Wine and Alexiphar- 
mics, ſuch as Venice-Treacle, Confeftio Alkermes, the Bezoardic 
Powder, &. When there is a Suſpicion that the Coats of the 
Stomach, or Inteſtines, are corroded or ulcerated, it will not 
be proper for the Patient to uſe Spices or Vinegar, nor to in- 
dulge in too much Wine, but to take a Decoction of Barley 
with Raiſins ; or a Decoction of China-Root, Saſlafras, 7 N 
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The fame Method is moſt likely to anſwer when any other 
deleterious Herb, or Root, has been eaten by Miſtake, though 
the particular Species ſhould not be known ; and Hoffman af- 
firms, that when the Patient has been ſtupiſied by Narcotict, 
the beſt Remedies are Vomits mixed with Oil, to facilitate the 
Operation. | | | 
Allen thinks the Nux Jomica muſt be fatal to Mankind, be- 
cauſe it will kill Dogs and Cats; but Lemery and Hoffman deny 
it. The latter obſerves, that bitter 4/[monds are fatal to Storks 
and Pigeons ; and even to Dogs and Cats, as well as the Nur 
Fanrica'; that the Cocculus Indicus inebriates Fiſh, and that a 
Spoonful or two of Spirit of Wine poured down the Throat of 
2 Cat is certain Death, and yet they produce no ſuch Effects in 
Men. Likewiſe that all the'deleterious or noxious Qualities of

SUFFUSTON, or Cataract, is an Obſtruction of the 
Pupil, by the Interpoſition of ſome opaque Subſtance, 
which diminiſhes or extinguiſhes the Sight: Some are thicker 
than others ; ſome are white, black, citron-coloured, or brown- 
Iſh. It is always contained between the Uvea and Sclerotica, 
where it ſometimes ſwims and fluctuates like a Bit of Lawn, in 
the aqueous Humour, and ſometimes it adheres cloſe to the Coats.

 STRABISMUS, commonly called. Squinting, is an un- 
equal Contraction of the Muſcles of the Eye, either from 
a Spaſm, an Epilepſy, or a Palſy, whereby the Axis of the Pupil 
is drawn towards the Noſe, Temples, Forehead, or Cheeks ; fo 
that the Perſon cannot behold an Object directly. Infants rea- 
dily contract this Diſtemper, ſometimes for Want of Care in the 
Nurſes, who place the Cradles in a wrong Poſition, with a regard 
to the Light. Children, likewiſe, while growing up, ſometimes 
fall into this Diſorder, either from ill Cuſtoms contracted in play- 
ing, or by looking on others who are affected with it. _ 
As Diſorder is very difficult to cure; therefore the utmoſt 
Care ſhould be taken to prevent it, and the Cradle ſhould be fo 
placed, as not to occaſion the Child to look awry. Æxineta con-

A Unguis of the Eye is a membraneous fleſhy Excreſcence, 
which generally firſt appears in the greater Angle of the 
Eye, and increaſes inſenſibly, till it expands ſomewhat like a; 
Wing over the cdnjunCtive Coat, between it and the Cuticle, 
reaching to the external Circle ot the Iris, and ſometimes far- 
ther, and covers the tranſparent Cornea in ſuch a manner, that 
it obſcures the Sight. It ſometimes, though but ſeldom, begins 
in the leſſer Angle.

It is diſtinguiſhed into three Sorts, the membranous, the fatty, 
and the varicous, Thoſe are moſt ſubje& to this Diſeaſe, who 
have been afflicted with Defluctions on the Eyes, Inflammations, 
or Sugillations. Sometimes a ſlight Fluxion of a ſharp. Humour; 
which, corroding the external Veſſels and Membranes of the 
Conjunctive, cauſes this Diſorder, but this is ſeldom. 

The Adipous, or fatty Unguis, never becomes malignant, but 
the membraneous and the varicous may, and eſpecially the lat- 
ter; and, when they become cancerous, the Cure is not to be 
attempted. A moderate recent Unguis is curable, or, at leaſt, 
it's Augmentation may be prevented : But, when it begins to 
cover the horny Coat, all Remedies are uſeleſs, for then the 
Hand of a Surgeon is the only Cure.

It is but flight when there is no De- 
fect in the Bulb of the Eye; when the Eye-lids ſwell and look 
red; when the Matter of the Fluxion is thick, and ſometimes 

lews the 'Eye-lids together in the Night; continuing in this 

State for ſome Time. | | 

Children are often aMicted with this Diſeaſe, particularly 
thoſe who have had a Scald-Head improperly cured ; who have 

Swellings in the Glands of the Neck or — the Ears, and 
then it cannot be cured until theſe Tumours are diſcuſſed. It 
ſometimes likewiſe ſucceeds the Small-Pox and Meaſles. 
The Seat of this Diſeaſe is in the Glands of the Eye, eſpeci- 
ally in thoſe called the Lachrymal Glands. 

This Diſeaſe may be certainly cured in the Beginning, by a 
plentiful Drinking the Infuſion of the Leaves of Veronica, in the 
Manner of Tea for ſome Time. When it is inveterate, the 
Patient muſt be very regular in his Diet, and muſt avoid every 
Thing ſalt, ſharp, acid, Wine, Strong Beer, and Drams. His 
common Drink may be a Decoction of Harts'-horn and Fennel- 
feeds, uſing warm Pediluvia at Night going to Bed. 

Externally a Grain of Vitriol may be mixed with unſalted 
Butter, to which a ſmall Portion of Sugar of Lead may be added, 
and put into the greater Corner of the Eye. This is a moſt uſe- 
ful Medicine. When the Lippitude is of the dry Kind, all acid 
Applications muſt be avoided, and the Eyes muſt be covered with 
a Poultice of white Bread and Milk, with a little Saffron mixed 
. with jt. The Succeſs of Setons and Iſſues is uncertain, but a 
perpetual Bliſter on the Nape of the Neck is of great Service. 
But it muſt be continued for a conſiderable Time. 

If an Epiphora has been of long Standing, it is difficult to be 
cured, and often degenerates into a Fi/lula Lachrymalis, Lapis 
Calaininat'is is a ſingular Medicine.

A WATER Y Eye, if it ariſes from the Weakneſs: of the 
Lachrymal Gland, it will be proper to uſe Strengtheners 
externally, as Spirit of Wine, Hungary Water, Spring Water, 
Fennel, or Valerian Water, wherewith the Parts adjoining are 
to be waſhed ; internally, the abounding Serum muſt be eau; 
ated or revulſed ; if it be very ſharp, it is to be corrected by 
Balſamics, and Medicines againſt Catarrhs, ſuch as Eſſence of 
Amber, and Decoction of the Woods: The Revulſion njuſt.be 
made by Bliſters and Iſſues.

1 E Fiſiula Lachrymalis is a Diſeaſe which attacks the great 
Caruncle in the inward Corner of the Eye, and ſtopping 
up the natural Paſſage of the Tears, forces them to run down 
the Cheek; but this is the firſt Degree of the Diſeaſe. The 
ſecond is, when Pus is mixed with the Tears, which proceeds, 
ſometimes, from an Opening in the Skin, between the Noſe 
and the great Corner of the Eye.

Whatever may be the Cauſe of this Diſorder, whether of the 
Small-Pox, or the French Diſeaſe, it always ſtops up the Naſal 
Conduit.

He introduces a ſmall Probe 
through the Lachrymal Punctum into the Lachrymal Sack, and 
ſo into the Noſe, in order to break the Concretions which ſtop 
up the Canal; and likewiſe he forces in an Injection by the other 
Lachrymal Point with a Syringe, in order to clear the Canal.

Diameter of the Orifice at the Handle is one Tenth of an Inch,

Many Authors (ay, they have ſometimes treated this Diſeaſe

If the Abſceſs is not open, a Time muſt be choſen when it i 
Fulleſt of Pus. For this Reaſon, the Eye of the Patient muſt be

Hoffman ſays, Deafneſs ſometimes ariſes from a Slackneſs of 
- the auditory Nerves, which often happens from too great a Hu- 
midity, which, if neglected, will terminate in a perpetual and 
incurable Deafneſs, and may be diſperſed, if taken in Time, by 
proper Cephalics and Sudorifics. Some, for this Purpoſe, r- 
commend equal Parts of Spirit of Lavender and Hungary Water, 
which ſhould be dropped warm into the Ear. Lindanus adviſes 
the Gall of an Eel mixed with Spirit of Wine ; and others, the 
Fumes of Sulphur conveyed into the Ear, with a Pipe or Fun- 
nel. But Regard muſt always be had to the Cauſe, if di- 
coverable. | 

Heifter informs us, that medicinal Waters, drank in the Sum- 
mer-time pretty largely, are the beſt Means as Preſervatives, and 
for curing Diſorders in the Ears, and that they often perform 

more than any other Remedies whatever, as he learned from 
his own Experience, becauſe he had ſtruggled with theſe Di- 
orders upwards of twenty Years.

The Cauſe of this Diſorder proceeds from the Lympha, and 
Maſs . of Blood, moſt commonly in the Winter-time, which 
hurts the Noſtrils ; at firſt it ariſes from a thin ſharp Humour, 
which excoriates the Parts, which, becoming more thick, almol 
ſtops the Noſtrils, and hinders Breathing. Sometimes it ariſes 
from Sternutatories too often taken, and from mineral Fumesj 
this is accompanied with Spitting, and a Cough. Sometime! 
the Effluvia, affecting the Noſtrils, have the Nature of a Fer 
ment, and become infectious. | 
As to the Prognoſtics, it is without Danger, unleſs the Lymph 
is exceedingly ſharp, and ulcerates the Noſtrils, and fo degenerates 
into an Ozæna, or ſordid Ulcer of the Noſtrils.

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With regard to the Cure, the Irritation is to be ſtopped in the 
Beginning, by joining Laxatives with Sudorifics, according to 
the Condition of the Patient, the Seaſon of the Year, and the 
reigning Diſeaſes.

A Coacervation of the Mucus may be evacuated by 
diſtilled Oil of Marjoram, Amber, and Aniſeed, mixed with 
Leaves of Marjoram, and made into Snuff; or, by a Sternu- 
tatory of calcined white Vitriol, twelve Grains of which ma 
de mixed with two Ounces of Marjoram-Water, and filtrated. 
If the Noſtrils are obſtructed, the Vapour of Vinegar upon hot 
lron will be profitable. If the Head is heavy and dull, the 
ertex ſhould be anointed with Balſam of Peru, which may be 
made ſtronger with Oil of Amber.

To preſerve the Fauces and Wind pipe, it is common to take

They ate 
generally rouzed by Shaking and Pulling, or by Volatile Medi- 
cines, which diſtinguiſhes'it from the Apoplexy. | 
There are twe Kinds; the one light, the other grievous. 
The flight Kind is attended with Paleneſs of the Face, diſturbed

Of the PALPITATION of the HEART, 

TH E Heart often palpitates ſo much as to be heard at a Di- 
ſtance, by the By-ſtanders, which they ſuppoſe to be an 
Affection of the Thorax. This may ſometimes happen from a 
violent Motion of the Body, chiefly when aſcending high Places, 
and principally in thoſe who are plethoric and hypochondriac, 
Sometimes it is cauſed by Fear or Dread, when the Blood is. 
forced too violently to the Heart. When it proceeds from vio-. 
lent Motion or Terror, and returns often, it cauſes a Kind of 
Polypus, as is evident from the Diſſection of thoſe Bodies wha 
have died of this Diſeaſe. Hence, almoſt a continual Palpita- 

uon 
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tion ariſes. Sometimes it proceeds from a bad Conformation of 


the Heart and the neighbouring Veſlels, ſuch as an Aneuriſm of 


the Aorta, when it becomes boney. HEeisT. | 
Others affirm, it ſometimes may be cauſed by Wounds in the 
Ventricles, or Abſceſſes in the Heart or from Wind, or a Diſ- 
order of the animal Spirits, inducing ſpaſmodic Affections. 

In the Beginning of the Cure, if the Patient is plethoric, or 
when uſual Bleedings have been ſtopped, it will be proper to 
bleed, by way of Preſervation, in the Spring and Autumn. 

Beſides this, ſaline, nitrous, and cinnabarine temperating Me- 
dicines are to be uſed, particularly Antiipaſmodics, to appeaſe 
the Motion of the Heart, and render the Blood more fluid.

All ſaponaceous Remedies are of great Ser- 
vice. | 
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HICCOUGH is a ſpaſmodic Aﬀe&Qion of the Sto- 
mach and Diaphragm, ariſing from a Thing that irritates 
and vellicates their nervous Coats. When it proceeds from a 
ſight Error in Diet, it will ſoon end ſpontaneouſly, or by drink- 
ing any thing which dilutes the acrid Matter. Sometimes it is 
of a more grievous Kind, and may proceed from a Hurt of the 
Stomach, Poiſon, an Inflammation of the Stomach, Inteſtines, 
Bladder, Diaphragm, or the reſt of the Viſcera. Sometimes, im- 
mediately before Death, -it may proceed from Gangrenes of the 
outward Parts. In acute Fevers, and chiefly the malignant, a 
Hiccough is frequent, and often fatal. 

When it happens in old or: weak Perſons, from a plentiful 
Meal, eſpecially from hard and flatulent Aliment, a Draught of 
generous Wine, or a Dram of any ſpirituous Liquor, will ge- 
nerally take it away. Likewiſe ſtomachic Powders mixed with 
Peruvian Bark, and taken in generous Wine, are profitable ; 2s 
alſo if it proceeds from Cold, or drinking cold Liquors. Some- 
times it will be proper to anoint the Belly with diſtilled ſtomachic 
Oils, or to apply a ſtomachic Plaiſter or Cataplaſm thereto. 

When it proceeds from other Cauſes, eſpecially from acid 
Humours in the Stomach, abſorbent and alkalious Medicines * 
are good, If it proceeds from an acute Fever, or an Inflamma- 
tion of the Stomach, it is a'dangerous Diſeaſe. However, dul- 
cifed Spirit of Nitre, joined to an Alexipharmic, and given often, 
is proper; a Dram or two of Diaſcordium, given in the Even- 
ing, may perform a Cure. If it proceeds from a Gangrene, 
or Mortification, it is generally incurable ; but Peruvian Bark, 
with Medicines againſt internal Inflammations, is molt likely to 


ſucceed. If a Poiſon is the Cauſe, plenty of Milk muſt lie 
taken with Oil, as has been already taught.

It ſeems to ariſe from a Defect of the Spirits; ſometimes 
from Terror, and ſometimes from a Plethora. Too much Drink- 
ing of Coffee will produce a Trembling in ſome Perſons, as 
plentiful Drinking and Surfeiting will in others. The Cure is 
difficult in all.

Trembling will ſometimes happen from great Paſſions of the 
Mind, eſpecially Anger; but this is accidental. Thoſe who dig 
in Mines, and work about Metals, are pretty often ſubje& to a 
Tremor.

Trembling is ſometimes dangerous, becauſe it degenerates 
into other nervous Diſtempers, as a Spaſm, Palſy, Lethargy, 
Apoplexy ; in old People it is incurable. ETMuLL. 
In the Cure, thoſe Things ſhould be avoided that promote 
the Diſeaſe, and the Patient ſhould drink Balm or Sage Tea, 
or a Diet-drink made with China Root, and the ſame Ingredients; 
or Peruvian Bark may be taken, with the Infuſion of Balm or 
Sage, or ſuccinated Spirits of Harts'-horn, twice or thrice in a 
Day, and in the Evening an antiſpaſmodic Powder may be taken, 
eſpecially if the Patient be hot, or uſes much Wine. 
Outwardly, the Neck and Spine of the Back may be rubbed 
with the Spirits of Ants, Earth-worms, and Sal Ammeniac, mixed 
together ; a fourth Part of the volatile Spirits will be ſufficient, 
or Opodeldoc may be uſed in their ſtead. 
If the Patient is plethoric, Bleeding is uſeful ; and, in old

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Of a Languor, Maraſmus, and Senile Vertigo. 


As this Languor and Impediment of Motion proceeds from 
a Defect of Spirits and — it is as much as poſſible 
to be increaſed and excited, by Analeptics, Stomachics, Cordials, 
Cephalics, and nervine Medicines. Pure, generous Wine, at 
Meals, is commonly called the Milk of old Perſons, which will 
be better if impregnated with grateful Aromatics; vinous Cin- 
namon Water is likewiſe uſeful, as well as that of Orange-peel, 
as alſo Waters of Balm and Orange-Flowers, with or without 
Comfeftio Alkermes, but they muſt be made with Wine; likewiſe 
Chocolate and Analeptic Jellies, poached Eggs, or Yolks of 
Eggs in Broth, together with the aromatic Species and Medi- 
cines of Amber and Muſk, not forgetting the Jeſuit's Bark, 
diſtilled Oils upon Sugar, or Hoffman's Balſam of Life. 
Externally, ſpirituous Waters may be applied to the Noftrils, 
Heart and Pulſes, ſuch as Hungary Water, Spirit of Lavender, 
or Spirit of Sal Ammoniac, impregnated with a cephalic Oil, like- 
wiſe the Sal Yolatile Olegſum. Some uſe cephalic Balſams, made 
of aromatic Oils. All theſe Things are good in a Vertigo of old 
Perſons, depending upon a Defect of Spirits, but not of the ſan- 
guineous ; the Patient muft ſhun, at the fame Time, all Care, 
intenſe Thinking, and ſevere Study, HetrsT.

Of STIFFNESS of the JOINTS, 


HEN a Joint is ſtiff, or has loſt it's Motion, it is called 
Anchyloſis, which, as far as poſſible, ought to be reſtored, 
This ſometimes proceeds from the Bones being broken, bruiſed, 
or wounded, eſpecially about the extreme Parts, .which being 
kept in one Poſture in order for Cure, the Synovia of the Joints 
become thick, and depraves or quite aboliſhes it's Motion; or 
it may ariſe from the bony Juice, proceeding from broken Bones, 
and inſinuating itſelf into the Joint. Hoffman ſays, Diſeaſes of 
the Joints ſometimes proceed from Spaſms of the Ligaments. 

If Difficulty ef Motion proceeds from long Reſt, it is to be 
treated with emollient and reſolving Fomentations, Ointments, 
Oils, and the hot Fat of Animals, often rubbed upon the Joints, 
at the ſame Time uſing a gentle Flexture till the Motion is gra- 
dually reſtored. If theſe will not do, then warm emollient Baths 
muſt be uſed, or hot Bath Waters, till the inſpiſſated Liquor is 
diflolyed, and the Motion as much as poſlible reſtored. When it 


proceeds 
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proceeds from the Juice of broken Bones, or the nodous Gort, 
it is generally incurable, if the former Remedies will not do. 
Mr. Morand has lately given us an Account, in the Memoirs 
of the Academy at Paris, of the Virtues of Pit-Coal, the Sub- 
Nance of which is is follows: 
Pit-Coal is a Kind of a = Bitumen, and abounds with a great 
Quantity of ſulphureous Particles, to which the Bath of St. 
. Amand in Flanders owes it's Qualities ; for all the adjacent Parts 
are alſo full of this Mineral; and the black Mud of the Bath 
itſelf, ſo efficacious in Diſeaſes of the Joints, is a Sort of ocular 
Demonſtration, from whence it's Colour procceds. 
However, I was willing to try by Experiments, whether my 
Conjecture was right or not. If it was, I coneJuded that an 
artificial Mud made with Powder of Coal and Water would per- 
form the ſame Cures. I therefore communicated my Sentiment 
to the Surgeons of the principal Hoſpitals of Flanders, and I had 
the Satisfaction to find the Event anſwer my Expectation. The 
Waters and Mud abovementioned have been greatly cried up in 
- Diſorders of the 2 Weakneſs of the Limbs, Palſies, Rheu- 
matiſms, the Hip-Gout, Swellings and Stiffneſs of the Joints. 
- But the moſt remarkable Quality of all is in relieving Contrac- 
tions of the Tendons and Nerves occaſioned by large Wounds. 
Mr. Giot, Surgeon to the Hoſpital at Liſſe, has lately ſent me 
an Account of two Cures of the like Diſorders by this artificial 
Mud, in the following Words: A young Woman, about 
« twenty Years of Age, had been incommoded for eight Months 
<« paſt with a Swelling, attended with acute Pains in the Joint 
« of her great Toe. She had tried the uſual topical Remedies 
cc to no manner of Purpoſe, when I adviſed her to make uſe of 


ce the artificial Mud; which ſhe did by putting her Foot in it 


« two Hours at a Time, for ſeventeen Days together, and was 
* cured.” © A Peaſant had a long while been afflicted with 
« an Anchyloſis, or Stiffneſs of the Joint of the Knee, with a 
« Fluxion, occaſioned by a Fall. I adviſed him to apply Ca- 
de taplaſms of the Mud of Pit-Coal to the Part, which he did, 
« and was cured in three Weeks Time.” 
Since I received the Caſes above, I made two Experiments 
myſelf with the ſame Succeſs ; the one was upon a Child, who 
had a Swelling with a Stiffneſs of the Joint of the Elbow, and 
a Fiſtula, which was the Conſequence of a Caries of the Bone. 
Tt was cured in a ſhort Time by the Help of this Mud. The 
other was upon a Man who was wounded in the Hand, which 
occaſioned a Stiffneſs of the Fingers, who was enabled to move 
tem in a ſhort Time by the Application of this Remedy.

h 5 HE Auorem is either an eſſential Diſeaſe, proceeding from 
a Fault in the Stomach, or elfe it is derived from other 
Diſeaſes, or is a Symptom thereof. When it is an original Diſ- 
eaſe, it generally proceeds from a hard Diet, and Greedineſs, 
whence crude and undigeſted Humours will ariſe, and prevent 
Digeſtion 3 which is often known from a Senſe of Weight in 
the Stomach, or from copious Wind, and Eructations of various 
Kinds, chiefly the nidorous and acid; or from a Nauſea and 
Retching to Vomit. In old Perſons, when the whole Body is 
feble, it may proceed from Want of Spirits, or the Fluids be- 
ing defective, or from a Debility of the contractile Force and 
Motions of the Stomach, whetce an univerſal Decay proceeds. 

This Diſorder is oftener a Symptom of other Diſeaſes, par- 
ticularly acute Inflammations, Aſthma, Dropſy, hypochon- 
iiac Paſſion, Melancholy, the Gout, Vomiting, or — 5 
or when the Humours are fo corrupt, and the Spirits ſo opprefled 
in malignant Diſeaſes, that the Faculty of Digeſtion is deprav- 
ed; or Nature may be ſo buſted in expelling another Diſeaſe, 
as to neglect this. In this Caſe it cannot be cured till the Diſ- 
eaſe itſelf is vanquiſhed. | 


In the ſpontaneous Anorexy, when the Stomach is loaded with 
Crudities, with a Retching to Vomit, a ſingle Emetic will often 
perform a Cure, joined to a ſtomachic Remedy. But, if there 
is no Retching, the Humours are to be incided and digeſted with 
bitrer Salts, ſuch as the Salts of bitter Herbs, Tartar Vitriolate, 
ircanum duplicatum, or the like, in Powger, taken from a Scruple 
to Half a Dram, ſeveral Times in a Day; Terra Foliata Tartari, 
diſſolved, to ſixty Drops or more; then the Cathartic may be

When the Stomach and Inteſtines are purged, bitter Elixirs

Hs ſays, there is 
nothing better than Mint, it's ſpirituous Water and diſtilled

In acute Fevers, eſpecially the malignant, epidemic, and ſpot- 
ted, there is generally a Nauſea and Retching to Vomit, for 
which Reaſons Emetics are good; likewiſe in the Dyſentery, 
eſpecially when it is epidemic, and rife in a Camp, Emetics are 
not only uſeful but neceſſary, with a lender Diet.

| on the other Hand, if it is deduced from a' cauſtic Matter in 
S i the Stomach, oily appealing Things, Aſſes Milk, an Infuſion 
of Camomile Flowers, Cream, with Abſorbents, are proper. It 
muſt be diſtinguiſhed from a painful Inflation of the Stomach, 
in which there is a Tumour like a Bladder under the falſe Ribs, 
chiefly on the left Side, and under the Pit of the Stomach ; but 
the Inflation is generally on the right Side, with great Difficulty 
of Breathing. This is common in Infants before they are wean= 
ed, but more ſo in Hypochondriacs, if they are too luxurious. 
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If it proceeds from the Remains of the Aliment grown ſharp 
whence Flatulencies ariſe, it generally gives way to Tea or Cof- 
fee alone, or a Decoction of Camomile Flowers, eſpecially mix- 
ed with Stomachics ; likewiſe Preparations of Fennel, Aniſe, 
- Orange-Peel, and other Carminatives are uſeful. As alſo a 
Dram of the Powder of Orange-Peel, or Camomile Flowers, 
with a few Grains of Saffron in an Ounce or two of Wine. 

When the Stomach -is too much filled with Aliment difficult 
of Digeſtion, or fat Things, a gentle Emetic will be neceflary, 
eſpecially if there is a Nauſea, or Retching to Vomit, after 
which, a ſufficient Quantity of warm Water muſt be drank, to 
waſh the Stomach ; this will be beſt promoted with a Decoction 
of Carduus Benedictus, or Half a Dram of Tartar Vitriolate, Salt 
of Wormwood, and the like, after which Stomachics muſt be 
given, 

In a very violent Cardialgia, from Congeſtions of Blood, Vo- 
mits are improper, but Bleeding neceſſary, with Antiſpaſmodics 1 
of Tartar- Vitriolate, Nitre, Cinnabar, Crabs' Eyes, and the 
like, in a proper Vehicle; as alſo Spirit of Harts'-horn mixed 0 
with Tincture of Tartar to fiſty or ſixty Drops. To theſe may

be added Emollient and Anodyne Clyſters, and a Bladder of hot \ 

Milk, with Camomile Flowers, applied to the Pit of the Stomach, 
When it proceeds from acute ſtomachic Fevers, Rhubarb is a 

convenient, or [pecacuanha in a moderate Dofe. If from Worms, c 


it muſt be treated with Medicines proper to kill them. 


Of FLATULENCIEs and ERUCTATIONS. 


HE Cauſe of theſe Diſorders is generally a weak Sto- 
mach, and crude flatulent Aliment, ſuch as Peaſe, Beans, 
Lentils, Coleworts, Turnips, Radiſhes, hard fat Fleſh, and the 
like ; which degenerate into Wind, ee great Anxiety, if 


not evacuated, and Difficulty of Breathing, HeisT. It is a Dil- 
order familiar to Hypochondriacs, and, the Stomach being ftrong- 
ly contracted, the Wind breaks out with Violence. Horr. 
Another Cauſe of Flatulencies are Congeſtions of Blood, in 
the Branches of the Vena Porta, whence proceed Anxieties of 
the Pracordia, difficult Breathing, cholic Pains, and the Cardia- 
gia, and, by Conſent of the Stomach with the Head, Pains in 
the Head, the Vertigo, and Watchfulneſs. 

If it ariſes from Crudities in the Stomach, Evacuations are

ORMS are various, with reſpect to their Shape and 

Magnitude, and have their Seat in the Stomach and In- 
teſtines. They differ according to the Places wherein they re- 
fide, The round are furniſhed with a Proboeſcis, and à Kind of 
crooked Claws, wherewith they ſometimes gnaw and tear the 
Membranes. If theſe lodge in the Stomach, their Bites are at- 
tended with an inexpreſtible Pain, Anxiety, Inquietude, Nauſea, 
and Flux of Spittle a fœtid Smell exhales from the Mouth, the 
Countenance is now pale, and then red; there is an Itching of 
the Noſtrils, with an Inclination to Vomit, and a dry and trou- 
bleſome Cough by Fits, and ſometimes Fainting. 94 

When they are contained in the Inteſtines, eſpecially the 
Illion, which they chiefly love, becauſe they cannot bear the 
Bitterneſs of the Bile, then they produce the following Symp- 
toms. The Belly is ſtrangely diſtended, eſpecially in Infants, 
and they ſeem to be afflicted with the Tympany, with now and 
then a Diarrhea, and the Fæces are of an Afh-colour, not un- 
like Cow-dung ; the upper Parts waſte away, inſomuch that the 
Bones are viſible, and yet the Appetite is great. The Face is 
—— pale and tumid, the Excrements ſeem to be full of 

ucumber- eed, or the like. 

Theſe Worms are called Lunbrici, which are found in this 
lnteſtine, becauſe they are generally broad and long, and roll 
themſelves up in a ſtrange Manner; they are not fo briſk as the 
round, and frequently produce a Cough, Fever, and pleuretic 
Pain of the Side, which, however, may be diſtinguiſhed: from 
thoſe Diſtempers, by a Pain under the falſe Ribs. 

The Signs of the Aſcarides are as follows: Their Seat is 
chiefly in the groſs Inteſtines, and they are moſt plentiful in the

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Rectum. They are like Book-worms, and are thrown out in 
large Quantities. They have many Things in common with 
the other Inſects, and produce Inflation of the Belly, Leanneſs, 
and a Nauſea; they are attended with a great Itching of the Anus, 
and cauſe fœtid Excrements. In ſome theſe Worms are larger 
than in others. Horr. gf Be. ; 
- Thesbroad Worm, called Tema, is like a narrow Tape two 
or three Ells long, or longer, divided through the whole Length 
with croſs ' Joints or Knots- Andry affirms, that there is on] 
one in the Body at a Time, and therefore is called Slum, 
Haguenot found one in the Stomach of a Cat, and in the Pro- 
denum; Geoffrey obſerved a Tema in a Tench above two Feet 
— and Allen ſays, he has ſeen one in a Dog above three 
cet. 
Heifter remarks, that there are other Kinds of InſeQs or 
Worms generated in a human Body, which Phyhicians have 
not placed in any particular Claſs, but have looked upon them 
as uncommon Productions. * | * 
The Greeks ealled the Remedies againſt Worms Anthelmintics 
the moſt approved of which are Aſa Fætida and Sngapenum, eſpe- 
cially if mixed with Purges, ſuch as Mercurius dulcis, and Extract 
of Rhubarb-in Pills ;' with this Caution, that, before and after the 
Uſe- of them, a few Spoontuls of Salad Oil, or Oil of Sweet 
Almonds, ſhould be "taken"; for all Things of that Kind are of 
great Ufe: The two Medicines above-mentioned drive out the 
Worms by their Smell. The Seeds of Cina, Santonicum, and 
Tanſey, are likewiſe uſeful, by reſiſting the putiedinous Collu- 
vies, and reſtoring the Tone of the Inteſtines. Hor. 
Some affirm, that Bitters are good Remedies, as the Tops of 
Wormwood, the leſſer Centaury, Scordium, and Flowers of Tan- 
ſey; likewiſe Peruvian Bark, and Eleutheria, in Beer or Wine, 
chiefly Canary, of which ſome Spoonfuls of the Infuſion or 
Decoction ſhould be taken every Day. Aloes, Myrrh, and Ca- 
rallina, are likewiſe powerful Medicines in a proper Vehicle, or 
with Honey, in the Form of an Electary. The freſh Juice of 
Water-Creſſes, taken every Morning for ſome Days, is likewiſe

To kill the Aſcarides, Chalybeates are good, and mercurial 
Purges, with Clyſters of a Decoction of Wormwood, Seeds of 
Cina, Myrrh, and Quickſilver; to which may be added, an 
Ounce and a Half or two Ounces of Oil of Wormwood made 
by Decoction. Or the Clyſter may be of Salad Oil, or Oil of 
Sweet Almonds, or Lindſeed alone, and injected often.

The Powder of Tin, ſays A//on, has been uſed many Ye 
as a Remedy againſt Worms, and particularly the flat Kind, 
which often elude the Force of other Medicines ; but the Suc- 
ceſs of this depends upon the proper Doſe, and then it will have 
remarkable Effects.

Small Fragments had been often brought away, and 
ſhe was far gone in an hectic Conſumption. This Powder 
brought away the reſt of the Tema, as I believe, for ſhe was 
troubled no more with it; but the Conſumption, continuing, at 
laſt carried her off. 

[ have often preſcribed it for the Gourd-Worm, and it never 
failed. A Man who had laboured under this Diſtemper for 
many Years, and had taken a great Variety of Medicines to no 
Purpoſe, was cured with this Powder in five Days.

Gentle Purges ſerve to take off the Slow- 
neſs from the Belly, to rouze the Spirits, and the languid Fibres 
of the Inteſtines ; ſuch as purging mineral Waters, purging 
Salts, Sal mirabile Glauberi, Epſom Salt, warm Water, and the 
common purging Potion ; as well as the lenitive Electary. 

If Coftivenets proceeds from hard Fæces, a moiſtening flip- 
pery Diet, of Plumbs, Cherries, or ſcalded Apples, with or with- 
out Raiſins ; eſpecially Coffee drank with Milk, emollient fapo- 
naceous Clyſters, and the Things above-mentioned are proper. 

Heffman fays, an obſtinate Coſtiveneſs is generally owing to

Of Difficulty or Suppreſſion of URINE. 

D IFFICULTY of Urine ariſes generally from a Stone, 
from an Inflammation of the Kidneys, or the Neck of 
the Bladder. In ſanguine Perſons, it may proceed from the Sup- 
preflion of ſome uſual Hemorrhage, or from the Blind Piles ; or 
there may be a Congeſtion of Blood, in the ſpungy or caver- 
nous Part of the Urethra, which may be ſo diſtended and inflated, 
as not to tranſmit the Urine, or at leaſt with great Difficulty. 
In ſome it may be owing to a Spaſm of the Neck of the Blad- 
der, or to ſharp Urine ; in others to a Palſy of the Bladder ; or 
a Caruncle of the Urethra; or from a Tumour, Abſceſs, or Ul- 
cer in the proſtate Gland; or from it's being too large, or in- 
durated, as often happens. Likewiſe in bloody Urine it is not 
ſeldom ſuppreſſed, at leaſt it is expelled with great Pain and 
Trouble, which proceeds from a Concretion of Blood. Etmul- 
kr affirms, that a Dyſury is generally occaſioned from the Want 

of Mucus of the urinary Paſſage, or it's being worn off. 
As the Cauſes of an Iſchury are various, they ought to be 
carefully diſtinguiſhed from each other. When it proceeds from 
an Inflammation of the Kidneys, the Pain and Heat are princi- 
pally in that Region, attended with a Fever ; if from a Stone 
in the Kidneys, it is accompanied with Vomiting; if from a 
Stone in the Bladder, there is a violent Pain in- the Bladder, 
which is extended to the very Extremity of the Urethra; a Mu- 


cus or Pus is excreted with pale Urine, and, upon proper Exa- 


mination, the Stone may be felt; but the moſt certain Sign is 
ſearching the Bladder with a Catheter. , When this Diſorder 
ariſes from a Stone in the Urethra, it may be eaſily felt, If from 
an Inflammation of the Neck of the Bladder, there is a Tumour 
and Pain in the Perinæum, as often as the Place is touched; but 
it may be beſt perceived by thruſting the Finger into the Anus, 
and turning it up towards the Bladder ; for a Tumour will be 
perceived by the Phyſician, and by the Patient, a burning-and 
preſſing Pain; and, when a Catheter is introduced into the Vre- 
tbra, an Impediment will be felt near the Neck of the W

which will hinder it from proceeding further. To theſe Signs 
may be added, when the Diſorder is great, a Teneſmus, Coldneſ 
of the extreme Parts, Vomiting, and a febrile Pulſe. When 


the cavernous Subſtance of the Urethra is too much diſtended 
with Blood, and the Urine is ſuppreſſed, a Silver Pipe cannot 
be admitted into the Urethra, eſpecially if the Patient abounds 
with Blood. When there is a Spaſm in the Neck of the Blad- 
der, it appears from the Cauſes aforeſaid, and likewiſe the Patient 
perceives a ſpaſmodic Conſtriction about the Neck of the Blad- 
der, and a Catheter will pafs thereto, but no farther ; and there 
are no Signs of a Stone in the Uretbra, or Bladder. | 
If the Urine is ſharp, and produces a Spafm, we may diſcover 
it from it's being very ſtinking, eſpecially if the Patient is old 
or ſcorbutic ; and there are many ſaline Particles in the Urine 
like Lime. When there is a Caruncle in the Neck of the Blad- 
der, it may be known from the Signs mentioned in the Eus 
Fenerea, where the Cure is treated of, An Abſceſs in the pro- 
ſtate Gland often is miſtaken for a Caruncle. When a Scirrhr 
of the proſtate Gland is the Cauſe of a Suppreſſion, there is a 
hard or indolent T'umour in the Perinæum, or at leaſt the Pain 
1s not very great. ; „ 

When the urinary Paſſages are obſtructed by ſolid Bodies, 
that is, the Pelvis of the Kidneys, the Ureters, or the Neck of 
the Bladder, or the Urethra, from a Stone contained therein; if 
it be ſmall, the Diuretics wilt be proper, which are mentioned in 
a Fit of the Gravel or Stone; to which may be added a Decoc- 
tion of Eringo Root and Epſem Salt, or Selters Waters, taken 
often therewith. If the Stone is large, and cannot be ex- 
creted by this Means, ' ſtrong Diuretics are highly hurtful, and 
it muſt be cured by Section. But if the Patient is too weak, 
or too old, and cannot undergo the Operation, the Stone, if poſ- 
fible, muſt be driven back; and the Pains muſt be appeaſed with 
Antiſpaſmodics internally, and with Lenients, lubricant and oily 
Medicines, as well as gentleAnodynes : Externally with emollient 
Clyfters, Ointments, Liniments, and Baths. If the Pains are 
violent, lenient Injections may be thrown up into the Bladder, 
of Salad, Linſeed, and white Poppy Oil, or Oil of ſweet Almonds, 
or a Decoction of LinfeeC, or Roots of Mallows in Milk, with 
the Addition of a little freſh Butter. This done, the Patient 
muſt have Recourſe to Lime- Mater. 

If the Urine is ſuppreſſed from an Inflammation of the Kid- 
neys, or Bladder, Diuretics are pernicious, and mineral Waters 
not ſafe; but rather refrigerating nitrous Remedies, neutral 
Salts, Crabs Eyes, Tartar Vitriolate may be given, with a Grain 
of Camphire in every Doſe; to render them more efficacious, 
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Of Difficulty or Suppreſſion of URI XX. 205 
they may be joined to a Decoction or Infuſion of Parſley-Roots, 
Eringo Tea, Ground- Ivy, or the like; likewiſe Emulſions of 
the four cold Seeds, with Crabs' Eyes, Calx of Antimony, and 
Nitre, or Seeds of Violets, which are laxative, and gent y diu- 
retic ; to theſe may be added Fomentations, and a Bladder filled 
with hot Milk or Water, or emollient and reſolvent Cataplaſms, 
and applied to the Region of the Kidneys or Bladder, or Peri- 
neum, according to the Place of the Inflammation, as well as 
Baths of the ſame Kind; but, above all, Bleeding is neceſſary, 
eſpecially in the Plethoric, and the N of uſual Hæmor- 
chages. In the mean while Aperients and Reſolvents muſt be 
giren, ſuch as Powder of Crabs' Eyes, Arcanum Duplicatum, Tar- 
tar Vitriolate, and Nitre ; as alſo Terra foliata Tartari, or medi- 
cinal Waters, with bitter cathartic Salts, given now and then, 
not forgetting balſamic Pills, chiefly in Women, 

When the ſpungy Subſtance of the Urethra is ſwelled with 
Blood, and, as it were, inflated, a copious Bleeding is the prin- 
cipal Remedy; to which may be added, the Bougie before treat- 
ed of. | 
When a Spaſm affects the Neck of the Bladder, it muſt be 
treated with temperating and antiſpaſmodic Powders, diuretic 
Waters and Infuſions, with Emulſions, or lenient Oils, now and 
then, ſuch as Salad Oil, Oils of ſweet Almonds, Poppy, or Lin- 
ſeed ; externally Cataplaſms, Ointments, Clyſters, and Baths, 
of the emollent and demulcent Kind, with gentle Opiates, if the 
Diſeaſe requires them. | 

If the Spaſm procceds from ſharp Urine, from the Scurvy, or 
otherwiſe, it muſt be treated with gentle Purges and Diaphore- 
ties, and Abſorbents, ſuch as Crabs Eyes, Mother of Pearl, pre- 
pared Chalk, Calx of Antimony and Amber; with lenient De- 
coctions of China Root, Sar ſaparilla, or Mallows, with Emul- 
ſions and demulcent Oils; to which may be added, Syrup of 
Marſh-Mallows; when the Pains are violent, they muſt be ap- 
peaſed with moderate Opiates; together with the Ointment, 
Cataplaſms, Clyſters, and Baths, before - mentioned. 

If the Diſeaſe proceeds from the Palſy, as ſometimes happens 
in old Perſons, wherein there is no Pain; the Belly and Peri- 
næum muſt be treated with Frictions andFomentations of ſtrength- 
cning nervine and ſpirituous Remedies, with Cataplaſms of 
Onions, and other Stimulators applied to the Bladder ; with 
Clyſters of the ſame Sort of Herbs, eſpecially the Nervine, not 
neglecting antiparalytic and ſtrengthening Remedies, given in- 
wardly with generous Wine. When the Urine is very urgent, 
it muſt be evacuated with a Catheter, which muſt be repeated 
as often as Occaſion requires, till the Bladder recovers it's Tone, 
Which I have known happen in a few Weeks. If 
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If the Difficulty proceeds from Blood remaining in the Blad- 
der, or it's Neck, the Concretion is to be reſolved and expelled 
with warm Infuſions of digeſtive Herbs drank like Tea, ſuch as 
Ground-Ivy, Arnica, Chervil or Veronica; with TinQure of 
Tartar, or L. dor of the Terra foliata of Tartar, with digeſtive 
Powder of Crabs* Eyes, faturated with the Juice of Oranges or 
Lemons. Sperma Ceti, Tartar Vitriolate, Nitre and Cinnabar; 
to which may be added the Water of Chervil or Parſley ; with 
roaſted Onions applied hot to the Region of the Pubes, Peri. 
neum, or Cataplaſms of Wheat-Flour boiled in Milk, with But- 
ter and à little Saffron, or with white Lily Roots, Mallows, 
Marſh-Mallows, or Camomile Flowers applied to relax the 
Spaſm of the Neck of the Rladder ; or with a Bladder of hot 
Milk, in which Camomile Flowers have been boiled; with emol- 
lient and reſolvent Clyſters of Camomile Flowers boiled in Milk, 
with Oi! or freſh Butter : But if all theſe fail, a Catheter is to be 
introduced into the Neck of the Bladder, to break the Concre- 
tion, and evacuate the Urine. 

When there is an Ulcer in the Bladder, which will appear 
from purulent and fœtid Urine, with a moſt violent Pain in the 
Bladder, as if a Stone was contained therein; all ſharp and ſti- 
mulating Things muſt be avoided, and the Infuſions of vulnerary 
abſorbent Roots and Herbs muſt be given, with Mucilages and 
ſoft Balſamics, eſpecially Balſam of Mecca, Tolu, &c. with z 
moderate Uſe of Quickſilver, eſpecially if the Caſe is Venereal, 
Then mineral Waters may be drank, either alone or with warm 
Milk, for ſeveral Weeks, or the hot Bath Waters: To theſe 
may be added, Injections of a Decoction of the traumatic Herbs, 
ſuch as Agrimony, St. Fobn's Wort, Plantane, or Yarrow ; or, 
in their Stead, Milk with Syrup of Marſh-Mallows, or freſh 
Butter, or Oil of 1 Wort. 

If there is a Difficulty of Urine in pregnant Women towards 
the laſt Months, Diuretics muſt be ſhunned. The beſt Remedy 
in this Caſe is to caſe the Preſſure upon the Part, but, if that 
will not do, to uſe a Catheter. 

Laſtly, if it proceeds from a Swelling of the proſtate Gland, 
or it is become ſchirrous, it muſt be treated as ſuch, as will be 
hereafter taught. 

But if theſe Remedies will not do, the Bladder muſt be pierced 
with a Trochar, which is called the PunQure of the Perinæum; 
and, when the Perforation is made, the Water muſt be evacuated, 
as in the Dropſy-: The Inſtrument muſt be left in the Wound, 
and be faſtened in ſuch a Manner that it does not fall out, that 
ſo the Urine may be made as often as there is Occaſion ; It is 
à troubleſome Operation, but the only one left.

The Remedies for indurated Glands are Emollients and Dif. 
folvents ; ſuch as the Infuſions and Decoctions of reſolving 
Roots, Woods, and Herbs, taken twice or thrice in a Day; 
for Inſtance, the Roots of Sarſaparilla, with Guaiacum; as alſo 
the Bark of Guaiacum, China, and Saſſafras Root; or of the 
Roots of Scrophularia, or Vincetoxicum. Likewiſe a Decoction of 
Guaiacum with Liquoriſh Root, with the Infuſion and Decoction 
of Roſemary with Sugar. | | 

Beſides theſe, ſuch Powders as attenuate the viſcid Blood, 
ſuch as the Puluis ad Strumas, of the Auguſſan Diſpenfatory ; to 
which may be added a Grain of Cinnabar, or Mercurius Dulcis, 
Likewiſe the crade Powder of Antimony, eſpecially with 4 
Grain of Mercurius Dulcis in every Doſe, which is very uſeful 
in diſſolving the Glands in the Neck of Boys.

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Of EX CESSIVE SWEATING. 


GE ATING is rarely a Diſeaſe of itſelf, but the Effect 
or Symptom of ſome other : Sometimes a copious Sweat is 
2 — critical Excretion, which frees the Body from any 
noxious Humours, or at leaſt from theſe that are ſuperfluous, as 
in Catarrhs, Fevers, and other Diſorders: When it is a Symp- 
tom, which debilitates the Patient exceſſively, as in Hecties, 
Conſumptions, in ſome malignant and other F evers, it is then 
ſaid to be colliquative. 

When Sweating ariſes from too great Plenty of Humours, it 
is not to be ſtopped; for I have known many who have ſweated 
greatly in a Morning in Bed, without any Harm, and without 
honcning their Lives, and who were always difordered when it 
ceaſed. Therefore it ſhould never be ſtopped, by taking off the 
Bed-cloaths, nor by Cold, nor by aftringent Medicines, nor by 
Opiates ; but, if it be troubleſome or prejudicial, the Patient 
muſt riſe early in the Morning, and go into the cool Air, uſing 
2 ſparing Diet and Laxatives, that the Courſe of the Humours 
may be turned another Way; for the Increaſing of one Evacua- 
tion leſſens another, for which Reaſon the Diuretics are uſeful. 

The exceſſive Sweating of hectic and conſumptive Patients 
is never ſalutary, but renders them weak, wherefore it is a 
Symptom, and never ceaſes till the Diſeaſe is cured. Never- 
theleſs it may be diminiſhed by light Covering, attemperating 
Powder of Crabs' Eyes with Nitre, taken in the Evening ; and 
it will be proper to add a Grain or two of Storax Pills, with a 
ſuficient Quantity of Whey, or Butter-Milk, or an Emulſion : 
But the beſt Remedy of all is the Peruvian Bart. If it will 
not yield to theſe, and a Flux of the Belly ſupervenes, it is all 
over with the Patient. | 

The copious Sweats at the End of intermitting Fevers, as 
alſo in the Criſis of Fevers, are beneficial, and ought to be pro- 
moted by lying quietly in Bed, with a ſufficient Quantity of a 
proper Fluid, and diaphoretic Potions. 

When the Patient ſweats much after the Cure of a Fever, he 
ſhould drink Bitters twice or thrice in a Day, with a fourth Part 
of the Tincture of the Bark, and at Night a Scruple of the aro- 
matic Species, with a Grain or two of Storax Pills. 

Copious Sweats, eſpecially if cold, ſupervening to acute, or 
malignant Fevers, or to Inflammations of the Viſcera and inter- 
nal Parts, or to a Gangrene and Mortifications, are generally 
Foretunners of Death, which is likely to happen in a ſhort Time. 
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1 we have already treated of the Cure of ſome 
4 particular cutaneous Diſorders, yet it. will not be improper 
to give a general [dea thereof, and the Method of treating them, 
which ſhall chiefly be extracted from the judicious Hoffman. 

Diſeaſes of the Skin, whether of the exanthematous, puſtulons, 
or itchy Kind, ariſe from an impure and acrid Serum, ſtagnating 
between the Vaſa Exhalantia and the nervous and tendinous ſmall 
Fibres of the Skin, which are by this Means corroded. They 
are differently denominated, from the various Degrees of Acri- 
mony in the — by which they are produced. Thus there 
is a moiſt or dry, virulent, malignant, or venereal Iich; a Pſera, 
a Serpigo, a Leproſy, an Impetigo, an Elephantiaſis, an Herpes Mili- 
aris or Exedens, a Tinea Capitis, and a Gutta Roſacea." 

The mildeſt is the benign Iteb, whether it be moiſt or dry. The 
moitt generally attacks Infants, and Children of fanguineo-phleg- 
matic Conſtitutions ; the Puſtules are turgid, with a ſanious pu- 
rulent Matter; whereas the dry Iich principally ſeizes Perſons 
who are lean and old, of a melancholy and choleric Tempera- 
ment; in theſe the Puſtules are ſmaller, with a ſerous Ichor, 
which, by irritating the Fibres of the Nerves, under the Cuticula, 
produces an intolerable Itching and Heat, | 
The dry, ſcaly, and cou/ty Itch, after the Cuticle is abraded, 
leaves bloody Spots on the Skin, and is called an Inpetigo or 
Tetter. Theſe chiefly aſſault ſcorbutic and cacochymic Patients, 
and is called a leprous Pera, when it ariſes to a very great 
Height; the worſt Kind affects the Head, and the whole Body 
is covered with a Cruſt. And the Skin, being ulcerated, dil- 
charges a ſerous, corroſive Sanies of an highly fetid Smell; the 
Appetite is ſharp, and the Thirſt inſatiable. 

When an Jmpetigo ſucceeds the venereal Diſeaſe, it affects the 
whole Body, chiefly the Face, with Nodes and 1 epi. This is 
called a venereal Impetigo. | 

The Serpigo, or Herpes Miliaris, whoſe Puſtules reſemb'e 
Millet-Seed, only affects particular Parts, as the Legs, Hands, 
'F highs, Scrotum, and Perinæum, on which ariſe itchy Puſtules, 
without Moiſture, which fall of in Scales, but return again. 
This ſometimes affeAs the Head. To this may be referred the 
$curf familiar to old Men, which, though without Puſtules, 
cauſes a frequent Scratching. The Herpes ſometimes attacks 
the Pubes, Scrotum, and even the End of the Inteſlinum Rectum, 
eſpecially when the bleeding Piles begin to ceale. 
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The Herpes Exedens, called by Celſus the Ignis Sacer, is not un- 


like an ulcerated Ery/ipelas, and corrodes the whole Skin with an 
Ulcer; and ſeparates into Scales, ſometimes thick, and ſome- 
times thin, chiefly about the hairy Scalp ; and, when it diſap- 
pears, it leaves hard Tumours behind. „ ; 
When a malignant Herpes ſeizes the Breaſt and Precordia, and 
incircles the Body like a Belt of an Hand's-Breadth, it is called 
Zona Ignea, or the Shingles. It may ariſe from improbable 
Cauſes ; for an Ulcer of the Leg, ill cured, has produced it. 
The crufly and ſcaly Itch, which ſeizes the Legs, is called by 
ſome the Elephantiaſs, Theſe are ſwelled, and full of Cruſts, 
which, being abraded, leave itching and vellicating reddiſh 
Spots; whence a thick Humour being diſcharged, it forms freſh 
Cruſts and Scales. ” ae : IEF 
But the true Lepra of the Arabians, or the Elephantiaſis of the 
Greeks, is much more loathſome : It is a chronical Diſeaſe which 
affects the whole Body, even the Bones, and the Skin is covered 
with Spots and Tumours, which, from being red, at laſt turn 
black. The Body falls away. while the Face, Legs, and Feet 
are enormouſly ſwelled, hen the Diſeaſe is inveterate, the 
Fingers and Toes are hid in tie Tumour, and a light Fever, 
ariſing, carries the Patient off. ; 3 
The Itch and Leproſy diffet greatly from the white ſordid Ul- 
cers, which appear principally on the muſcular Parts, as the 
Back, Arms, Legs, Thighs, and Loins, diſcharging a putrid 
Sanies ; ſometimes Wome lodge in theſe Ulcers, which are 
hard to be extirpated. 1 "RE" 
Theſe Diſorders are generally contagious, eſpecially by the 
Skins of Animals, and woollen Cloaths. | | 
The Seat of Diſeaſes of the Skin is the Membrana Adipoſa, 
from whence the impure Matter cannot freely tranſpire, but be- 
comes acrid, and corrodes, irritates, and inflames the cutaneous 
Fibres, producing various Puſtules and Papule ; hence fat Per- 
ſons are more afflicted thereby than the lean. This Membrane 
probably contains the Fomes of the Small-Pox, Meaſles, miliary 
Fever, Lues Venerea, and the like. WMS; 2. Rs, 
Infants and Children are moſt liable to theſe Diſorders ; and 
it is a vulgar Error to ſuppoſe that Achores, the Tinea Capitis, and 
Itch, preſerve Children from the Small-Pox and Meaſles ; for 
many, after the Cure, fall into the confluent Small-Pox, and 
malignant Meaſles ; whence it is evident, that every puſtulous 
Diſorder has a peculiar Quality lodged in the Fat, ! 
The different Ages of. Patients diſcover a Reaſon why cuta- 
neous Diſorders appear in ſome Parts, and not in others. Thus 
Infants and Children ate ſubject 1 Favi, Achores, a Tinea Capi-

and Cruſts. Choleric Perſons, and thoſe of a more compact 
Habit, and the old, are more ſubject to a dry Iich, and Pimples 
and Puſtules, with little or no Moiſture. 

The Viſcidity and acrid Quality of the Matter producin 
_ theſe Puſtules is apparent from the EBhod, which, in theſe Dif 
orders is viſcid, and, as it were, condenſed into a Cragulum, inſo- 
much that it can hardly be ſeparated. 

Beſides the peculiar State of the Body in thefe Diſorders, there 
are many concurrent Cauſes, ſuch as the Suppreſſion of uſuat 
Bleedings, whether natural or artificial, eſpecially if the Patient 
is luxurious. Another Cauſe is the Impurities proceeding from 
2 Suppreſſion of Perſpiration, by a cold, moiſt, vapid, and un- 
wholeſome Air. For this Reaſon, thoſe who dwell in low and 
moiſt Houſes, Marſhes, Places ſubje& to Inundations, Priſons, 
Northern Countries, are moſt ſubjet to theſe Diſorders. To 
theſe may be added ſudden Changes of Air, Food, Water, and 
other Liquors. 

To theſe we may join bad Digeſtion, voracious Eating, in- 
congruous Food, Smoke-dried Fleſh, Salt Bacon and Pork, fat 
Aliments, crude Summer Fruits, Pulfe, acid Wines, Malt Li- 
quors, and-impure Waters. By theſe Means ſalt, viſcid, and 
acrid Crudities are generated in the Prime Vie, and conveyed 
into the Blood. Paſſions of the Mind, and ſedentary idle Lives, 
contribute thereto. | 

Thus Weavers and Taylors are ſubject to a loathſome Itch, 
with a pale Complexion, and tumid State of Body. 

The Progn/tics of theſe Diſeaſes are various. An Iich, when 
caught, is more eaſily cured than others. The moiſt Itch is ge- 
nerally more mild than the dry ; all cutaneous Diſorders, when 
recent, are more eaſily cured than the inveterate, and in the

The Complexion appears a 
little ſublivid or greeniſh, with a red or dark Circle under the 
Eyes ; the Face is bloated, the Eyelids and Ancles are apt to 
ſwell ; the whole Body is heavy and dull; there is a tenſive 
Laſſitude of the Legs and Feet, Difficulty of Breathing, Palpi- 
tation of the Heart, Pain of the Head, a feveriſh Pulte a 
Drowſineſs, a Pica, or Deſire of eating unfit Things, ſuch 
as Coals, Chalk, c. and a Suppreſſion of the Menſes. The 
Clavus Hyſtericus often attacks Patients in the Height of this 
Diſorder.

generates more Blood than can be conveniently contained

[The Ancients aſcribed the periodical Return of this Flux to 
the Influence of the Moon, but, becauſe in this Age few will be- 
lieve what they cannot explain, this Opinion is not entertained'by 
the Generality of Phyſicians. This Humour of denying every 
Thing not well underſtood prevailed ſo much after the Explod- 
ing of occult Qualities, that ſome took upon them to-diſprove that 
there is any Connexion between the Tides and that Planet. 
But this Infatuation was removed from among the Favourers of 
the Newtonian Philoſophy, as ſoon as Sir Iſaac had ſhewn that it 
was in Conformity to mechanical Laws, in conſequence of the 
Lunar Attraction; but what this Attraction is, we are as much 
at a Loſs to comprehend as ever. Many, who have been' very- 
unwilling to allow the Moon any Influence at all, have been 
forced to ſubmit to Facts, which, in ſome Caſes, are ſo glaring 

f \ that 
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that they are undeniable : Among theſe is Junker *, who, ſpeak. 
ing of the procataretic Cauſes of Convulſions, among other Things 
mentiogs the Lunar Phaſes, acknowledging, at the ſame Time, 
that the Manner by which it is done continues a Secret hitherto, 
Feind affirms, that the Moon is out of the Queſtion in this Affait 
of the Menſes, becauſe, ſays he, if it were otherwiſe, all Women 
of the ſame Country, Age, and Conſtitution, would have this 
» periodical Flux at 4. ſame Time. Admitting the Argument 
to bold — yt it proves nothing, as the preciſe Conſtitution 
of different Women is unknown to any Phyſician; for it is im- 
poſſible for him to prove that the Conſtitutions of any two are 
exactly alike, and, which ought to have been added, that they 
obſerve a Regimen exactly the ſame. The moſt barbarous Na- 
tions are perſuaded of the Moon's Influence in this Caſe, and 
it ought not to be rejected, becauſe we are ignorant how it is 
performed. That Oyfters and Muſcles are more fat and plump 
at the full than the new Meon, I can aſſert upon my own Expe- 
rience. This Fact has been often obſerved in different Ages, 
and Hughes, in his Natural Hiſtory of Barbadves, has taken No- 
tice of the ſame; but how it is done is impoſſible for us to ex- 
plain. Many have been the Diſputes about the Cy:iſes in Fever;; 
but this Debate would ſoon be brought to an Iſſue, if Nature wa 
itted to remain undiſturbed by incongruous Medicines, and, 
inſtead of reckoning the Periods of them by the Days, Practition- 
ers would take Notice of the Motion of the Moon, which is ſome- 
times quicker, and ſometimes flower.

From this Diſorder proceed Want of Appetite, the Pica and 
Malacia, or a depraved Appetite, If it is habitual and obſtinate,

It is not 
ſo dangerous when the Uterus is not infarcted, or when there is 
no other Symptom of the Menſes.

I ſhould have obſerved that Miruc does not detive the Menſes 
from a general, but a particular Plethora of the uterine Veſſels, 
whence twice the Quantity of Blood, taken away by Veneſection, 
will not give ſo much Relief, nor check the Violence of the 
Symptoms ſo well as the ordinary Quantity by the Veſſels of 
the Uterus. Hence impoveriſhed Conſtitutions may have regular 
Menſes with little or no Plethera.

Of the immoderate Flux of the MensEs, er utetitie Hæmorrhage. 


1 large Flux of Blood from the Uterzs is not to be 
eſteemed noxious, but ſuch only as are attended with Loſs 
of Strength, which brings on other Symptoms, as Want of 
Appetite, Crudities from Indigeftion, a Senſation of Weight neat 
the Region of the Stomach, an il] Colour in the Face, a lan- 
guid Pulſe, often with a gentle Heat; an œdematous Swelling 
of the Feet, and a diſturbed Sleep without Refreſhinent. 
Sometimes the Menſes flow in too great Plenty, and with Im- 
petuoſity at the uſual Period ; ſometimes twice or oftener in a 
Month ; ſometimes again they continue ſeveral Days longet 
than ordinary. | 0 
This Flux ſometimes confifts of thin florid Blood, which hap- 
pens chiefly in Abortions, and from a Retention of Pieces of the 
Secundines, which keep the Mouths of the Veſſels open. Some- 
times coagulated and clotted Maſles like Fleſh come away with 
the Blood, of the Size of an Egg, ariſing from a Stoppage of 
the Menſes for two or three Months. At other Times the 
. Q Blood 
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Blood is grumous, coagulated and black, generally on the firſt 
Days of Child-bed, in ſlender and plethoric Subjects. When 
the Patient is cachectic, and the Flux continues long, it is 
thin, watery and mucid. In the ſcorbutic it is corrupt and 


fcetid, with Acrimony and Pain. In the younger Sort before 


Child-bearing, if the Evacuation be immoderate, it is cem- 
monly followed by a Fluor Albus, or the Dripping of a white, 
impure, mucid Matter. 

The Cauſe may be referred to a copious and impetuous Aux 
of Blood to the Uterus, and an unequal and impeded Reflux by 
the Veins ; which diſtending and relaxing the uterine Veſſels, 
make the Orifices too wide, or rend and corrode them, by which 
the Blood flows too freely. This may happen from a Plethora, 
or when there has been a long Suppreſſion, or an Abortion, or a 
difficult Labour. It generally happens to Women about the 
fiftieth Year, when the Menſes are going to leave them, and not 
always without Danger. It ſometimes happens to Women up- 
grow of ſixty, which, if attended with a flow Fever, haſtens 

cath, 

The concomitant Signs are generally theſe: A Tenſion and 
Inflation of the Hypochondria, a heavy preſſing Pain about the 
Loins, ſometimes with a Chillneſs ; a Coldnef: of the Extremi- 
ties; a Sinking of the Veſlels ; a Paleneſs of the Face; a quick 
Pulſe, with an internal Heat; a Coſtiveneſs, and little Urine; 
all which ſhew there is not only a Debility and Laxity of the 
Uterus, but ſpaſmodic Strictures of the vaſculous and nervous Parts, 
which force the Blood to the Uterus. Hence the Reaſon is evi- 
dent, why hy/eric Women, and thoſe of tender Conſtitutions, 
are moſt liable to this Diſorder. 

If the Body is cacochymic or ſcorbutic, or full of bad Humours, 
or infected with the Venereal Diſeaſe ; when the Viſcera are un- 
ſound, and the Liver, Spleen, and meſeraic Vems are ſtuffed with 
thick Blood, the Caſe is dangerous and troubleſome ; for the 
Fault of the Fluids and Cachexy continually increaſe : Beſides, 
the more the Strength is weakened, the more the Stomach and 
Digeſtion are hurt ; the Blood is depraved, and the Excretions 
diſturbed and leſſened. When this happens to Women in the 
Caſe of a dead Child, their Lives are in great Danger, and no- 
thing but ſpeedy Aſſiſtance from a Man-midwife can ſave them. 
The Caſe is alſo dangerous when the Secundines are violently ex- 
tracted, or Parts of them retained, which ſometimes degenerates 
into Holes. Ho. | | 

Immoderate Evacuations are produced by a ſedentary Life, which 
gives room for Abundance of thick Chyle and Milk; whence 


the 
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the * Colatoria lactea are dilated therewith, while very little of 
the Humours of the Body is diſſipated; for this is commonly 
the Diſorder of the rich, not poor Women, who exerciſe much, 
and live ſparingly. It is caufed likewiſe by too frequent Uſe of 
falt, acrid, and feafoned Meats ; by ſpirituous Liquors, &c. by 
violent Agitations and Paffions of the Mind, from Loſſes, Gam- 
ing, Love, Anger, &c. It may be obſerved likewiſe, that vio- 
lent Exerciſe does as much Harm as the Moderate is ſervice- 
able, efpecially if the Patient is ſubje& to this Flux from other 
Cauſes ; fuch as immoderate Repetitions of the venereal Ac, 
eſpecially in Womer of a delicate Conſtitution ; too frequent 
Child-bearing ; for by theſe the + Appendices cæcæ become ſerth- 
bly larger and longer than in a natural State. This happens, 
particularly after Abortion, through the Rupture of ſeveral of 
the Appendices. But, above all, this will ſupervene in conſequence 
of forced Abortions ; for then Nature is much more injured. _ 
The Cauſe of this Diſorder may proceed from the Colatoria 
laQa, when they are too full of Milk, and compreſs the A- 
pend ces vensſce, whence an habitual Evacuation of Blood; from 
the Laxity, Rupture, Aperture, or Corroſion of the Extremeties 
of the Appendices vengſæ; or from the Blood alone, when there 
is a general or particular Plethora, or a great Impetuoſity there- 
of, : : 
The Cure ſhould reſpe& the reſtraining a preſent Flux, and 
the keeping within Bounds a future one. 
It ſhould be begun with Reſt, if convenient, in Bed; the Pa- 
tient lying on her Back, and filent as much as poſſible, Bleed 
in the Arm, according as the Conſtitution and Strength, as 


The Colatoria lactea were formerly called Glands, and are ſituated 
on the third and internal Tunic of the Uterus, which is thicker than 
the external one. It is full of Apperities on it's convex Part, for the 
cloſer Adheſion to the upper Membrane, but ſmoother on it's concave 
Surface, the better to expreſs the Men/es, and embrace the Semen virile. 
Theſe Colatoria lactea are veſicular Bodies; for if you macerate an 
Uterus in Vinegar, and pinch and preſs it in ſome Parts, the gaping 
Orifices of theſe Veſſels will ſpue out their Contents. ASTRUC. 

+ The Vein, of the Uterus form numerous Angles, Contorſions, and 
Anaſtomoſes ; beſides which there is another remarkable Singularity in 
them : Each Vein 1s divided at it's Extremity into two Branches, the 
one to preſerve the Circulation, the other is a Kind of an Appendix, 
like the Inteſtinum cæcum, to receive the menſtrual Blood. Theſe Venous

An Exceſs of the Monthly Evacuations generally proceeds from 
an Acrimony in the Blood; and as the Peruvian Bark is very 
powerful in allay?ng the Efferveſcence of the Blood, whereby 
the Veſſels are diftended, it will be proper to give it ſome Days 
before the Time. This is neceſlary in all periodical Hamorrhages; 
and, to reſtringe and brace up the Fibres, exhibit burnt Allum, 
with a fourth Part of Sang. Dracon. ME ap. 

If the Menſes appear in Breeding Women, the true and only 
Remedy is Opium, which muſt be given freely, till the Intention 
is obtained; for, when the lawer Viſcera are concerned, it does 
not ſo much affect the Head. I ſaved a Woman in Child-bed,

HE Fluor Albus conſiſts in the Efflux of a whitiſh, lym- 
phatic, ſerous, or aqueous Humour from the Matrix. AsT. 

It is ſometimes white, ſometimes pale, yellow, green, or 
blackiſh ; ſometimes it is ſharp and corroſive, ſometimes foul 
and fœtid; the Face is diſcoloured, there is a Pain in the Spine 
of the Back, the Appetite is loſt, and the Eyes and the Feet 
ſwell. SYD. Some Women have a periodical Flux of the 
IVWhites inſtead of the Menſes. 

There are remarkable Diſtinctions in this Diſorder ; as the 
Lafteous, Semilacteous, and Lymphatic, It may be more or leſs co- 
pious. The Colours may be different, as yellow, browniſh, like 
the Waſhings of Fleſh, green or blackiſh, It may be ſo acid 
or cauſtic as to excoriate the Vulua. And it is either habitual or 
periodical, | 

The Symptoms are a Pain and Weigbi in the Loins, which 
is worſt in the lymphatic Flux, as being attended with a Swelling 
of the Uterus ; turbid Urine ; Barrenneſs; a Proneneſs to Abor- 
tion; a Loathing of ſome Things, and Longing for others; 
Indigeſtion; Thickneſs and Crudity of the Blood; whence pro- 
ceed œdematous Swellings of the Feet by Day, and of the Face 
by Night; difficult Breathing ; Palpitation of the Heart; Syn- 
pe; Relaxation of the Ligaments of the Uterus; a total or 
partial Pracidentia Uteri : If the Flux is acrid and corroſive, it 
ulcerates the Vulva; creates Phlyfene ; which laſt generally pro- 
ceed from a Schirrus or Cancer in the Uterus; a flow Fever ; 
Dropſies of different Parts; of which, or a Conſumption, the 
Patient generally dies. 

It may be confounded with an Ulcer in the Uterus, or a Gonor- 
hea: The Flux of an Ulcer is always fœtid, of a Fluor Albus 
not. The former is leſs in Quantity, and commonly preceded 
with Pain, Heat, an Inflammation and a Fever; is attended, now |

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and then, with an acute Pain, and the Patient cannot bear con- 
jugal Embraces, It may be known from a virulent Gonorrbœa, 
becauſe this is attended with Pain, and an Inflammation of the 
external Parts of the Pudenda, chiefly about the Clitoris; Heat, 
Sharpneſs and Difficulty of Urine, Pain in Coition; it makes 
it's Progreſs ſooner. If the Gonorrbœa is inveterate, it is very 
like a Fluor Albus. As TR. 

Beſi des Arterial Plaad, the Menſes conſiſt of redundant Lymph 
or Serum, chiefly from the membraneous Cells, and Ventricles 
of the Glands of thoſe Parts of the Membrana celluloſa, which 
are more immediately connected with the Kidneys, Uterus, and 
Ovarium. When this Lymphatic Secretion becomes morbid, it is 
called the Fluor Albus. At firſt the Parts of the Membrana adi. 
ofa of the Loins, Kidneys, and Uterine Appendages, are waſted 
by it; but at length the Flux becomes acrimonious, and may 
melt and carry off all the Fat of the Body. Moc. 
The Fur Albus ſometimes is diſcharged from the Uterine Ve- 
fels, and ſometimes from the Glands of the Vagina In the firſ 
Caſe it ſtops when the Menſes begin to flow; in the latter it 
continues with them, and pregnant Women are not exempted 
from it. Pitcairn has obſerved a Cafe which laſted four Years, 
in which the Diſorder returned regularly every new Moon, and 
laſted eight Days. Mean. | | 

When this Flux is unſeaſonably Ropped, it cauſes the Belly 
to ſwell, with Pains of the Loins, flow Feyers, Numbnels of 
the Joints, and great Laſſitude of the Body. Horx. 

When the Flux is lactesus, it may be cured in fifteen Days. 
The Patient mult feed ſparingly, uſe frequent Exerciſe, and 
ſeep little. If this is not complied with, ſhe muſt bleed in the 
Arm once or twice a Month, and take Purges and Emetics, or 
at leaſt frequent Clyſters. The Efficacy of theſe muſt be aſſiſted 
with Diaphoretics, Decoctian of the I, h,, and Diuretics. 

In the Scmilacteaus Flux, inſpiſſating and nouriſhing Diet will 
be beſt; fuch as Creams, Soups, boiled Milt, rooted Meat, Jellies, 
&c. Milk, or Milk turned with a Decoction of China, is very 
good. Likewiſe a Ptifan made with Rad. Conſolid. Major. A. 
ther. Mato. Sem. Lin. and Syr. Limon. 
 Nareatics are highly uſeful, eſpecially if the Patient is reſtleſs, 
or delirious. In the Beginning the Doſe muſt be ſmall, which 
may be gradually increaſed.

When the Veſiculæ lacteæ are relaxed, the Tone muſt be re- 
ſtored with hot mineral Baths, Fomentations and Injections of 
and Bathing in the ſame.

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Decoctions of the Woods are alſo good as Diaphoretics ; and 
Dinretics of a Decoction of Roots of Eringo and Re/t-Harrow, 
with Powder of Millepedes, or Glauber's Salt. 

When Aſtringents are neceſſary, give Fol. Argent. Verben. Virg. 
Hur. Marrbub. Calaminth, with Bal Peruv. Capiv. Terebinth, & 
Chis, from vj to * Drops, if very fluid, in Sugar. 

More powerful A/tringents are Rad. Biftort. Tormentil. Confolid, 
major. Fol. Plantag. Millefol. Burſ. Paſtor. Balauſtia, in Broth, De- 
coctions, Ptiſans, &c. In obſtinate Caſes, Sang. Dracon. Maſtich. 
Suce. Hypociſtid. Ter. Japon. Terr. Sigillat. Succin. Santal. rub. Pulv, 
The Doſe of theſe is about x or xij Grains. If given together, 
the Doſe muſt be diminiſhed in 3 to the Number of 
the Ingredients,, If the Caſe is preſſing, order ſome Grains of 
Allum and Dragon's Blood to 3 BW. or 3j. in Conſerve of Roſes, 
twice a Day. 

If the Lymphatic Flux is attended with a ſcrop hulous, ſcorbutic, 
or venereal Taint, theſe Diſorders muſt be firſt removed. If the 
uterine Lymphatics are compreſſed by Schirroſities, Cancers, Gangli- 
am, or the like, Regard muſt be had to the Cauſes. 

In Ob/trufioms of the Glands of the_Uterus, begin with Bleed- 
ing; then a gentle Purge, or an Emetic of iij gr. of Tartar eme- 
tic, or Ipecacuanha. Afterwards, if the Patient's Conſtitutiqn is 
cold, attenuating Aperients. If ſhe is hot and bilious, with a 
ſenſible Pain in the Uterus, cooling Broths and Apozems, with the 
Addition of Cray-Fiſh ; Aſſes' Milk, with a Decoction of Bar- 
ley ; Chalybeate Whey, with Chervil boiled therein. Gently purg- 
ing Mineral Waters, Baths, and half Baths, are convenient in

The aperient and attenuating Remedies are Rad. Aſparag.

In the Falling down of the Uterus, after it is reſtored to it's 
Place, the Aftringents beforementioned muſt be uſed, with hot 
Baths of F:tr::{ic or Chalybeate Waters and Fomentations of the 
ſame. See the Account of this Diſeaſe. 

When the Flux is diſcoloured, and attended with Heat, Pain, 
and Ulcers, which threaten a Schirrus, or a Cancer, a palliative 
Cure mult be only attempted when once a Cancer is induced, 
For which bleed once a Month, and purge with Manna as often, 
with a Milk Diet, and Narcotics Morning and Evening : The 
latter Doſe muſt be largeſt. Emollient Decoctions may be drank 
often ; but Bleeding can be only depended upon. All Aperi- 
tives muſt be baniſhed. AsTruc. 

In the Cure of the Fluor Albus no Glutinants nor Aftringents 
muſt be uſed ; but the Tincture of Cantharides in a ſtrong De- 
coction of Guaiacum. If the Caſe be obſtinate, crude Mercu 
taken ſo as not to ſalivate, nor require Confinement, is a wol 
effectual Cure. Perſons of a tender Fabric cannot bear it mixed 
with Purgatives, therefote the beſt Way is to give it in ſmaller 
Doſes, and ſuſpend the Uſe of it now and then for a few Days, 
where there are any Appearances of a Tendency to ſalivate, 
till thoſe Symptoms diſappear.

ALACITY in Women, attended with Impudence, Reſt- 
„ leſſneſs, and a Delirium, is called the Furor Uterinus. ETM. 
, | ſhould chuſe to refer this Diſorder to the Head, as there is 
ſometimes a Melancholy, and ſometimes a maniacal Delirium. The 
I, Patients delight to talk obſcenely, and ſolicit Men to ſatisfy 
their Deſires, both by Words and Geſtures.

0 It is difficult of Cure in thoſe whoſe Menſes are difficult at 


ly firſt; in inveterate Caſes ; 3 in old Subjects. It is eafier cured, 
hen the Furor Uterinus is 3 and the Delirium ſympto- 
R matic, 
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matic, than when the Delirium is eſſential, and the Furor ſymp- 
tomatic. The Manacal Delirium is harder to manage than the 
ATelanchalic. If it continues a Month or two, the Fault of the 
Brain becomes obſtinate, for it degenerates into real Madneſs. 
The Indications of Cure are to diminiſh the Heat and Senſi— 
bility of the affected Parts. To cool, ſweeten, and dilute the 
Blood, and to render it balſamic; or to purſue both Intentions 
at once. * 

The firſt Indication is anſwered by frequent and copious 
Bleedings, as in an incipient * ; even to eight Times in 
two Days, it nothing forbids ; if ſhe faints there is no Danger, 
She muſt likewiſe be purged, as mad Folks are, with Jalap, 
Scammony, Diagrid. The Boſe muſt be increaſed one third, as 
being hard to purge. Emetics are allo good, for they evacuate 
the Bile, which abates the Acrimony of the Humours. In the 
Intervals, order frequent emollient Clyſters, to which add 3 fl. 
of Sal Prunel. or a little Vinegar Morning and Night, Baths and 
Semicupia moderate the Heat, Irritation, and Senſibility of the 
Parts affected. As alſo emollient Injections into the Vagina and 
Fomentations, or Peſlarics of Cotton may be ſteeped therein; 
Cal Prunel. may alfo be mixed therein. | 

. Fo abate the Acrimony, the Patient muſt drink plentifully of 
a cooling emollient Ptiſan; or a DecoCtion of Rad. Alth. Nympb. 
&c. adding to each Pint 3j. of Sal Prunel. or Spir. Nitr. ad gra- 
tam Aciditatem. Or, ſhe may take mineral Waters or Emulſions 
with Chicken-Broth, and Seeds of Papav. alb. Lin. Cannabis, &c. 
ſweetened. In the Summer, Whey with 3 . af Sal Pru- 
nel. for each Doſe. Aſter this ſhe muſt be kept to a Milk Diet 
only. Narcotics are alſo good at Night, and Half a Doſe in the 
Morning, and the ſame every four Hours. Simple Opium diſ- 
ſolved is beſt. | | 

In a Delirium Melancholicum [lawful] Coition may be admitted, 

for I knew a Woman of ſome Conſequence run to the Guard-

of Urine, Horr., Tumour, Pain, Heat, and Tenſion of the

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hypogaſtric Region, Redneſs of the Os Uteri, and great Heat of 
the Pagina. If the fore Part of the Uterus is affected, there is a 
Dyſury or Heat of Urine; if the back Part, a Teneſmus; frequent 
Faintings or Cardialgia; a burning Fever; or, if the Inflam- 
mation is violent, a Lypiria [in which the external Parts or Ex- 
tremities are cold, and the internal burn and the Pulſe is imper- 
ceptible ;] a Delirium and Phrenſy : The Breaſts ſwell in Propor- 
tion as the inflamed Uterus.

This Diſeaſe may be ſaid to be ſuperficial, or more grievous 
and profound. It is eaſily formed in Child-bed Women, and fre- 
quently accompanies the Mill-Fever, and may be cured in a few 
Days, if rightly managed : But when it is very intenſe, and at- 
tended with grievous Symptoms without Remiſſion, it kills on 
the ſeventh, ninth, or eleventh Day, eſpecially if a white miliary 
Fever ſupervenes, which is the worſt Omen, for it ſhews a 
Mortification of the Uterus. When this Fever happens, there 
are ſpaſtic and painful Strictures in the Abdomen, the Flux of the 
Uterus is ſtopped, the Body is coſtive, the Feet are cold, there 
iz an Urging to make Water, which is painful; the Head looks 
red, and ſwells, the Eyes ſhine ; Drops of Blood fall from the 
Noſe, the Mind is diſturbed, the Sleep is little with terrifying 
Dreams : "There is likewiſe moſt difficult Breathing, Faintings, 
Convulſions, a phrenetic Delirium, which commonly have a fatal

This Diſeaſe ſhould be diſtinguiſhed from an Inflammation of 
the Bladder or Rectum, which may be done from the Place of the 
Pain; in that of the Bladder it is ſuperficial, as if it were in the 
lnteguments ; in that of the Rectum it is very deep, as if about 
the Os Sacrum ; in that of the Uterus it is in the Middle, with 
a violent Heat in the Vagina, if the Finger is introduced. If the 
Bladder is affected, there is an extraordinary Heat and Retention 
of Urine ; and a Teneſinus, if in the Rectum In the Bladder the 
Pain is preciſely on the Os Pubis, in the Rectum the Anus is affect- 
ed.

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A Gangrene or Mortification happens on the 4th or 5th Day, 
and is known by a weak, languiſhing, and intermitting Pulle, 
and by a ſudden Ceſſation of all the Symptoms.

If the Diſeaſe exceeds the Time of the former Terminations, 
and the Inflammation is ſuperficial, it is apt to turn to an Indu- 
ration or Schirrus, which, ulcerating, becomes a Cancer, and is 
incurable. If, about the 22d Day, there is a Renidency or Hard- 
neſs, and a dull heavy Pain in the Region of the Uterus, there is 
a Schirrus formed.

Women in Child-bed ſometimes have the Womb inflamed, 
from the Fault of unſkilful Midwives, or hard Labour; or the 
Lachia are ſtopped by Pains, or hyſterical Spaſms, Dread or Cold; 
wherefore proper Precautions ſhould be uſed to prevent it; which 
may be done by kceping them under a gentle diaphoretic Regimen,

The Tumult being thus appeaſed, the Lochia are to be pro- 
moted with Pills of bitter Extracts, temperate reſinous Gums, and 
Aloes well corrected, of which xv gr. is a Doſe Morning and 
Evening, to be continued from five to eight Days.

BSCESSES of the Womb are either inflammatory, tuber- 
culous, or ſteatomatouns. 

The Symptoms of an incipient Abſceſs are much the ſame as 
the Inflammation, ſuch as Pain, Heat, Tenfion, c. which in- 
termit for fome Time, and appear again, when the Suppuration 
begins; of which the Inflammatory is moſt ſenſible, the Steato- 
matous the leaſt. When the Abſceſs is formed; all the Symp- 
toms of Inflammation vaniſh : But Coldnefs of the Extremities, 
a flow Fever and Maraſmus, gradually increaſe from the Abſorp- 
tion of the Pus in the Blood. 19h | 

If no Inflamation has preceded, and the Patient was ſubje& 
to ObſtruQtions, eſpecially of the Glands of the Uterus, and had 
a lymphatic Fluor Albus, it may be Tuberculous ; if the Tumour is 
foft and indolent, it may be Steatomatous; but theſe are rare. 
The Place may be partly diſcovered by the Touch, but more 
eſpecially by the Complaints of the Patients, 

If it breaks into the Bladder, and paſſes off by Urine, or into 
the Rectum, and is diſcharged by Stool, or into the Groin, it is 
dangerous; if into the Abdomen, incurable : If it breaks into the 
Vagina, it may become an Ulcer, which is commonly mortal; 
or the Patient may periſh by a Hectic Fever before the Eruption. 
The Tuberculous and Steatomataus are much the ſloweſt. 

The Work, in this Caſe, muſt be left to Nature, in a con- 
firmed Abſceſs ; unleſs it can be come at through the Vagina, 
and opened with a Lancet, and then deterſive Injections may 
perform a Cure.

If the Ulcer proceeds from an Abſceſs, it may be Inflamma- 
tory, Tuberculous, or Steatomatous; if from an Eroſion, it may 
be Venereal, Scorbutic, Scrofulous, or dimple: It may be alfo 
Simple, Schirrous, or Cancerous. | | 

The chief Sign of an Ulcer is the Efflux of purulent Matter; 
and the greater the Quantity, the profounder the Ulcer. If the 
Flux is ſanious, or mixed with Blood, the Blood-Veſlels are 
eroded, Mortal Hzmorrhages ſometimes ſupervene. Some- 
times they may proceed from a Fever, and Rarefaction of the 
Blood. | 

An Ulcer is hard to be diſtinguiſhed from a Fluor Alus: How-" 
ever, Pus is always more compact and fcetid, unleſs it is lympha- 
tic; and there is always a fixed Pain from an Ulcer. The 
Scurvy rarely produces Ulcers. 

All Ulcers of the Uterus are dangerous ; when they are fiſtu- 
lous, or ſchirrous, or both, they portend Death: The ſame may 
be ſaid of the cancerous ; or when they are attended with a flow 
hectic Fever, Swellings of the Feet, a Maraſmus, &c. 

In order to the Cure, it is neceſſary to know whether the UI- 
cer is ſeated in the Body of the Uterus, or near the Os Uteri, in 
the Vagina, or whether it be Venereal, for the laſt muſt be treated 
as that Diſtemper requires. | 

To correct the vicious Acrimony 4 the Blood, uſe Broths, or 
Decoctions of Lettuce, Succory, Borrage, with Sal Prunel, 
dometimes with Veal, or a Pullet. Alſo chalybeated Whey, 
ſweetened with Syrup of Violets. But the beſt Thing is a Mill 
Diet; to which, for Variety-ſake, may be added Rice, Eggs, a 
Decoction of China, Barley, c. Or Chervil, Agrimony, Fu- 
mitory, or the ſecond Lime-Water, or Steel-Waters alone. 
Likewiſe emollient Baths or Smicupia. 

Internal Delerſives are Decoctions of Fol. Agrimon, Pimpinel, 
Alchimil, Sanicul, Virg. Aur. &c. Alſo a ſlight Decoction of 
Coina, for ordinary Drink; in every Doſe Balſ. Capiv. gut. vj. 
may be added, with or without Syr. Capil. Vener. 

Injections of Whey and brown Sugar are good: Ag. Hord, 
with Mel. Refar. is more powerful: A Decoction of Fol. Matri- 
(ar, wy Artemiſ. &c. with fine Honey, exceeds the former, 
If the Ulcer is very fœtid and foul, add a little Unguent. Ægyp- 
lac. Some Surgeons uſe a Fumigation of equal Parts of © 
Matic, Myrrh, and Tacamahac, and a few Drops of Balſ. Ca- 

To 
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To conſolidate the Ulcer, uſe Injections of Fel. Pimpinel Agri- 
mony, with the ſecond Lime-Woater ; or warm ſulphureous Bath. 
Waters, and the Fumigations of the Gums, as above. 

To eaſe the Pain, give gentle Narcotics. 

If the Ulcer comes in Sight, it is to be cured as before, but 
the Medicines may be ſtronger. Or, by the Help of a Speculum 
Uteri, the common Digeſtive of Terebinth, Vitell. Ov. & Ol. H. 
peric. may be applied on a Pledget ; and, at every Dreſſing, a de- 
terſive Injection. If the Ulcer be very fœtid, uſe Tinclure, or 
Powder of Myrrh, mixed with Ol. Hyper. then Balſ. Arcæi & Vi. 
tell. Ov. If there is fungous Fleſh, you may employ Balſ. Yirid, 
Metenſ. keeping the Patient in Bed; though ſome walk about in 
theſe Caſes. AsTR. 

When there is a Flux from the Uterus, which is viſcid, yel- 
low, and bloody, it is a pretty evident Sign that the Subſtance of 
the Uterus is vitiated, and that an Inflammation and Ulceration 
are at Hand. When this happens, frequent Purges are necef- 
ſary, of Rhubarb, Tamarinds, and Manna, in order to divert the 

depraved Humours from the Womb. Foreſtus ſays, he cured : 
Noblewoman of an Ulcer of the Womb, by giving her every 
fourth Day five Ounces of a Decoction of Senna, Epithym. & 
Myrobalan. ſweetened with Sugar; and by injeQing abſtergent 

ecoctions into the Womb. If the Ulcer is curable, after ſome 
gentle Purges, ſhe muſt drink a Decoction for twenty-five Days 
of Santal. Lentiſc. Sarſaparil. Menth. Epithym, Liquirit. & Rhodiun, 
with a ſudorific Regimen. 

The Pain is ſometimes ſo great, that they require powerful 
Narcotics, which, in this Caſe, do as little Hurt as in any. Aftrn- 
gents and Repellents muſt be uſed with Caution. The beſt 7 
tions are made of Goats' Milk, Saffron, and Elder-Flower Wa- 
ter.

In venereal Ulcers, let the mercurial Ointment be conveyed

HOUGH this Diſeaſe has been already treated of, I 
ſhall take this Opportunity to give ſome farther Light in- 
to this Diſorder, eſpecially as Hoffman, contrary to the Senti- 
ments of Willis, will not allow the Uterus to be a nervous Part; + 
for he affirms, that the Hyſteric Paſſion, which is attributed to a. 
Vice in the Womb, is owing to ſpaſtic, convulſive, and epileptic 
Diſorders, all which ariſe from a Fault of the Genus Nervoſum. 
For, ſays he, the Uterus cannot be a nervous Part, though it is 
not deflitute of all torſic and internal Motion; becauſe there are 
ſuch prodigious Diſtenſions there, in caſe of Twins, as well as 
in Tumours and Excreſcences, that they could not be borne 
without the higheſt Diſturbance, and even Danger of Life. 
But Afrruc judiciouſly obſerves, that the Effects of Impreſſions 
are various, according to the Degree of their Intenſity : Thus 
tickling of the Noſe with a Feather will cauſe Sneezing, of the 
Fauces Vomiting, while a violent Impreſſion will only cauſe 
imple Pain, which is the Caſe of the Uterus in the Hyſteric 
Paſſion ; for the Cauſes of this Diſeaſe from Obſervation are 
the preternatural Oſcillations of the uterine Arteries on the Ap-

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proach of the Menſes, or their Suppreſſion when they are dif- 
tended with Blood; an Irritation of the Uterus from the Flu 
Alus; various Tumours in the Uterus; the Acrimony of the 
ſeminal Fluids.

The moſt violent Drugs will not procure Abortion in ſome 
Women. I have known ſome afflited with acute Fevets, the 
Small-Pox, Meaſles, Diarrhceas, and even Dyſenteries, and 
the Fætus has remained ſafe and ſound. Others have travelled 
Night and Day in mountainous Countries, or have been greatly 
fatigued with exceflive Dancing, without any Harm.

N order to attain the Knowledge of difficult Births, it is ne- 

ceſſary to form a juſt Idea of thoſe that are natural. 

The Time of the natural Birth is from the fifteenth Day 
of the ninth Month to the End of the ſame; yet ſome 
Women affirm it may be ſooner or later. Hoffman ſays, the 
uſual Time is nine ſolar Months; and Juncter, that Excretions 
from the Uterus being by Women referred to certain lunar Phaſes, 
they reckon their going with Child by the Weeks, and that 
they uſually exclude the Fatus forty Weeks from the Time of 
their being with Child, commonly on that very Day they were 
uſed to have their Menſes. | : 

The Signs of an approaching Birth are a remarkable Deſcent 
of the Womb, and a Subſidence of the Belly: The Head of the 
Fetus falls down to the Orihce of the Womb, and preſſes upon 
it: The Orifice of the Womb dilates by the Weight, and the 
Cherion and Ammiss, being driven forward. with the Waters they 
contain, form a Kind of a Pouch or Bladder at the ſaid Orifice, 


which ſhould be ſuffered to break of itſelf, or at leaſt it ſhould 


not be burſt till the Woman is really in Labour. There is a 
Flux of a whitiſh Matter from the ſaid Orifice : Pains which 
extend from the Loins and Groin towards the genital Parts: 


There is a frequent Deſire of going to make Water, or going 


to Stool, or a continual Teneſmus A Flux of the Waters from 
the Membranes which contain the Child, immediately before 
the Birth, or more early: A Trembling of the lower Joints. 
Sometimes the Head achs, and the Face looks intenſely red: - 
The Infant gradually advances, the above Protuberance con- 
tinually inlarging the Paſlage, that the Crown of the Head may 
be felt; the Birth is then advanced one Third, and the Midwife 


may now aſſiſt the Excluſion. However, Nature alone would 


do the Work. When the Infant is advanced forward as 
far as his Ears, it is ſaid to be in the Paſſage. If the Mem- 
branes are not already burſt, they may now be opened, and the 


Waters, by their Effuſion, will render the Vagina ſlippery, and 


promote the Excluſion of the Infant. When the Child is born, 
the Midwife ſbould lay it on her Knees, ſo as to give Iſſu 


to 
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to the Waters from the Mouth, if any has been imbibed. Soon 
after the Placenta appears of itſelf, if not attached to the Uterus ; 
if otherwiſe, the Midwife muſt ſeparate it gently, by introducing 
her Hand. \ 

The Navel-String muſt be now cut, having firſt made a Li- 
gature, as well on the Child's Side, as the Mother's, to prevent 
an Hzmorrhage. 8 

The Midwife at firſt, after having aſked a few Queſtions, 
ought to examine by the Touch, with the fore and middle Fin- 
ger, having paired her Nails cloſe. She muſt introduce them 
from Time to Time, to know the State of the Uterus; and, as 
the Birth advances, ſhe muſt relax the Vagina by ſome oily 
Fluid. The Mother ſhould regulate her Throws, and uſe her 
Efforts all at once, not divide them, eſpecially when the Head 

is advanced; that the Shoulders may immediately follow, and 
the Child eſcape the Danger of Strangling. 

After the Child is born, and the After-Birth brought away, 
let a warm Linen Cloth be applied to the Parts; but not fo as 
to hinder the Flowing of the Lochia. An Hour after, let the 
Mother take a little Oil of ſweet Almonds to eaſe the After- 
Pains, and let a Cataplaſm of Oil of ſweet Almonds Z ij. and 
two or three new-laid Eggs be boiled together, and laid to the 
Parts, renewing it every fix Hours for two Days. Fifteen Days 
after the Birth the Parts may be bathed with -an aſtringent De- 
coction of red Roſes, Balauſtines, or Nut-Galls in red Wine, in 
order to brace them. | 

If the Labour'is long and difficult, it will be proper to Bleed, 
to prevent Inflammations, and to give a little Alicant Wine; or 
with the Addition of Cinnamon-Water, or Confectio Alkermts, 
not forgetting an oily Clyſter. : 

A Dirricurr BiRTH may be cauſed by the Mother, or the 
Midwife. The Fault is in the Mother, if, when the Orifice of 
the Womb. is open, and the Child rightly placed, ſhe has not 
Strength to expel the Fetus, eſpecially if the Waters are come 
away, and the Pains ceaſe, or when the Mother will not exert 
herſelf, or there is a natural Fault in the genital Parts. 

In a Defect of Strength or Pains, all elſe being right, a 
Draught of generous Wine ſhould be given, with Cinnamon or 
Mace, again and again, if the Work does not go forward. If 
there wants a greater Stimulus, Borax, Cinnamon, or Myrrh 
may be given with a proper Drink; which muſt be repeated in 
an Hour or two, if Occaſion requires. | 

But the Abuſe of forcing Medicines is dangerous ; for they 
may induce acute or miliary Fevers, and therefore muſt be uſed 
cautiouſly. Stimulating Clyſters may be injected now and then,

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eſpecially if the Woman is coſtive. The Midwife ſhould alſo 
preſs back the Os Cocqgis, which tends to excite the Pains, and 
to eaſe the Labour. 

If the Parts are over-ſtrait, as in the firſt Birth, eſpecially if 
the Woman is not young, emollient Liniments are to be uſed, 
and the Parts muſt be anointed with freſh Butter, or Oil, and 
dilated gently with the Fingers. If there is a Tumour, Ca- 
runcle, or Membrane oppoſing the Birth, a Surgeon's Aſſiſtance 
is required. 8 

The Mid wife js in Fault, when ſhe haſtens the Labour before 
the Time, when there is no true Pain, when the Orifice of the 
Uterus is not open; which alone diſtinguiſhes the true Pains 
from the falſe, whence the Woman is weakened, and both the 
Mother and Child are in the utmoſt Danger. Therefore the 
true Time of Birth muſt be waited for, the Woman muſt be 
compoſed, and her Spirits kept up with comfortable Liquors ; 
for Nature may be led, but not driven. | 7 

If the Fault is with the Fetus, and the Head is too large, or 
the Shape monſtrous, or the Situation preternatural, then forc- 
ing Medicines are fruitleſs and noxious ; and the Fætus is to be 
brought forth by the Feet, by a ſkilful Hand, whether alive ot 
dead. The Child muſt be turned and educed with the greateſt 
Caution. 0 . f 

If the Feet preſent firſt, the Midwife muſt be wary, leſt there 
be Twins, and left ſhe ſhould take a Foot of each. The Feet 
muſt be wrapped in a dry Napkin, and the Child muſt be drawn 
gently, till the Waſte is in the Orifice of the Uterus. Then the 
infant's Hands ſhould be drawn cloſe by the Sides; and, if the 
Noſe be towards the Os Pubis, it ſhould be turned towards the 
Ceccyx, to prevent an Obſtacle. Then the Orifice muſt be di- 
lated with the Fingers, and the Woman's Throws ſhould aſſiſt 
the Midwife's Efforts to educe the Child. If the Chin is em-

If the Infant's Head preſents acroſs, or laterally, it muſt be 
put back, and gently turned to it's natural Situation.

12 HE Milk Fever happens on the third' or fourth Day from 
Delivery, and ariſes from a Congeſtion of Milk in the 
Breaſts, It is commonly attended with Tenſion and Swelling in 

the Breaſts, which frequently extend to the Arm-pits ; the Pain 
in the Arm-pits is ſometimes violent. 

It generally continues a Day or two, and ends ſpontaneouſly be 
the Benefit of Nature in copious Sweats, which are proportionable 
to the cold Fits or preceding Rigors. L ; 

There may ſometimes be an Occaſion for hot Diluents ip 
gentle Diaphotetics; the Patient ſhould uſe a lender Diet, and 
put the Child often to the Breaſt; but, if ſhe does not defign to 
give Suck, a flender Diet, teſtaceous Powders, and Diaphore- 
tics will be more neceſſary; and the Breaſts ſhould be drawn 
by ſome proper Perſon. If the Flux of the Lachia is tos ſpar- 
ing, it ſhould be promoted. If the Pain is great, the Lochia 
commonly ſtop, but flow again when it ceaſes. To prevent 
the Inſpiſſation of the Milk, the Breaſts may be embrocated 
with warm Linſeed Oil, or Oil of ſweet Almonds ; or the 
Leaves of red Cabbage may be laid thereto. If the Fever is 
very acute and h6t, and an Inflammation of the Breaſts is fear- 
ed, it will be proper to bleed.

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Tt HOUGH the Miliary Fever has been already treated of, 
it will not be improper to add a few Remarks from Ha- 
mutton and Ho offman, it being a frequent Diſeaſe of Child-bed 
Woman injudiciouſly managed. 

The ſmall Puſtules are at firſt filled with a limped Serum, 
which afterwards turn yellow, or of the Colour of Pearl. There 
are two Kinds, the ſimple and the compound. It is ſimple, 
when the Puſtules appear alone; compound, when there are 
little red Pimples interſperſed, called a Raſh. 

This Fever is frequently attended with Colic Pains, or Ne- 
phritic, Rheumatic, Pleuretic, or Labour Pains; with an Op- 
preſſion of the Breaſt, Sinking of the Spirits, Wakefulneſs, a 
Hurry in the Head, and a quick low Pulſe. A Want of — 
and an Oppreſlion of the Breaſt, are inſeparable and eſſential 
Symptoms of this Fever. 

The Eruptions are generally ſeen on the Breaſt, Neck, and 
between the Fingers; ſometimes over the whole Body. The 
Puftules commonly appeat on the tenth and eleventh Day from 
the Be inning, and decline on the eighteenth ; but, if the mor- 
bific Matter is very * not till the twenty-firſt or twenty- 
ſecond Day. 

A Diarrhea is dangerous, for it not only prevents the Erup- 
tions, but the Flux of the Locha. Difficulty of Breathing, with 
Loſs of Speech, and. Tremblings of the Tongue, particularly 
if attended with a nervous Dyſpn&a, are threatening -Symp- 
toms. _ 

To cure this Diſorder, give the teſtaceous Powders, which 
keep up a moderate Warmth, abſorb the Acidity of the Blood, 
and promote a breathing Sweat.

From this proceed 
itching Pains, Crying, Watching, and Reſtleſſneſs. 

To remedy this, the Parts a efted may be waſhed often with 
warm Water, and ſprinkled with drying Powders, ſuch as Chalk, 
burned Harts'-horn ; but eſpecially Tutty, Lap. Calam. and Ce- 
ruſs, which may be tied cloſely in a Rag, and the Powder ſhook 
out on the diſordered Places. 

If the Parts affected are more ſore, and tend to a real Ulcera- 
tion, it will be proper to add a little Sacchar. Saturn. to the Pow- 
ders, or anoint the Place with Unguent. Alb. Camphor. Likewiſe 
a little white Vitriol diſſolved in he Water, and dabbed * 
the Part, will dry and heal it very powerfully. HEIST.

F* FANTS, from Cold, a bad Conſtitution of the Air, are 
often aMicted with theſe Diſorders ; in which the Serum of 
the Fauces, Bronchia, and Aſpera Arteria is rendered acrid or thick, 
and excites theſe Symptoms; to which ſometimes are added a 
Coryza and a Febricula. 

As this generally proceeds from a ſuppreſſed Perſpiration, in 
the Cure redundant Matter muſt be expelled by Stool; and then 
the Perſpiration muſt be reſtored by Diaphoretics, and the ſhary 
and thick Lympha muſt be corrected. | 

After the Nurſe and Child have taken a ſuitable Purge [give 
the Child from gr. vj to © {3 of Rhubarb in a little ſolutive Sv- 
rup of Roſes] preſcribe an Infuſion of the pe&oral Species made 
like Tea, often in a Day. As alſo freſh Sperma Ceri, with Ab- 
ſorbents, or Pulvis Marchion. or Ocul.

T HE Diarrhea of Infants is not to be ſtopped, either with 
Aſtringents or Narcotics : For A/iringents turn the Flux of 
ſharp Humours towards the noble Parts, and endanger the Life 
of the Child ; and, though Narcotics appeaſe the Ferocity of the 
turgeſcent Humour for a Time, yet they afterwards break out 
with greater Force: Beſides, Opiates are too powerful for the 
tender Conſtitution of Infants, and muſt not be given at all, or 
with the utmoſt Caution; in flight Caſes Diaſcordium may be 
ventured upon to five or ſix Grains; but, if there is a Fever, it 
cannot be given without Danger. | 

Therefore the beſt Way is to give Chalk, Coral, Pearls, and 
the like, of which about half a Scruple is a Doſe, which will 
abate the Orgaſm of the Humours, without kindling any new 
Heat ; after which the Cure may be completed with Rhubarb, 
from fix Grains to 9 S. in ſolutive Syrup of Roſes. HARRIS. 

In dangerous Caſes, a few Grains of the Cort. Eleuther. may 
be added; or a Dram of the Extract of Cort.

As they grow older, the Head is intarged, with ample Sutures, 
the Thorax is compreſſed on the Sides, and the Sternum riſes up 
Tharp, while the Extremities of the Rihs are knotty.

"Theſe 
Diſorders ſenſibly increaſing, are the Cauſe ever after, of per- 
nicious Diſeaſes of the ſame Kind ; principally a Spina ventoſa, 
anda; Caries of the Bones.

In the mean while a flow feveriſh Diſorder preys upon the 
whole Body, till the Time of Death; and then all the Fibres, 
Veſſels, and Viſcera appear to be ſoft, flaccig, and the Fluids dif-

Hence the proximate Cauſe” appears to. be an inactive, vapid, 
lurking Cacochymiay ſometimes mixed with à venereal Taint, and 
a lax Fabric of the ſolid Parts. 

The Cure is to be attempted with light, nouriſhing, dry, Ali- 
ment, not fat, but ſeaſoned, and taken often : With a little ſound 
Drink, ſuch as Beer, not ſtale, but well boiled and fine: With a 
dry, warm Air, and dry, warm woollen Cloathing : With lying 
upon a Matraſs ſtuffed with aromatic, ſtrengthening, drying 
Herbe, in an upper Part of the Houſe, on a Machine made cf 
Wood: With being carried about in the Arms, and often ſhook, 
ſwung and put in Motion: With being drawn in a Vehicle over 
the Stones: With repeated Frictions, with warm, dry Flannel, 
Jprinkled with Aromatics; eſpecially the Abdomen, and Spine of 
the Back: With prudently repeated Bliſters, with ſtrengthening 
Purges, for ſeveral Days ſucceſſively. As alſo by the continued 
Uſe of ſtrengthening, drying, antiſcorbutic Remedies and ſuch 
as raiſe the Spirits. be 

Particularly for Food, the Bread ſhould be Biſcuit, with a 
little Saffron and Spices. The Fleſh ſhould be Pigeons, Pul- 
lets, Veal, Rabbets, Mutton, gently roaſted, minced, and mixed 
with Biſcuit, Salt, alittle Parſley, Thyme, Nutmeg, or the like.

Morgan ſays vj. of equal Parts of Rhubarb and Calomel is the 
beſt Medicine for this Diſeaſe. But ten Grains is a ſufficient 
Doſe. After this has been repeated three or four Times, allow- 
ing a Day between each Doſe, give Æthiops min. twice a Day 
throughout the whole Proceſs of the Cure. To this muſt be 
joined cold Bathing, without which no complete Cure can be 
made, —

Before I take my Leave of Children's Diſeaſes, it will be proper 
to obſerve, that Dr. Cadogan, in his Treatiſe of Nurſing, recom- 
mends the Magneſia alba, inſtead. of the common abſorbent Pow- 
ders, becauſe they are apt to lodge in the Body, — on a Coſe 
tveneſs, and require a little Manna to carry them off. 

The Magneſia alba is a white inſipid Powder, which is obtain- 
ed from the Lixivium, remaining after the Cryſtalliſation of Salt- 
Petre. It may be precipitated with a Lye of Pot-aſhes, or Oil 
of Tartar per Deliguium. If three or four Drams of this be given to 
Adults, it will promote five or ſix Stools, unleſs the Prime Vie 
abound with viſcid Phlegm ; which prevents it's being turned 
into a ſtimulating neutral Salt, as it would be, if thoſe Paſſages 
contained a Plenty of Acid. Juncter ſays, it may be given from 
Fl to 3 G and Hoffman, that it is excellent in hypochondriac 

aſes, when the firſt Region abounds with acid Juices, and when 
the Body is coſtive ; likewiſe, if ſo ſmall a Doſe as xv. or xx. 
Grains be given, it is both diuretic and diapboretic. 
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' Heſfman obſerves farther, that a Magneſia may be made of the 
Lye, or Bittern, which remains in the Pan, after the making or 
boiling common Salt. This is a heavy, yellow, thick Liquor, 
of à very. pungent and bitter Taſte, If it be coagulated by 
boiling, it will, in a ſhort Time, become fluid again. 

If you take three Ounces of this inſpiſſated Liquor, and drop 
Of of 


Tartar therein, it will turn into a whitiſh Paſte ; which 
being diluted with cemmon Water, will let fall a fine white 
Powder. | 'This carefully waſhed, will yield fix Drams of Mag- 
xeſiz," which excels and operates better than that of Nitre, and

6 * E Opiſthotonos often comes on gradually, and by flight 
Approaches, the Patient complaining at firſt rather of an 
uneaſy Stiffneſs in the back Part of the Neck, and about the 
Shoulders, than of any acute Pain, with ſome Degree of a genera 
Laſſitude. Theſe increaſe, and become ſo troubleſome when b 
attempts to turn his Head, or to bend it forwards, as to ohlig 
him to walk very erect; for he can by no means look down war, 
nor to either Side, without turning his whole Body. He cann. 
open his Jaws without Pain, and has ſome Difficulty in ſwalloꝝ / 
ing, which diſcourages him from attempting to cat. At Lime 
he feels a ſudden and painful Traction under the Cartilago enſfor mi, 
which ſtrikes through the Back, and inſtantly enereaſes the Rigi 
dity about the Neck and Shoulders, draws the Head backward 
little, and ſhuts the Jaws cloſer. The Pain under the Stern. 
returns more frequently and violently, and the other Contractio. 
become ſo ſtrong, that from this Time the Head continues muc. 
contracted, and he now refuſes Nouriſhment, through the Pain 
ſwallowing, which produces a Return of the Spaſm, and extend 
along the Spine, quite to the lower Extremities, fo that they wit 
no longer ſupport him, and he is under the Neceſſity of taking 1. 
his Bed, TI | wo) 
Thus paſſes over the firſt Stage of the Qi betonos, which ſom 
times takes up three or four Days; the Patient, and thoſe abo. 
him, miſtaking the firft Appearances for a Crick in the Neck: Bi 
ſometimes it forms itſelf much quicker, even in a few Hours; 
which Caſe, the Danger is generally proportioned to the Violen 
of the firſt Attack, ſuch moſtly dying in twenty-four, thirty- 
or forty-eight Hours, and rarely ſurviving the third Day: Wt 
leſs acute, few are loſt after the ninth or eleventh. In this St 
the Pulſe is flow and very hard, and the Belly bound; BI. 
drawn, ſeems unaltered-from it's natural State, only varying t 


. 
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In the ſecond Stage, the Spaſm under the Shrnum, (which is 
the pathognomic Symptom of this Diſeaſe) becomes more violent, 
returning every ten or fifteen Minutes, and is ever inſtantly ſuc- 
ceeded by a ſtronger Retraction of the Head, with great Rigidity 
and Pain all round the Neck, and along the Spine, to the — 
Extremities, which are ſuddenly ſtretched. The Countenance 
is very pale and contracted, the Jaws are that Moment ſnapped 
together, nor can afterwards be opened ſo wide as to receive the 
End of one's little Finger, an Attempt to do which, by way of 
Experiment, ſurely hurries on the Spaſm. All the Muſcles ſerving 
to Maſtication and Deglutition, and the Deltoid and Pectorals, 
are violently contracted, ſo that the Shoulders are ſtrongly raiſed 
forward, and the Arms are ſtretched out, or drawn acroſs the 
Body; but the Wriſts and Fingers ſeem not to be affected. 

Such is the Condition during the Spaſm, which ceaſes in a few 
Seconds; then the Shoulders and Arms recline, and the lower 
Extremities relax, yet not ſo entirely; but that ſo much Rigidity 
uſually remains, as will not permit them to bend, though attempted 
by another Perſon ; for as to the Patient, he cannot at all move 
them. 'The Muſcles on the Sides and fore Part of the Neck, con- 
tinue ſtill contracted, though not ſo much, bat their Action is 
overcome by the Number and Strength of the poſterior ones; ſo 
that the Retraction of the Head conſtantly remains; he breathes for 
ſome Minutes much, as if he had been exceſſively fatigued, and 
the Pulſe is ſmall, fluttering, and irregular, but both become more 
calm and flow. The Pulfe, eſpecially in ſome, beats not above 
forty times in a Minute; in others it is quicker than natural, and 
always hard. The Face is fometimes pale in the Intervals, but 
oftener fluſhed, andthe whole Countetrance indicates the moſt me- 
lancholy Diftrefs, as well from the Dread of the Return of the 
Spaſm, as from the Pain by the preſent Contractions, and the Re- 
membrance of the more ſevere paſt ones. The Tongue is ſtiff 
and torpid, but, as far as can be ſeen, is not foul, The Urine can 
ſeldom be faved, being forced away bythe Spaſm, or voided in the 
Bath. What has been ſeen is moſtly high-coloured (perhaps be- 
cauſetheydrink but little) with a thirr duſky Cloud ſuſpended init, 
The Head is rarely complained of, although they matter a little in 
their ſhort Slumbers, from which they are ſoon rouſed by the Spaſm. 
The _—_ is always bound, and cannot be looſened. In Drink- 
ing, the Liquid paſſes with great Difficulty to the Stomach, even 
in the ſmalleſt Quantity; and if the Spaſm ſhould ſeize him at 
that Time, which an Attempt to ſwallow for the moſt part oc- 
caſions, the Liquor returns through the Noſe with Force, BI 
drawn in this Stage looks no way inflammatory, but rather of 
diſſolute Craſu, with florid and duſky Streaks, In pane of

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defire to lie ſtill as much as poſſible, and avoid Drinking, Speak- 
ing, or Stirring, either of which is apt to make the Spaſm return. 
But others again require to be turned in hope of procuring an 
eaher Poſture, . which never fails to produce an Attack of the 
Convulſion, whereby the Head is drawn back to the Spine, which 
is beſt prevented. by lying on the Back. | 

In the third or laſt Stage, the Patient is reduced to the moſt ea- 
lamitous circumſtances, being on a continual Rack, in the moſt 
literal Meaning : For the Spaſm returns oftener than once in a 
Minute, is far more violent, and laſts longer, ſo that there is 
ſcarcely any Remiſſion. The anterior Muſcles of the whole Body 
now ſuffer equal ContraQions with the poſterior, but the laſt over 
come the Force of the others, ſo that the Spine is ſtrongly bent 
backwards, and forms a hollow Arch, that the Patients reſts en- 
tirelyon the hind Part of his Head, and his Heels. The Belly is 
fat and drawn inward, and the Muſcles fo 33 as 
not to yield to Preſſure, nor give way to the Deſcent of the 
Diaphragm in Inſpiration; the ſeveral Muſcles about the Neck, 
Sides, and Abdomen, being plainly diſtinguiſhable from each other. 
Although the lower Extremities are always rigid in this State, yet 
ue they ſo ſuddenly and violently diſtended during the Spaſms, that 
were'it not for the Standers-by,he would be projected, Feet foremoſt, 
off the Bed; while others again are, as it were, puſhed upwards with 
ſuch a Spring, that the Head is ſtruck with great Force agai 
whatever happens to bein the way, the Thighs and Legs being, in 
this Caſe, no leſs rigid than the other Parts. The Tongue is con- 
wſvely darted out, and often miſerably torn, as the Teeth are 
that Moment ſnapped together, ſo that it is neceſſary to prevent 
this, by keeping the Handle of a Spoon, wrapped round with ſoft 
Rags, between the Teeth, when it can be done. At the ſame 
Time the Tongue is thus thruſt out, the muſcular Fleſh, which lies 
between the Arch of the lower Jaw, and the Head of the Trachea, 
ſeems to be drawn upwards within the Throat. The Countenance 
; very much contracted, and he is in a Foam of Sweat, the Heat 
being very great, and the Pulſe between the Spaſms exceeding 
quick, ſmall, and irregular, although the Heartthrobs ſo ſtrongly, 
that it's Motion, may be plainly ſeen, and a palpitating ſubſultory 
Kind of Undulation may not only be felt, but perceived all over 
the epigaſtric Region. The Eyes are watery and languid, and a 
pale or bloody Froth bubbles out from between the Lips. The 
Jaws are for the moſt part locked faſt, ſo that it is impoſſible to 
awe Drink or Nouriſhment, nor could he ſwallow it if any thing 
were put into his Mouth. In this State they are commonly. 
(clirious, and as they cannot ſubſiſt many Hours, under ſo great a 
duſpenſion of the vital and natural Functions, 3 mortal Anxiety 


enſues, 
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enſues, and releaſes them; oftener a continued and ſevere Spaſm 
finiſhes the Tragedy, when it was before almoſt at an End; but 
moſt frequently a general Convulſion puts a period to their Suf- 
ferings, and which ever way this happens, they for the moſt Part 
relax juſt before Death. - t 
In the Tetanus, the general Symptoms are nearly the ſame as in 
the Opiſtbetonos, except that from the firſt Attack, the lateral, ab- 
dominal, and other anterior Muſcles, are equally contracted with 
the poſterior ones; and the Arms become rigid, as well as the 
lower Extremities. The Abdomen is always flat and rigid, as in 
the laſt Stage of the Opr/tbotonos, and it's Contents ſeem to be thruſt 
up into the Thorax, which at the ſame Time appears to be much 
dilated. There are here alſo ſome Intervals between the Spaſms, 
during which the Cheeks are drawn towards the Ears, fo that all 
the Teeth may be ſeen. Deglutition is more free in this than in 
any other Diſeaſe; yet ſo far is the Sick from beingequally balan- 
ced between the Contractions of the oppoſite Muſcles, that the 
Head is retracted, and the Spine is recurvated, though not quite 
fo much as in the Opiſibotonos : And the Spaſm which commences 
under the Sternum, is likewiſe common to the Tetanus, which ter- 
minates as the other, and on the ſame fatal Days. But whoever 
recovers from cither, labours long under a general Atonia, and they 
cannot for ſome Months raiſe themſelves from a ſupine or recum- 
bent Poſture, without Pain, nor without Help for ſome Time. 
Nothing like a Criſi ever happens in theſe Diſeaſes; ſo that the 
Recovery muſt entirely depend on Medicine, in the Choice of 
which all very heating and ſtimulating Things, given inwardly, or 
applied outwardly, are to be avoided, eſpecially Bliſters, which have 
a moſt pernicious Effect. Mild Purgatives, joined with temperate 
Diaphuretict, have been given gradually, and continued till they had 
operated, without any Advantage; nor did Vomiting, which wa: 
excited accidentally, by the Kermes Mineral, anſwer any good Pur- 
poſe, although much Bile was thrown up; and Worms have been 
voided both Ways in others without yielding any Relief. Muſkh:s 
not yet been tried, but it is probable, after the Violence of the 
Spaſm has been abated by Ohium, it might be given in large Doſes, 
with good Effect. | f 
If the Patient is plethoric, Bleeding at the Beginning of the 

ſecond Stage (and the Phyſician is ſeldom called ſooner) is neceſ 
ſary, not becauſe it has ever procured any Abatement of thc 
Symptoms, but that by emptying the Veſſels, he will bear the 
warm Bath and Opium better, from the Uſe of which his Recover) 
is to be wholly expected (fofar as has been hitherto diſcovered) for 
they ſeldom can fwallow any thing till after the Bathing ; and ®

If the Weather is warm, and the Pulſe quick with a preterna- 
tural Heat in the Skin, the Warmth of the, Water in the Bath 
ſhould not exceed the 96th or. the 98th Diviſion on Fabrenhit's 
Thermometer. But when, the Pulſe is flow, with little Heat, it 
ought to be ſo warm as ta raiſe the Mercury to the x00th or 102d 
Degree, eſpecially in cold Weather. While he is in the Water, 
gentle Friction ſhould be uſed, eſpecially about the Neck, Breaſt, 
and along the Spine, ſo far as it can be come at; and he is to be 


kept in the Bath, until the Pulſe becomes ſoft and full. When it 


is thought neceſſary to take him up, he is not to be wiped dry, but 
muſt be wrapped immediately in a dry blanket, and put to Bed, in 
which they uſually ſweat ö But ſhould; thoſe Sweats prove 
too profuſe, eſpecially if the Pulſe becomes very frequent and 
contracted withal, with an intenſe Heat of the Skin, they are to 
be Afegetsged -b rubbing the Skin dry with a warm Cloth. 

It ĩs to be obſerved, that the Perſon ſhould Jie at full Length 
in the. Tub, having a Blanket rolled up for a Pillow under. his 
Head, and except his. Face, he, ought to be covered with Water, 
a due Heat of which muſt be kept up, by ſupplying warmer. Water 
as it cools in the Bath; wherefore it is neceſſary to have a Kettle 
always gyer the Fire, with the Bathing Tub at the Bed-ſide, that

If no ae was given whilſt he was in the Bath, let him 
ſoon after take a large Dale, which ought to be repeated boldly 
every half Hour, or at ſuch Interv 85 as to allow. Time to judge 
of the Effect of the preceding one; and in this Manner the Uſe of 
it is to be continued, until the Spaſm under the Sternum ceaſes, 
which will be ſurely ſucceeded by a Remiſſion of the Contractions.

" Beſides Opiates and Bathing, Gly/ters repeated with a Decoction 
of Camomile Flowers, Mallows, &c. to which a large Portion of 
Oil is added, ſhould frequently be injected. A Bladder half filled 
with warm Water, and tied cloſe, ſhould always be kept on the 
Pit of the Stomach when the Patient is in Bed, and the rigid Parts 
ſhould often be bathed with warm Oil, to which ſome Opium is 
added, with a continued and gentle Friction. 
In the Tetanus, the ſame Method will take Place, and the A- 
demenmay be often fomented with four- fold large Flannels, ſqueez- 
ed out of an emollient Decofion, taking care to guard the Bed- 
cloaths from being damped by the Steam. 


During the Severity of the Diſeaſe, the Sick may drink a De- 


coction of Figs, Liquorice, and Fennel Seeds, Sage-Tea, very weak, 
White-wine Whey, or any mild diaphoretic Liquid : For Nouriſhment, 
thin ſtrained Gruel, Panada, or weak Broth : But after the Con- 
trations have ceaſed ſome Days, a little Canary, or Mountain may 
be added to his Gruel, and his Broths may be ſtronger to recruit

hen the Spaſm has ceaſed ſome Days, a Solution of Mama, 
regenerated Tartar, with a little Saffron, and Treacle Water, ſhould 
be given in ſmall Doſes every Hour, to prevent any new Diſ- 
turbance from the Stimulus of any Bile, or other Acrimony, by 
which a Stool may be procured,' without Fear of exciting any 
new Spaſm.

EMLOCK has been uſed Time out of Mind, in Plaiſ- 

ters, for 1 and dicuſſing ſchirrous and cancerous 
Tumours, though ſuch have been omitted in moſt of the later 
Diſpenſatories, 
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Diſpenſatories. But Doctor Stork, Phyſician to the reigning 
Empreſs Queen, has endeavoured, in three Eſſays lately publiſhed 
to eſtabliſh Hemlock as a moſt efficacious Remedy in the ſaid 
Diſorders (among many others) taken inwardly. 4 * 

The Species of Hemlock which he has always uſed, is the 
Cicuta vulgaris, or common large Hemlock, and he employs the 
whole Plant, except the Root, which he at firſt adminiſtered in the. 
Form of Pills, but now prefers the Juice of the Plant gathered 
in June, when the Flowers are full blown, pounded, and preſſed 
into a glazed Veſlel, to be placed over a ſlow Fire, or in Balneo,, 
and evaporated to an Extract of almoſt the Thickneſs of a Pulp, 
taking Care to ſtir it often. When it is rightly prepared, it 
will be of a greeniſh-brown Colour, yielding a very diſagreeable 
Smell, like that produced by common Mice, = 

Of this Extract, he ſays, he has given ſome hundred Weights, 
and never hurt any Body with it; but on the Contrary found it a 
Remedy in the higheſt Degree innocent. He however recom- 
mends to thoſe who ſhall uſe it, to begin with a ſmall Doſe, as a 
few Grains, and riſe gradually from thence till ſome good Effet 
be perceived, and there reſt without further Increaſe. From two 
or three Grains given at firſt, he has advanced the Doſe to two, 
three, or four Drams a Day, and finds that ſuch Doſes may be 
continued for ſeveral Weeks; being neither injurious to Infants, 
Children, middle-aged or old ; to pregnant Women, nor to the 
Fetus in utero. It ſeldom purges, very rarely vomits, but often 
increaſes Perſpiration, or occalions a.copious Diſcharge of viſeid

As to the Regimen during the Courſe of taking it, farinaceous 
Subſtances, not fermented, ſhould be avoided, as well as too agrid 
Aromatics, Good Wine will not be hurtful to thoſe who haye 
been uſed to it, nor a moderate Uſe of Acids. en 

If the Patients live in a pure free Air, and keep their Minds 

uiet and chearful, it will conduce much to the Cure; whereas 

Grief and Inquietude will impede it, and ſometimes turn a Schirrus 
into a Cancer. „ | 

The Time in which Hemlock may reſolve or cure a Cancer, 
cannot be determined. He gave it to a Woman in large Doſes, 
for more than two Years, on account of ſome ugly Tumors in her 
Neck, and it wrought no Change on them ; but after two Years 
and a Half they vaniſhed, Another Woman for a Cancer of the 
Rreaſt, took only two Grains Morning and Evening, but fo 
and quick a Diminution of the Tumor fallowed, though ſhe was 


ſeventy Years old, that the Spectators, as well as himſelf, were

Remedy for Cancers ; and candidly owns, that though he had had t

are in England ſeveral Plants ſo much reſembling the Hemlock 
| in queſtion, as, without proper Precautions, to be eaſily gather- 
| ed in it's Stead. | 
| One, in ſome Parts is called Cow-1weed, in others Wild Ciſely, 
It's greateſt Reſemblance to Hemlock is in the Spring, before the 
Stalks of the Leaves of the Hemlock are interſperſed with purple 
Spots; though, even then, the Leaves of Hemlock ſmell much 
ſtronger, are more minutely divided, and of a deeper Green than 
thoſe of Cow-weed. | 
Another, in Appearance very like Hemlock, and often ſold for 
it, though widely different in Quality, is Parkinſon's Cicuta Minor, 
and Ray's Cicutaria Tenuifolia, more likely to be taken for Hemlock, 
in Summer or Autumn, as it is an annual Plant, and flowers late 
in the Seaſon. However it is eaſily diſtinguiſhed from Hemlock, 
by being of the Colour and Shape of Parſley, without the ſtrong 
Another, called Ray. ſmall Hemlock Chervill, with rough 
Seeds ; the Myrrbis fylveſtris ſeminibus aſperis of Caſpar Bauhin. 
This, like Cu- Md, can only be miſtaken for Hemlock in the 
Spring. It flowers in April, and the Seeds are ripe before the 
Hemlock begins to flower. | 


Of te Hy DRoOPHOBIA andCaning MADNESS. 


I fANY Facts prove, that a Hydrophobia may be generated cor 
from Cauſes independent of the Bite of a mad Animal; fed 
and Animals have died mad of the Bite of another mad Animal, an 
Without that Symptom. The Bite of a Perſon in a Fever, has of | 
produced fatal Effects : The 
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The fatal Diſeaſe of mad Animals, is communicated to Man 
by the Saliva only; ſometimes without a Wound, By Dogs it 
may be caught by Efuvia. | 

| Canine Madneſs ſeems nothing more than the Fever carnivorous 
Animals are liable to, attended with a Delirium, in theſe called the 
raving Madneſs, and with a kind of Coma, or Sluggiſhneſs, in what 
is called the dumb Madneſs. 

The moſt certain Sign of a Dog's going mad, is, that other 
Dogs avoid him with the utmoſt Horror and Precipitation. 

Canine Madneſs is moſt probably communicated as the Small- 
Pox is, by Inoculation ; the cellular Membrane being the Re- 
ceptacle of both Diſeaſes, The poiſonous Saliva adhering to the 
Tooth of the mad Animal, is immediately communicated to the 
Fat in the Cells of this Membrane, and for this Purpoſe a Scratch 
is ſufficient. In this firſt Receptacle it lies like a kind of Leaven, 
and communicates itſelf to the adjacent Cells, and theſe to others, 
till the whole Maſs is contaminated, or at leaſt enough to pro- 
duce a Diſtemper like that of the Animal from which it was ori- 
ginally communicated. - From the Fat of this Membrane the 
Blood is contaminated but ſlowly ; but as Fat is known to enter 
the Bile, this Fluid muſt be effected early; and as a black tena- 


cious Bile is the great Cauſe of Alienation of Mind; and as it is 


always found tenacious and black in this Diſeaſe, it is probable 
in the higheſt Degree, that the' Bile is thus changed by the canine 
enom, which is conveyed to the Liver, where that Juice is for- 
med, by the Jena Portarum, together with the Fat that enters into 
it's Compoſition. 

The canine Madneſs, in the firſt and ſecond Stages, has often 
been cured by mercurial Preparations, adminiſtered internally, 
and mercurial Unguents outwardly. The Method may be thus : 

Rub into the Part where the Wound was received, a Dram or 
more of Mercurial Ointment, as ſoon as poſſible after the Bite. 
That made by rubbing in a Mortar two Parts of Hog's-Lard, with 
one of Quickſilver, will do; but equal Parts of Hog's-Lard and 
Quickſilver will be better; though it requires more Trouble to 
unite them; for great Care ſhould be taken to incorporate well 
the Quickſilver with the Lard. This ſhould be repeated every 
Day for a Week; but if it can be done twice a Day without Sa- 
livation, it is the better. The Evening of the ſame Day, let 
the Patient take the following Medicine : 

Take of Turpethum Minerale, from three to eight Grains (ac- 
cording to the Strength of the Patient, and the Degree of the In- 
fection received, fo far as can be judged by the Bite) Camphire, 
an equal Quantity. Let this be made with any Conſerve, as that 
of Hips into a Bolus. This may poſſibly vomit, though the Cam- 
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phire is added to prevent it. The Dote ſhould be repeated the 
next Evening but one; and again after Forty- eight Hours Inter- 
val. As there is Hazard of Salivating, the Patient ſhould be 
watched, and upon the firſt Approach of any Soreneſs of the 
Mouth, or Slavering, the farther Uſe of the Medicine ſhould be 
deferred, till that ceaſes and then be reaſſumed. 

About two or three Days after the laſt Doſe, if no Accident 
happens as to Salivation, the Patient ſhould bathe in cold Water 
over Head cycry Day, till the Day before the next full or new 
Moon; and that Day let the Doſe of Turpeth. Mineral. be re- 
peated for three Times, as before; but the Doſe may then be leſs, 
as two or three Grains. After the third Doſe, let him bathe as 
before, and let this Method be repeated for three or four ſuc- 
ceeding Periods of the Moon. 

If any Symptoms of the Diſtemper ſhould happen to appear, 
ſomebody of Skill ſhould attend; for then the Cure depends upon 
ſaturating the Body as much as poſſible with Mercury, without 
raifing a Salivation precipitately or ſo as to injure the Patient. 
Therefore more Mercury ſhould be rubbed in, and more frequent 
Doſes of the Turpeth. Mineral, ſhould be exhibited, as not a Mo- 
ment muſt be loſt. When this Method is purſued, no heating 
Medicines ſhou!d be given on any Account. Nervous Medicines 
therefore, which in general excite Heat, are carefully to be a- 
voided, ; | 

The Tonquin Remedy is in conſiderable Reputation, and there 
is Reaſon to believe, not without deſerving it, in ſome Meaſure. 
The uſe of it (after the preſeryative Method has been duly purſu- 
ed) is to take twenty-five Grains of the Native Cinnabar, twenty-

A Woman, who by a Fall, broke and lacerated the firſt Joint of 
the fourth Finger, which was ſoon taken off by a Surgeon, where- 
by ſhe had preſent Eaſe : But Part of the ſecond Joint being alſo 
denudated, the Pain returned,/and increaſed daily, and the Skin and 


Fleſh could not be brought to cover the Joint, till at length obs 
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whole Hand was greatly ſwelled, and Abſceſſes were formed in the 
. palm. She was blooded, and the ſame Evening was ſeized with a 


ſoaſmodie Conttaction of the elevating Muſcles of the lower Jaw. 
Next Morning the Teeth were ſet,” and ſhe could ſcarce receive 
. even Liquids. Bliſters were put on her Back, Neck, and behind 
: the Ears. Alexipharmics and Volatiles were given in large Doſes 

for three Days, but ſhe grew worſe and worſe, the Jaw being quite 
- immoveable : Spaſms ſeized the whole Spine, which, when the at- 
c tempted to fit up, pulled her back with the greateſt Violence, and

her Legs and Arms were thruſt out to their utmoſt Extent, Every 
Part was continually convulſed, with fo ſevere Pains, that ſhe could

ſo WM huſky, with a ſtinging Pain in his Breaſt, ſtriking through to his 
nd back. His Pulſe being quick and full, he was blooded to twelve 
| v4 Ounces 
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Ounces, and an opening Mixture preſcribed. In the Evening he 
was bliſtered inter Scapulas, an oily Mixture given him for his 
Cough, and two Grains of Opium going to Bed. He had a reſtleſs 
Night, and next Morning the Jaw was cloſer; 4 Glyſter was 
given, and after it's Operation he was ordered Moſch. pig. 5 R. 3a. 
vel Aa. quag. Hor. in Fulep. Commun. being as yet able to ſwallow 
Liquids. On the Morrow little or no Variation of the Symp- 
toms. The Muſk had greatly heated him, and he was therefore 
preſcribed Broths and Gruels as much as he could get down, and 
the Muſk was continued. He. ſcarce ſlept at Night, and in the 
Morning coughed much, and complained of Pains in his Breaſt, 
Back and Bowels ; the ſaw was fo faſt Tocked, that he could ſcarce 
admit the leaſt Nouriſhment; beſides, he complained of a Pain 
and Difficulty in Urining. The Diſtemper having evidently in- 
creaſed after two Days Uſe of the uk, it was diſcontinued, he 
loſt nine Ounces of Blood, and had a purging Glyſter given him; 
in the Evening he took Opij. pur. gr. ij. which was repeated every 

three Hours. The fore Part of the Night he was reſtleſs, but 
ſlumbered a little in the Morning, and by Eleven o'Clock he had 
taken ten Grains of Opium.

The next Morning there was a 
general Amendment of the Symptoms; the Pains of the Belly were 
{till complained of with Coſtiveneſs, for which he was ordered 
an Enem. Purg. cum Tinct. Theb, : G. Veſperi, and Op. Gr. ii. cum 
Af. Fætid. Gr. v. were directed to be given at Bed- time. The fol- 
lowing Day the Cough and Pains of the Breaſt were returned; he 
ſlumbered but little in the Night; the Jaw much as the two pre- 
ceding Days. As he could uſe a Spoon pretty eaſily, he was or- 
dered a Mixture of Sperm. Cet. Sal. Vol. C. C. and Elix. Paregoric. 
Cichlear ii. ſubinde, Urg. Tuſſi vel Dolore, &c. at the ſame Time 
he was directed Opii. Pur. Gr. ii. flatim, et repet. Hor. Somm, ei 
Hor. quinta vel ſexta matutina, In the Morning the Jaw was ſen- 
ſibly freer, and he ſeemed in all Things better, except the Belly 
Pains, and the Coſtiveneſs; wherefore this Evening he had the 
Valerian Glyſter, and two Grains of Opium at Night to be repeated 
in the Morning; when every Thing looked more favourable, 
though the Jaw mended but ſlowly. . It was therefore thought 
adviſeable to try Antiſpaſmodics, and 3 8 of Pulv. Rad. Valer. yl. 
was ordered, with the Fulep. e Campbor. ter in Die, and Opii. Gr. 
ii. Hor. Som. Though he had but ſhort Slumbers, yet the next 
Morning the Pains were much eaſter, he urined freely, his Pulſe 
quieter, but the Jaw ſtill ſtiffiſn, with a Pain at it's Joints when 
moved, for which Bliſters were applied behind the Ears, and a 
Pill of Opii. Gr. ii. given at Bed time. This proved the moſt 
tolerable Night's Reſt he yet enjoyed, he ſlept five Hours, and 
next Morning had a natural Stool, with a better Pulſe, and more 
Flexibility of the Jaw. A laxative Mixture was directed pro re 
natd, and a Pill Opii. Gr. ii. h. ſ. Four Days after he ate a 
Bit of Pudding, and chewed a Piece of Bread for the firſt Time, 
and continued mending daily, the Jaw however was not quite 
reſtored for ſome Time. The Wound all along looked well, 
and healed up ſeveral Days before the other Symptoms diſap- 
peared. The Texture of the Blood drawn was never ſizy, 
but looſe, as in moſt Species of ſpaſmodic Affections. The 
Opium never in the leaſt diſordered his Head, although he 
took no leſs than Ninety-two Grains in Twenty-two Bayr. 
An unmarried Lady, Twenty-eight Vears of Age, ſlender and 
pale, complained of a grievous Pain and Tightneſs of her Breaſt, 
under the Middle of the Sternum, at the Pit of her Stomach, and 
about the Root of her Tongue. Her Jaw was ſo contracted, that 
the flat Handle of a Spoon could hardly be paſſed between her 
Teeth; the Maſſeters were firm and rigid, the Pulſe a little languid 
and ſlow, and the Tongue, as far could be ſeen, in a natural 
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State. She could get nothing ſolid into her Mouth, but ſucked in 


Liquors, and ſwallowed them with tolerable Eaſe, a little at a 
Time. She made Water in ſmall Quantities, and with Difficulty, 


Thus her Phyſician found her; for above a Week before which 


ſhe felt a ſmall Difficulty in ſwallowing, with a Tightneſs about 
the Root of her Tongue, without any other Complaint : Theſe 
radually increaſed, and were accompanied with a Pain about the 
Pi of the Stomach, and under the Sternum, as mentioned above, 
without any Signs of Inflammation of the Throat. She was blooded, 
and the next Day gently purged; the Blood was not ſizey. Com- 
plaining of a little huſky Cough, ſhe had an oily Emulſion, and 
her Throat was fomented with an emollient Fetus. The next 
Night the Purge was repeated, and operated briſkly, and Bliſters 
were put behind her Ears; from all which ſhe found no Relief, and 
the Pain under the Sternum encreaſed till the Time the Doctor firſt 
ſaw her, who ſoon concluded the Diſeaſe to be plainly that of a 
Lacked-Faw; although there did not appear to have been any of the 
preceding Cauſes that uſually produce this Complaint; and there- 
fore reſolved to try the Effect of Opiates. As ſhe could admit 
nothing ſolid, he ordered a ſmall Draught with Tinct᷑. 7 hebaic gutt. 
x. to be given, and repeated in an Hour, and afterwards every two 
Hours, and to the Pit of the Stomach a Plaiſter cx Opio et Gum 
Galban. an. p. &. She had a tolerable Night, ſlept in the whole 
ebout four Hours; by Nine next Morning, the Pain of the Breaſt 
was much abated; in this Space ſhe had taken Seventy Drops of 
the Tint. Theb. could open her Teeth a little, had voided but little 
Water, and that with a conſiderable light- coloured Sediment, in- 
clining to Violet. The Opiates were directed to be continued every 
four Hours. In the Evening ſhe was very faint, with a Catching 
of the Breath, and a 1 Pulſe, ad could ſcarce open her 
Teeth. Having had no Stool for two Days, an emollient Cly- 
ſter was ordered, and the fame Draughts to be repeated every 
three Hours ; the had but an indifferent Night, but was better 
the next Morning, the Breath eaſier, Pulſe better, and ſhe could 
open her Teeth with leſs Difficulty ; but as the Jaw was till 
much locked, and the Opiate did not diſturb her Head, the 
Draughts were continued. About Seven in the Evening ſhe was 
worſe again, and the Jaw more contracted ; ſhe had now taken 
170 Drops of the Tin?. Deb. The Clyſter operated gently twice, 
but ſhe ſtill made but very little Water. The Draughts were 


continued; about Eleven this Night her Pulſe was pretty ftrong, 
and a little irregular. The enſuing Morning ſhe was very faint, 
and ſoon after complained of a great Stricture about her Jaw and 
Neck, which was immediately followed by a Catching of the 
Breath, having made no Water all Night.

ter, and ten Grains of Camphire, with a little Tincture of Va- 
erian in a Draught, were preſcribed. In the Afternoon ſhe was 
better ; but the Stricture of the Jaw remained, and the Muſcles 
about the Mouth, Throat, and Neck, were plainly affected with 
a Spaſm. As her Head had never been affected with the Opiate, 
Tint. Theb. Gutt. xx. in the Julep. Camph, were ordered every 
two Hours for three Times, and then every four Hours. By the 
next Morning ſhe had taken five of theſe Draughts, was reſtleſs 
moſt Part of the Night, but now eaſier. The Tightneſs about 
the Jaw, Mouth, T hroat, and Neck, continued, and ſhe felt a 
Rigidity in other Parts of her Body. The Urine was little, with 
much Sediment. She drank Plenty of Barley-Water and Nitre. 
The Draughts were repeated every three Hours, and ſhe had a 
Turpentine Clyſter. The following Day ſhe was the ſame. The 
Head not yet affected with the Opiates, though ſhe had never 
before been uſed to any, and had now taken 420 Drops of Tin. 
1b. in five Days. The Urine ſtill ſmall, with a thick Sedi- 
ment; the Belly ſoft, and no Fulneſs about the Region of the 
Bladder; not only the Muſcles about the Mouth, Throat, &c. 
were hard and contracted, but the Skin too was ſtretched tightly 
over them; nay all the Muſcles that bend the Head, Neck, and 
Body, were contracted ; wherefore a hot Bath was recommend- 
el, though the Lady dreaded Suffocation, in being carried in a 
Chair to a Bagnio. However, ſhe bore it well backwards and 
forwards, as alſo the Bath, in which ſhe continued near twenty 
Minutes. She took four more Draughts, during which ſhe made 
more Urine than ſince her Illneſs, and ſeemed better, though ſhe 
zot but little Reſt at Night, and fancied her Breaſt had ſuffered 
for Want of the Plaiſter, which was taken off when ſhe went 
into the Bath ; a freſh one was therefore applied. She took one 
Draught the next Morning, and two more before Night. Her 
Menſes had appeared whilſt ſhe was in the Bath, though a Week 
before the ſtated Time, The following Day Things continued 
much the ſame ; yet the Pulſe was good, ſhe had ſlept better, and 
made more Water in the Night, with a large Sediment. She now 
had no Stool for four Days, ſo an opening Clyſter was admini- 
ſtered. As within the Week ſhe had taken above 500 Drops of 
Tina, Theb. without conquering the Diſeaſe, it was thought proper 
to intermit their Uſe for T'wenty-four Hours at leaſt, and try the 
nervous Fœtids: Therefore a Dravghe, with a little TinRure of 
Valerian and Caſtor, was ordered to be taken immediately, and 
repeated each ſix Hours, She paſſed the Night badly, and on 
the Morrow her Jaw was locked faſter than ever, the Muſcles 
more rigid, the Breathing harder, the Agitation of the Spirits in- 
creaſed, and not a Drop of Urine had been voided for as 
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fix Hours. 
be neglected, and therefore 30 Drops of Tine?. Theb. were given 
directly, to be repeated every two Hours for three Times, and at- 
terwards every four Hours. By next Mot ning (reckoning from 
the foregoing Morning) ſhe had taken fix of the Draughts. Her 
Jaw was ſo free, that ſhe could open her Teeth near half an 
Inch; all the Muſcles about the Neck and Throat were relaxed, 
and felt eaſier; ſhe breathed better, and had ſlept with Refreſh- 
ment. The Urine alſo was conſiderably increaſed. From this 
great Amendment, it was reaſonable to conclude, that Opiates 
were, perhaps, the only Medicines to be relied upon; and the 
Draught was ordered to be repeated every fix Hours. The next 
Day the was much the fame : The Draughts repeated as Veſter- 
day; the following Day the ſame; as alſo the ſucceeding Day, 
ſaving that a Raſh came out all over her; and ſhe took but three 
Draughts in the Whole. On the Morrow ſhe was conſiderably 
worſe, extremely low and faint, and her Jaws as cloſe as ever, 
Ten Drops of the Tine. Thel: and one Scruple of Mithridate, 
were added to each Draught, and ordered to be repeated every 
four Hours. The next Day ſhe was much better, and could open 
her Jaw wider than ſhe had yet done: Had taken ſince Yeſter- 
day 240 Drops, and two Drams of Mithridate. "The Day after, 
much the fame : The Draughts continued: The Bath ordered 
again. Next Day likewiſe much the ſame ; made a Quantity of 
Water; but complained of a Spaſm or Tightneſs under the Ster- 
num, and could not break Wind when ſhe attempted it, by which 
ſhe had always found much Relief. The Draughts continued, 
and ſhe was ordered into the hot Bath every Day. The follpw- 
ing Day ſhe complained much of her Throat, and had taken but 
two Draughts ; had three Stools in the Night ; the firſt very 
coſtive, the only Diſcharge of the Kind, without the Aid of Me- 
dicine, fince her Illneſs; for Clyſters had been uſed all along; 
ſhe made more W ater likewiſe: A purging Potion was ordered, 
and the Draughts occaſionally. On the Morrow ſhe was in all 
Reſpects better, but the Jaw being ſtill ſomewhat rigid, ſhe bathed 
for ſeveral Days in warm Water, took one or two Draughts a 
Day, began to eat ſolid Fleſh, ſlept pretty well of Nights ; 
urined freely, and had commonly two natural Stools a Day. Fi- 
nally, ſhe went into the Country, continued to mend, and in a 
little Time recovered her former State of Health without further 
Uſe of any Medicine whatever. | rr” 
A young Man of Twenty was ſeized with a Pain in his 
Throat, and a ſpaſmodic Contraction of his lower Jaw, which, 
after four Days, was ſo cloſely locked, that It was impoſſible to 
open it without running the utmoſt Riſque of breaking it. ”—_

From all this it was plain, that Opiates were not to 
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tould take none but liquid Nouriſhment, and that with great 
Diffculty. Violent convulſive Spaſms ſeized him almoſt every 
Minute, and his Head was forcibly: thrown back upon every At- 
tempt to riſe from his Chair. His. Legs were affected with the 
like Spaſms, his Eye-lids ar and his Hearing much im- 
paired. He could ſcarce void bis- Urine, and had no Stools, but 
by Clyſters. He had alſo the Niſus Cynicus, the Gaftrocnemit, and 
Abdominal Muſcles were as tenſe. as aac, and all his Joints ſo 
tif, as not to be moved without great Violence. He had received 
a Bruiſe about a Month before his Symptoms appeared, on the 
anterior Part of the fourth Finger of the left Hand, which he now 
thought to be well, though he wore a little Plaiſter on it, upon 
removing which no Inflammation or Swelling appeared, but onl 
2 little thin limpid Diſcharge from an Oritice, w aich would but 
juſt admit the Point of a very ſlender Probe, by which it was 
plainly perceived that the Bones of W 6 Phalanx 
were bare in the Joint, and the Ligaments eſtroye: , ſo that the 
Joint was entirely uſelefs. The Surgeon, however, cquld not 
perſuade him, or his Friends, that his Diſorder was owing to this 
Accident, as he had continued well ſo long ſince he received the 
Hurt, without any Return of Pain. He was blooded, bliſtered, 
romited, purged, and clyſtered, without any Benefit; and took 
Muſk, Bark, Camphire, and Valerian, in large Doſes, with as 
little Effect. Opiates alone ſeemed. to mitigate the Symptoms, 
which were gradually increaſed from ſmall Quantities, till he took 
Grain of Opium every Hour, and continued ſo wing for ſeveral 
Days together, without obtaining more Sleep than uſual. Theſe 
Opiates proved but a temporary Relief; for when they were 
omitted, he relapſed into as bad a State as ever. At length, fix 
Weeks after the Accident, the laſt Phalanx was taken off at the 
Articulation z the Diſorder, nevertheleſs, did not abate till four 
or five Days after, upon nipping off the Extremity of the Bone, 
and with it a little Splinter, which ſtill irritated the nervous Sy- 
fem; when his convulſive Spafms were. become immediately 
both leſs ſevere and leſs frequent. The Quantity of his Opiates 
was reduced by Degrees, till in about a Month his Fits entirely 
left him. The Jaw, however, ſtill remained ſo ſtiff, that he 
could open it but a little Way, and the Muſcles of the Belly 
and Legs were fo tenſe that he could not walk without Aſſiſt- 
ance. But thoſe Symptoms were ſoon removed by the Uſe of 
the warm Bath frequently repeated, and he became perfectly well, 
and able to undergo any Fatigue. He took 317 Grains of Opium 
in about five Weeks, beſides ſeveral Draughts with liquid Lauda- 
0 and Syrup of Poppies. (

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From the Recital of theſe Caſes, the following Inferences 
may fairly be drawn: 
That in the Locked-Jaw, Blood drawn from a Vein, appears 
no- ways ſizey or inflammatory; nor do the neighbouring Muſcles 
of the Fauces, Tongue, Neck or Head, diſcover the leaſt Mark SY 
of Inflammation. ; | 

That neither Bleeding, Purging, Bliſtering, Alexipharmics, 
Volatiles, Fœtids, &c. are by themſelves of any Importance in 
this Diſorder. 

That Opiates alone are capable of keeping the Symptoms at 
a Stand ; and by being p increaſed to very conſiderable As 
Doſes, without Intermiſſion or Abatement, are able to ſubdue 
this moſt obſtinate, violent, and reputedly deſperate Diſeaſe, and 
reſtore the Patient to Health; and this the more eafily, if aſſiſt- *
